Need  Above  Expediency 

J^\HE  need  for  adequate  funds  for  schools  must 
V»^  be  placed  above  the  demands  of  expediency, 
His  Honor  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  said  in  a  state- 
ment issued  recendy  when  he  was  apprised  certain 
attempts  were  being  made  to  cripple  education 
through  action  at  the  next  session  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Legislature.  Mayor  Rossi's  statement  is  as 
follows: 

"As  a  taxpayer  as 
well  as  an  official,  I  am 
opposed  to  extrava- 
gance in  government. 
Let  us  be  careful  not 
to  countenance  cosdy 
structures,  overlapping 
of  teaching  positions 
and  the  purchase  of 
unnecessary  supplies; 
but,  with  minds  wholly 
sensible  of  the  need 
now  more  than  ever  of 
our  youth  for  proper 
equipment  of  the  mind 
and  spirit,  let  us  place 
such  need  above  the 
demands  of  expedi- 
ency.   " 

"We  must  stand 
constructively  for  gen- 
uine culture.  We  have 
no  clearer  duty  today 
than  to  keep  our 
schools  open  and  effi- 
cient— that  our  chil- 
dren may  receive  a 
useful  education.  The 
place  for  them  in  the 
years  during  which 
character  is  forming,  is 
in  the  classroom. 
In  these  times  when  scientific  advance  threat- 
ens rapidly  to  alter  our  industrial  and  social 
fabric,  our  youth  needs  more  than  ever  a  teaching 
force  of  quality  and  one  sufficient  in  number  to 
give  them  stamina  and  a  just  value  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  right  living. 

"I  have  undying  respect  for  the  fortitude  and  self- 
sacrifice  of  those  who  dedicate  their  lives  to  teach- 
ing. They   live   in  comparative   obscurity.     They

Schools  Reopen  Today 

(AN  FRANCISCO'S  impetuous  youth  turned 
eyes  today  from  playgrounds  and  summer 
resorts  toward  the  doors  of  102  Public  Schools 
which  opened  to  receive  approximately  100,000 
pupils  for  the  Fall  Term. 

Teachers   numbering  2700    returned   to  classes, 
after  vacations  spent  in  all  parts  of  the  globe,  ready 

to  undertake  the  im- 
portant task  of  instruc- 
tion for  another  school 
year. 

Welcome  news  for 
both  returning  teach- 
ers and  pupils  was 
contained  'in  the  an- 
nouncement today  of 
Superintendent  o  f 
Schools,  Edwin  A.  Lee, 
that  a  minimum  day 
session  ending  at  1:00 
p.m.  on  Monday  will 
be  held  in  order  to  per- 
mit students  in  all  full 
day  schools  to  attend 
the  American  Legion 
state  convention  pa- 
rade, to  be  held  in;  the 
afternoon.  Schools  will 
dismiss  at  one  o'clock 
excepting  those  classes 
which  are  held  ONLY 
during  the  afternoons. 
Children  registered  in 
such  schools  MUST 
appear  as  usual  on 
Monday  and  attend 
classes.  Superintendent 
Lee  announced  today 
that  the  number  of 
pupils  on  minimum 
day  sessions  due  to  earthquake  proofing  of  school 
buildings  will  be  reduced  from  16,000  to  13,500  due 
to  the  completion  of  repairs  on  four  more  schools, 
the  Washington  Irving  Elementary,  the  Hancock 
Elementary,  the  Jean  Parker  Elementary,  and  the 
Commodore  Stockton  Elementary  Schools. 

For  more  than  5,000  little  people  the  experience 
of  going  to  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  will  be  a 
new  one.

The  principal  of  each  school  will  please  send  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  and  Guidance  not  later 
than  August  24,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  August  22.  If  the  list  is  typed,  use  double  spac- 
ing. If  written,  use  lined  foolscap.  Use  no  mime- 
ograph paper.  The  list  for  each  class  should  be  ar- 
ranged alphabetically  and  should  contain  the  follow- 
ing information: 

Name  of  school,  grade,  name  of  teacher,  name 
of  pupil,  address,  date  of  birth.  (Please  do  not  use 
nicknames  such  as  Buddy,  Sonny  and  Junior). 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the 
children  who  are  actually  enrolled  in  the  class.  In 
order  to  keep  our  files  correct,  any  children  who 
return  to  school  after  August  22,  or  enter  after  that 
date  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attend- 
ance and  Guidance  at  once  either  by  transfer,  if  the 
child  has  a  transfer,  or  by  an  Entered  Without  Trans- 
fer slip,  if  he  has  none. 


Senior  High  School  Examination 

An  examination  of  the  pupils  who  were  not  pro- 
moted from  the  high-eighth  grade  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools  to  the  ninth  grade  in  the  senior  high 
schools  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  1934,  and 
who  are  recommended  for  such  a  test  by  their  prin- 
cipals, will  be  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Educational  Research  and  Service  in  the  Board  of 
Education  offices,  Grove  and  Polk  streets,  Thurs- 
day, August  16,  at  8:30  a.m.

neither  ask  nor  receive  the  credit  due  them  for  their 
patient  guidance  of  the  generation  which  is  soon  to 
take  from  us  the  reins  of  government. 

"I  am  sure  all  thinking  citizens  will  see  to  it  that 
their  decision  to  make  teaching  a  life  work,  and 
their  right  to  expect  consideration  upon  retirement, 
is  upheld  and  safeguarded.  The  Parent  Teacher 
bodies,  who  are  intimately  associated  with  the  wel- 
fare of  teachers  and  pupils  alike  will  work  ceaselessly 
to  insure  such  legislative  action  as  will  not  alone 
maintain,  but  improve  present  educational  stand- 
ards. But  it  is  to  our  citizenship  generally  that  I 
bring  this  caution:  Let  us  be  watchful  lest  we  crip- 
ple our  system  of  education  and  thus  deprive  our 
young  people  of  the  advantages  of  adequate  mental 
and  moral  training  so  necessary  to  them  in  meeting 
the  problems  and  perplexities  of  life  as  they  are 
presented  today."

Ernest  Sloman,  secretary  of  the  Dental  Society  and 
they  are  requested  to  arrange  with  him  a  program 
whereby  the  children  may  be  examined.  Examin- 
ations will  be  made  at  the  rate  of  about  twenty 
children  per  hour.

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Entrance  Age  Requirements  Health  Practice  Commended 


XN  order  to  comply  with,  the  requirements  of 
the  State  School  law  caution  should  be  exer- 
cised at  the  time  of  admitting  children  to  kinder- 
gartens and  low  first  grades.  Please  see  that  each 
child  presents  an  authentic  birth  certificate. 

Kindergarten  pupils  must  be  not  younger  than 
4  years  9  months  of  age  on  the  opening  date  of 
school.  Admit  no  pupils  born  later  than  November 
13,  1929. 

First  grade  pupils  must  be  not  younger  than  5 
years  9  months  of  age  on  the  opening  date  of  school. 
Admit  no  pupil  born  later  than  November  13,  1928. 

Kindergarten  and  first  grade  pupils  shall  be  ad- 
mitted only  during  the  first  month  of  school. 

Under-age  pupils  of  superior  ability  who  have 
been  granted  permission  to  do  low  first  grade  work 
should  be  registered  in  the  kindergarten  for  the 
duration  of  the  current  term. 

Only  pupils  who  are  5  years  9  months  of  age  or 
older,  who  are  low  in  ability  should  be  admitted  to 
junior  primary  classes.  Junior  Primary  is  a  section 
of  the  first  grade  organization  and  pupils  must  be 
of  state  age. 

First  grade  pupils  who  did  not  receive  the  Pinter- 
Cunningham  test  in  kindergarten  should  be  tested 
during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  term. 


i^\HE  practice  of  school  authorities  of  excluding 
^•S  children  from  school  who  are  obviously  ill 
without  awaiting  a  diagnosis  is  commended  by 
Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger  in  a  communication  to  Superin- 
tendent Lee  under  date  of  August  6. 

The  Director  of  Public  Health  summarizes  the 
decrease  of  Poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  dur- 
ing the  vacation  period  as  follows: 

During  the  eight  weeks  which  have  followed  a  total  of 
one  hundred  and  three  cases  has  occurred  and  the  incidence 
has  dropped  to  normal  during  the  past  few  weeks.  Appar- 
ently we  are  oyer  the  first  phase  at  least.  Whether  or  not 
there  will  be  an  increased  incidence  it  is  impossible  to  say 
at  the  present  time.  I  feel  that  no  precautions  are  necessary 
with  the  opening  of  schools. 

I  wish  to  emphasize  to  all  principals  and  teachers  how- 
ever, a  procedure  which  should  be  followed  at  all  times, 
regardless  of  the  presence  of  an  epidemic.  I  refer  to  the 
practice  of  excluding  children  who  are  obviously  sick,  with- 
out waiting  for  a  diagnosis.  If  this  is  made  a  routine  pro- 
cedure we  will  undoubtedly  see  a  decrease  in  communicable 
disease  in  the  future.

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Pledge  to  the  Flag 

THE  following  self  explanatory  letter  written 
by  Superintendent  Lee  to  the  Merchants  Com- 
mittee of  San  Francisco  is  for  the  information 
of  the  certificated  staff: 

The  San  Francisco  newspapers,  under  date  of  Au- 
gust 13,  printed  copies  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Merchants'  Committee  of  San  Francisco,  the  fourth 
paragraph  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

"That  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  and 
the  Republic  for  which  it  stands,  formerly  exacted 
from  school  children  throughout  the  land,  be  res- 
urrected from  the  inglorious  discard  into  which  it 
has  been  cast  and  that  it  be  made  a  part  of  the 
daily  curriculum  of  every  school  in  this  Nation." 
The   fact   that   these  resolutions  emanate  from  San 
Francisco  makes  it  altogether  probable  that  readers  not 
conversant  with   the  true  situation   will  interpret  this 
paragraph  as  applying  to  San  Francisco  schools.  Such 
is  not  the  case.  For  more  than  fifteen  years  the  pledge 
of  allegiance  to  the  flag  has  been  a  part  of  the  manda- 
tory daily  routine  in   each  of  the  elementary  schools. 
The  pledge  is  also  given  at  euery  assembly  in  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.  Particularly  impressive  is  the 
ceremony  at  high  school  graduations  when,    under  the 
direction  of  R.O.T.C.  student  officers,  the  whole  audi- 
ence participates.   Upon  the  opening  of  the  Fall   Term 
on  August  13  the  pledge  to  the  flag  was  given  in  every 
school  in  the  city  before  the  assembled  student  body  in 
the  auditorium  or  the  school  yard. 

In  this  connection  you  should  know,  too,  that  each 
teacher  is  required  to  sign  a  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of 
California  before  a  certificate  is  granted  to  teach  in 
San  Francisco. 

In  view  of  the  above  I  feel  that  the  fourth  para- 
graph gives  a  most  unfortunate  impression  which  should 
be  corrected.  I  understand  copies  of  the  resolutions  are 
to  be  struck  off  for  framing.  It  seems  to  me  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  warrant  my  asking  you  to  convey 
to  those  responsible  a  request  that  paragraph  four  either 
be  deleted  or  suitably  modified  before  any  further  pub- 
licity is  given  to  the  document.

Remarks  by  Superintendent  Lee,  before  the  Principals,  on  August   17 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  as  you  have  learned,  has 
during  the  period  since  schools  were  closed 
passed  through  a  crisis  which  focussed  the  eyes 
of  the  United  States  upon  this  city.  That  in  the 
minds  of  some  there  was  the  desire  to  overthrow 
the  forces  of  law  and  order  and  the  principles  of 
the  government  under  which  we  are  privileged  to 
live  is  in  my  judgment  unquestioned.  Just  as  cer- 
tainly it  is  my  conviction  that  this  group  was  not 
made  up  of  San  Franciscans,  but  men  and  women 
who  had  come  here,  sent  by  influences  bent  upon 
the  destruction  of  all  those  things  which  we  as 
Americans    hold       


dear.  That  this 
small  but  powerful 
group  was  quickly 
overthrown  and  its 
purposes  defeated 
is  due  most  of  all 
to  the  fact  that  the 
real  leaders  of  San 
Francisco,  workers 
and  employers 
alike,  once  they 
were  awakened  to 
the  danger  that 
threatened  them 
and  their  city,  arose 
in  their  might  and 
repudiated  and 
overthrew  the  com- 
mon enemy. 

Out  of  this  expe- 
rience has  emerged 
another  crisis 
which  is  in  some 
ways  almost  as 
dangerous  as  the 
one  which  it  fol- 
lowed. The  first 
manifestations  o  f 
this  second  crisis 
occurred  in  the 
closing  days  of  the 
strike,  when  self- 
styled  vigilantes 
appeared,  citizens 
were  beaten,  and 
men  suspected  of 
being  Communists 
were    driven   out.

own  men  so  effectively  as  to  bring  about  a  strike 
of  the  proportions  this  one  reached  ?  "  Communism 
cannot  feed  on  contented  and  fairly  treated  men. 
It  is  the  last  resort  of  desperate  and  hungry  men. 
In  a  city  that  claims  it  knows  how,  in  the  city  of 
St.  Francis,  how  could  men  become  so  desperate 
as  to  try  and  paralyze  that  city?  I,  as  a  thought- 
ful man,  an  educator,  want  to  know  the  answer 
to  that  question. 

You  have  heard  the  State  Adjutant  of  the  Amer- 
ican Legion  tell  you  of  the  fact  that  Communistic 
doctrines  have  been  taught  in  certain  public  schools. 
He  has  been  most  careful  in  his  statements;  would 

that  all  who  speak 
or  write  were  as 
careful!  The  impli- 
cation has  been  al- 
lowed to  spread 
that  schools  were 
hotbed  of  Com- 
munistic propagan- 
da, that  these  in- 
stitutions which  are 
the  very  heart  of 
the  American  phi- 
losophy of  life  and 
government  are 
pumping  tainted 
blood  into  the  body 
politic. 

I  want  to  regis- 
ter my  vigorous  be- 
lief in  the  integ- 
rity, the  loyalty, 
and  the  intelligence 
of  the  American 
teacher.  In  no  un- 
certain terms  I 
want  to  brand  such 
implications  as 
they  relate  to  San 
Francisco  teachers 
particularly,  as 
completely  and  un- 
equivocally false. 
In  every  case  which 
has  come  to  my  at- 
tention there  has 
been  but  one  an- 
swer.

to  the  flag  a  ceremony  of  deeper  and  deeper  sig- 
nificance as  the  days  pass  by.  I  lay  upon  you  each 
and  individually  the  inescapable  duty  of  knowing 
that  no  single  teacher  responsible  to  you  is  by 
word  or  action  in  school  or  out  of  school  unfaith- 
ful to  the  pledge  of  allegiance  which  he  or  she 
swore  when  making  application  for  a  credential  to 
teach  in  San  Francisco.  No  reaffirmation  is  neces- 
sary to  convince  me  of  the  original  and  continu- 
ing sacredness  of  that  pledge  to  those  for  whom 
it  had  meaning  when  first  they  gave  their  word 
of  honor.  I  charge  you  further,  in  case  there  be 
now  or  later  a  member  of  your  staff  whom  you 
suspect  of  disloyalty,  that  you  sanely,  wisely,  cer 
tainly,  and  without  delay  ascertain  the  facts  and 
if  they  warrant,  that  you  furnish  me  with  full 
and  complete  evidence  of  your  findings.  I  shall 
not  hesitate  in  taking  such  action  as  the  evidence 
seems  to  require. 

I  trust  that  in  what  I  have  said  I  have  seemed 
to  you  to  be  calm  and  unexcited.  Nothing  seems 
to  me  so  important  as  that  we  shall  keep  our 
heads,  that  we  shall  exemplify  in  our  thinking  and 
teaching  those  aspects  of  Democracy  without 
which  Democracy  becomes  only  Demos — calmness, 
restraint,  fair  dealing,  courage,  intelligence.  With- 
out these  we  must  inevitably  fall  short.  With  these 
we  can  rightly  induct  each  youth  into  his  Amer- 
ican heritage.

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State  Textbook  Program 

URING  the  current  school  year  intensive 
consideration  will  be  given  to  the  program 
of  state  series  textbooks  for  elementary  schools. 
First  attention  will  be  devoted  to  those  fields  in 
which  textbooks  are  now  lacking  or  in  which  the 
adoption  of  new  material  seems  most  urgent.  In 
accordance  with  action  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  Vierling  Kersey,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  has  already  issued  calls  for 
bids  for  textbook  materials  as  follows: 

1.  Readers  for  the  sixth  grade 

2.  Spelling  textbooks  for  elementary  grades 

3.  Handwriting  material  for  elementary  grades 

Textbook  materials  in  the  above  fields  are  to  be 
submitted  by  publishers  by  September  4,  after 
which  the  State  Curriculum  Commission  will 
commence  its  study  of  materials  submitted  and 
present  recommendations  for  adoption  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  The  first  step  in  the  pro- 
cedures followed  by  the  State  Curriculum  Com- 
mission in  evaluating  textbooks  is  the  develop- 
ment of  standards  or  criteria  by  which  the  books 
submitted  should  be  judged.  Using  these  criteria, 
the  State  Division  of  Textbooks  and  Publications 
will  conduct  certain  objective  studies  on  the  rela- 
tive merits  of  material,  and  will  otherwise  assist 
the  commission  in  its  work. 

Three  of  the  textbooks  at  present  in  the  state 
series  which  have  been  in  use  over  a  long  period 
of  years  are  not  being  distributed  this  year.  They 
are:  (1)  A  Beginner's  History,  by  William  H. 
Mace,  first  adopted  in  1916,  and  in  use  for  eight- 
een years;  (2)  Advanced  History,  by  Beard  and 
Bagley,  first  adopted  in  1920,  and  in  use  for  four- 
teen years;  and  (3)  Journeys  in  Distant  Lands, 
by  Barrows  and  Parker,  first  adopted  in  1924,  and 
in  use  for  ten  years.  The  adoption  periods  of  these 
books  have  expired,  and  the  stock  of  books  is 
exhausted.  It  was  thought  advisable  to  discontinue 
the  distribution  of  these  books  at  this  time  after 
such  long  adoption  periods  since  it  is  highly  prob- 
able that  recently  published  and  more  suitable 
materials  will  be  available.  In  view  of  the  drastic 
reduction  in  the  appropriation  for  state  textbooks 
for  the  current  biennium,  it  was  felt  that  schools 
should  use  their  present  supply  of  these  books 
during  the  current  year,  even  if  some  copies  are 
not  in  a  desirable  condition,  and  thus  make  it 
possible  to  utilize  funds  for  new  books  that  other- 
wise would  have  been  used  for  these  old  books.

Supt.  Kersey' s  Message 

GOOD  citizenship — with  no  hesitancy  in  going 
as  far  as  teaching  the  objection  to  all  that 
is  un-American. 

This  policy  of  Americanism  was  expounded  by 
Vierling  Kersey,  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  as  an  army  of  students,  more  than  a 
million  strong,  began  marching  to  California 
classrooms  for  the  1934-35  school  year. 

With  an  enrollment  of  approximately  700,000 
elementary  and  300,000  high  school  and  junior 
college  students,  more  than  a  million  young  Cali- 
fornians  will  be  in  schools  before  September  15. 

Superintendent  Kersey  observed  that  "the  1934- 
35  year  finds  us  near  the  climax  of  our  yearning 
for  social  readjustment,  human  values  and  homely 
virtues — the  other  offerings  of  the  confused  ma- 
terialistic days  of  modern  life  must  take  a  back 
seat  as  we  plan  for  days  ahead." 

"This  school  year  now  dawning  will  be  one  in 
which  parents,  taxpayers  and  citizens  will  eye 
every  act  of  the  school  in  its  offer  of  advantage 
to  our  youth,"  he  declared. 

"The  purposes  of  education  must  be  the  purpose 
of  life  as  these  groups  interpret  these  purposes. 
If  these  are  climax  days,  let  us  look  at  some  of 
the  peaks  to  which  instruction  in  our  schools  must 
strive  to  attain.  One  peak  of  instruction  which 
we  must  plan  to  attain  has  to  do  with  a  love  of 
country  which  will  give  our  school  children  cause 
to  be  loyal  and  happy  with  the  government,  the 
democratic  institutions,  the  practices  of  American 
life  which  they  are  soon  to  share  and  to  operate." 
Superintendent  Kersey  stressed  "this  is  certainly 
not  a  school  year  in  which  any  experimentation, 
new  fads,  panaceas  and  tricks  in  destruction  or 
reform  of  American  life  and  government  can  be 
indulged  or  tolerated."

Inspired  by  the  astron- 
omer who  braved  persecution  and  death  for  his 
belief,  the  medieval  discoverer  is  shown  braving 
the  uncharted  seas  and  pointing  the  way  to  a  new 
world. 

The  following  sections  are  devoted  to  American 
civilization.  The  first  panel  in  this  group  shows 
the  school,  and  the  pupil  being  prepared  for  life 
in  the  work-a-day  world.  The  tapestry  effect  of 
the  paintings  comes  into  its  fullest  beauty  in  the 
glorification  of  the  primitive  activities  of  rural 
life,  the  carpenter  and  the  farmer  with  the  family 
as  their  background.  Symbolic  of  the  virility  of 
the  rising  generation,  a  man  is  shown  in  the  next 
panel  planting  a  tree.  Out  of  this  is  unfolded 
idealistic,  turbulent  youth  with  its  love  for  nature 
and  outdoor  life  and  leisure  time  spent  with  books 
and  music.  The  last  panel  on  the  west  wall  shows 
man  at  the  machine.  In  the  foreground  is  a  youth 
at  a  piano  visualizing  the  hope  that  civilization 
shall  acquire  the  time  and  means  for  reaching  the 
technical,  social,  and  cultural  goals  which  have 
been  the  dream  of  the  ages.

THE  Superintendent  presents  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  certificated  staff  the  1934-35  salary 
schedule  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education 
on  the  basis  of  a  40  per  cent  restoration  of  the 
deduction  made  in  the  salary  schedule  for  the 
year  1933-34. 

The  amount  paid  the  day  teaching  force  is 
figured  by  taking  the  salary  of  the  rating  to  which 
each  is  entitled  as  per  the  salary  schedule,  divid- 
ing it  by  the  number  of  teaching  days  in  the 
current  year  (194)  and  multiplying  the  quotient 
by  the  number  of  teaching  days  in  August  (15), 
to  obtain  the  August  payment. 

This  August  payment  is  deducted  from  the  total 
yearly  salary,  and  the  remaining  balance  divided 
by  ten  to  obtain  the  salary  payment  for  each 
month  thereafter. 

From  the  salary  payments  as  outlined  above 
deduction  for  absence  is  made  on  the  basis  of 
l/194th  of  the  yearly  salary  for  each  day,  and 
the  usual  percentage  deduction  is  made  for  con- 
tribution to  the  retirement  fund. 

Certificated  employees  in  the  Administrative 
Office  will  be  paid  l/12th  of  the  annual  salary 
each  month  with  deductions  for  absence  on  the 
basis  of  l/277th  for  each  day. 

Directors  and  Supervisors  will  be  paid  the  same 
as  teachers  except  that  those  listed  in  the  241 
day  group  will  have  a  deduction  of  l/241st  for 
each  day's  absence  and  the  Assistant  Supervisors 
of  Attendance  will  have  a  deduction  of  l/236th 
for  each  day's  absence. 

Evening  School  teachers  will  be  paid  on  the 
per  diem  rate  for  actual  evenings  served  each 
month,  including  Teachers'  Institute.

1  EXT  Monday,  September  17,  is  Constitution 
Day,  which  will  be  observed  in  fitting  man- 
ner by  civic  and  patriotic  organizations  through^ 
out  the  United  States.  Celebration  of  this  day, 
first  sponsored  by  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution  seventeen  years  ago,  will  bring  about 
better  understanding  of  the  ideals  and  principles 
of  American  liberty  and  freedom  that  are  embod- 
ied in  our  Constitution,  which  for  147  years  has 
been  the  bulwark  of  American  life. 

It  is,  therefore,  fitting  that  appropriate  exer- 
cises be  held  in  all  class  rooms  comprising  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  or  in  the  school 
auditorium,  as  the  principal  may  direct.  The  Na- 
tional Constitution  Day  Committee  has  submitted 
for  the  inspection  of  members  of  the  certificated 
staff  the  following  school  exercises  preparatory 
to  the  observance  of  Constitution  Day: 

Name  the  six  patriots  who  signed  both  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  our  American 
Constitution. 

When  the  Constitution  lay  on  the  desk  before 
Washington,  ready  to  be  signed,  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin rose  and  compared  the  newly  formed  United 
States  to  a  rising  sun,  getting  his  inspiration  from 
a  picture  on  the  wall  behind  Washington.  A  few 
pupils  could  re-enact  the  closing  scene  at  the 
Constitutional  Convention  with  striking  effect. 

Classes  in  drawing  might  copy  the  pictures  of 
the  four  leading  patriots  at  the  Constitutional 
Convention  —  Washington,  Franklin,  Hamilton, 
Madison. 

Let  the  child  make  believe  that  he  lives  during 
the  Revolution  and  that  he  is  writing  a  letter  to 
a  cousin  in  England.  Let  him  tell  in  the  letter 
about  the  Convention  and  the  adoption  of  the 
Constitution. 

Special  flag  raising  exercises  are  suitable  for 
observance  of  Constitution  Day. 

What  President  said:  "The  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  is  the  final  refuge  of  every  right 
that  is  enjoyed  by  any  American  Citizen?" 
(Coolidge). 

The  first  ten  amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
known  as  the  Bill  of  Rights,  were  adopted  a  few 
years  after  the  signing  of  the  Constitution.  In 
the  143  years  following  the  acceptance  of  the  Bill 
of  Rights,  only  ten  additional  amendments  have

This  tune- 
ful sprite  proved  his  value  in  "getting  over" 
lessons  in  musical  theory  when  he  was  introduced 
experimentally  last  year. 

Fourth — A  closer  "fusing"  of  music  study  with 
other  school  subjects  has  been  attempted.  Study 
numbers  have  been  selected  which  possess,  in  addi- 
tion to  musical  importance,  some  artistic,  literary, 
social,  geographical,  historical,  or  other  signifi- 
cance. 

Fifth — A  special  period  has  been  included  on 
the  correlation  of  music  with  various  phases  of 
everyday  life.  This  section  of  the  course  relates 
music  to  home  life,  to  nature,  to  community  life, 
to  work,  and  to  recreation.

Patrick  Henry  opposed  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution, feeling  that  it  infringed  too  greatly  up- 
on individual  rights,  and  that  it  concentrated  too 
great  power  in  the  hands  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. Franklin  favored  adoption.  Stage  a  debate 
between  "Franklin"  and  "Patrick  Henry." 

Make  believe  that  Patrick  Henry  returns  to  the 
United  States  at  the  present  time.  Write  his 
impressions.

EADIO  sets  and  encyclopedias  are  as  much  a 
part  of  public  school  equipment  as  desks 
and  textbooks,  and  parents  or  patrons  of  the 
schools  should  not  be  asked  to  purchase  these 
articles  by  contributions  or  the  proceeds  from 
benefit  performances,  Superintendent  Lee  told 
Mrs.  Eric  W.  Hammond,  president  of  the  Second 
District,  California  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers,  in  a  broadcast  from  Mayor  Angelo  J. 
Rossi's  office  on  September  13. 

Mrs.  Hammond  informed  Dr.  Lee  that  in  many 
instances  in  the  past  members  of  parent-teacher 
organizations  have  been  asked  by  school  groups 
to  furnish  radio  equipment  "at  their  own  expense." 

"These  articles  should  be  supplied  by  the  Board 
of  Educatioa,"  said  Dr.  Lee.  "The  parent-teachers 
should  not  be  asked  to  provide  money  for  such 
equipment.  Otherwise  schools  with  vigorous  or 
wealthy  P.  T.  A.'s  will  furnish  their  children  with 
equipment  and  facilities  which  other  less  favored 
schools  are  denied.  Such  a  practice  is  really  un- 
democratic, particularly  in  terms  of  public  educa- 
tion. Every  child  has  a  right  to  the  best  the  city 
can  afford,  but  all  children  should  have  equal 
advantages.  It  is  toward  this  fair  deal  for  all 
that  I  would  have  the  parent-teacher  groups 
working."

"We  are  having  numerous  duplicate  orders  pre- 
sented to  school  children  in  need  of  shoes.  This 
results  from  the  procedure  of  orders  being  given 
by  school  principals  and  the  same  children  re- 
ceiving duplicate  orders  from  persons  in  our 
social  sei-vice  department. 

"Please  ask  principals  to  question  each  child 
who  applies  for  shoes.  If  the  child  states  that 
the  family  is  receiving  relief  from  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Emergency  Relief  Administration  this  child 
should  be  sent  to  district  relief  representative 
with  a  request  from  the  principal  that  he  be 
furnished  with  shoes.  Those  children  not  on  relief 
can  be  given  the  usual  order  by  the  principals 
and  sent  directly  to  1185  Market  Street. 

"We  shall  notify  our  district  visitors  to  issue 
shoe  orders  to  pupils  upon  the  request  of  the 
school  principals. 

"At  the  Laguna  Honda  Home  a  shoe  repair 
shop  is  operated  as  an  SERA  project,  and  the 
number  of  shoes  being  sent  there  to  be  repaired 
is  insufficient  to  keep  the  shoemakers  busy.  There- 
fore, will  you  please  notify  principals  to  send 
children  in  need  of  shoe  repairs  to  1185  Market 
Street,  with  the  repair  request,  whence  the  shoes 
will  be  sent  to  our  repair  shop  and  returned  to 
1185  Market  Street,  where  the  child,  or  someone 
else  in  the  family,  may  call  for  them  on  a  speci- 
fied date. 

"No  shoe  repair  orders  need  be  issued  to  neigh- 
borhood repair  shops,  except  in  special  instances."

A  GRAPHIC  presentation  of  the  tremendous 
scope  of  the  present  day  high  school  curri- 
culum is  made  by  a  mural,  "Arts  and  Sciences," 
which  hangs  in  Mission  High  School.

The  painting,  which 
measures  six  feet,  five 
inches,  by  ten  feet,  nine 
inches,  has  been  placed 
near  a  staircase  on  the 
ground  floor. 

Nils  Gren,  the  artist, 
was  born  in  Sweden  and 
has  studied  painting  in 
several  countries.  Aided  by 
A.  C.  Wocker,  another 
PWA  worker,  he  superin- 
tended the  placing  of  the 
canvas.

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Low  Cost  of  Schools 

SAN  FRANCISCO  spends  less  of  its  tax  dollar 
for  education  than  any  city  of  comparable  size 
in  the  United  States,  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  member 
of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education,  told  the 
San  Francisco  Center,  California  League  of  Wo- 
men Voters  last  Monday  at  a  meeting  held  at  the 
St.  Francis  Hotel. 

Caulfield  displayed  telegrams  from  Boston, 
Seattle,  Detroit,  Baltimore  and  Buffalo  showing 
that  the  cities  listed  spend  an  average  of  27%% 
of  the  tax  dollar  for  schools.  San  Francisco,  ac- 
cording to  comparable  figures  spends  19c,  against 
29c  for  Detroit  schools,  31c  for  Seattle,  24c  for 
Baltimore  and  26c  for  Buffalo. 

"The  school  authorities  in  San  Francisco  have 
not  been  unmindful  during  the  past  few  years  of 
the  taxpayers  burden,"  said  Caulfield.  "The  school 
budget  in  San  Francisco  has  been  reduced  from 
$13,000,000.00  in  1930  to  $10,148,000.00  during  the 
fiscal  year  1933-34  and  this  reduction  has  been 
made  without  denying  to  any  child  its  inherent 
rights  to  a  full  educational  program  commensu- 
rate with  its  years. 

"The  money  expended  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion comes  in  part  directly  from  the  tax  payers 
of  San  Francisco,  or  45%  thereof  to  be  exact.  The 
balance,  55%,  is  provided  by  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia out  of  its  tax  collections,  together  with  a 
small  federal  contribution. 

Commissioner  Caulfield  served  notice  on  his 
listeners  that  the  time  had  arrived  when  the 
pruning  knife  could  no  longer  be  used  on  the  San 
Francisco  school  budget  without  detriment  to  the 
children.  He  said: 

"While  school  expenses  have  been  reduced  in 
San  Francisco  during  the  past  few  years,  we  can- 
not hope  to  either  continue  the  reductions  or  to 
remain  constant.  The  necessity  of  relieving  over- 
crowded classes,  the  shifting  of  population  centers 
and  the  necessity  of  new  construction,  require  in- 
creasing watchfulness  against  waste  and  extrava- 
gance, but  make  necessary  some  ultimate  increase 
in  school  expenses." 


September  Time  Rolls

This 
notice  was  sent  to  all  schools  with  the  August 
time  roll,  a  number  of  sick  teachers  received  no 
check  for  August,  because  the  principal  failed  to 
follow  the  instructions  sent.

THE  highly  experienced  character  of  self-sup- 
porting students  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia was  pointed  out  recently  by  Miss  Vera  Chris- 
tie, manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Occupations,  in 
urging  the  public  of  the  East  Bay  community  to 
provide  work  for  these  men  and  women. 

"The  public,"  she  said,  "is  inclined  to  think  of 
self-supporting  University  students  as  willing  but 
inexperienced  workers.  On  the  contrary,  our  files 
show  that  there  are  hundreds  of  students  regis- 
tered with  the  Bureau  of  Occupations  this  year 
who  are  experienced  in  highly  skilled  work. 

"The  University  student  body  could  be  isolated 
from  the  rest  of  the  community  and  still  be  able 
to  carry  on  all  of  its  functions  through  the  labors 
of  these  experienced  self-supporting  students  who 
are  working  their  way  through  the  University."

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Birth  Rate  and  School  Costs        C.T.A.  Membership  Appeal 


THE  sharp  decline  in  the  birthrate,  not  only 
in  California,  but  throughout  the  United 
States,  is  seen  by  the  California  Taxpayers  As- 
sociation as  an  opportunity  to  reduce  school  costs, 
according  to  the  current  number  of  the  Tax  Di- 
gest, official  organ  of  that  body. 

N.  Bradford  Trenham,  tax  expert  for  the  associ- 
ation in  educational  matters  writes: 

"For  many  years  it  has  been  prophesied  that 
the  number  of  school  children  would  soon  decrease 
in  California.  Because  such  a 
thing  had  not  yet  happened, 
some  would  not  believe  that 
it  could  ever  happen.  Well, 
it  has  been  happening  for 
years  and  it  is  happening 
with  increasing  force  every 
year.  As  far  as  elementary 
school  children  are  concerned, 
their  number  must  decrease 
for  at  least  the  next  six 
years. 

"When  American  births 
drop  from  2,600,000  in  1921 
to  1,900,000  in  1933,  there  is 
no  way  of  preventing  a  fall- 
ing off  in  school  enrollments 
from  about  1927  to  at  least 
1939  or  1940.  Because  of  the 
six-year  lag  between  birth 
and  school  entrance,  it  is  pas- 
sible for  the  number  of  school 
children  to  increase  while 
births  are  falling  and  for  en- 
rollment to  continue  to  de- 
crease for  several  years  even 
after  birth  rates  increase — 
if  they  ever  should. 

"We  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  the  sad  con- 
dition of  the  schools  in  these  days  of  readjust- 
ment— how  they  must  take  care  of  greatly  in- 
creased numbers  of  pupils  on  reduced  budgets. 
The  growth  of  school  population  in  California  has 
been  slowing  down  for  years,  especially  in  the 
first  eight  grades."

Professional  Obligations 

CTHEODORE  ROOSEVELT  once 
said,  "Every  man  owes  at  least  a 
part  of  his  time  to  the  upbuilding  of 
the  profession  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber". I  subscribe  without  reservation 
to  this  statement  as  it  applies  to  the 
teaching  profession.  In  my  judg- 
ment upbuilding  comes  about  mainly 
through  intelligent  support  of  and 
active  participation  in  professional 
organizations.  We  face  in  the  near 
future,  probably  the  most  critical 
situation  ever  to  confront  the  educa- 
tional forces  of  California.  Inescap- 
able are  intricate  problems  of  policy 
and  action  requiring  the  keenest  in- 
telligence and  deepest  professional 
devotion  of  which  we  are  capable. 
Surely  a  united  front  is  an  indisput- 
able necessity  in  this  crisis. 


TIMELY  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Teachers  Association  to  increase  its 
membership  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools, 
according  to  R.  R.  Chase,  principal  of  Balboa 
High  School,  chairman  of  the  local  committee  on 
memberships.

map  which  appears  in  the  "Tax  Digest"  and  it 
purports  to  show  that  "only  ten  California  coun- 
ties have  had  uninterrupted  growth  in  elementary 
school  average  daily  attendance  since  1930." 

San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  counties  appear 
as  "white  spots"  on  the  map  on  the  basis  of 
figures  obtained  from  the  California  State  Board 
of  Education,  but  Mr.  Trenham  questions  these 
figures  on  account  of  state  allowances  made  for 
emergency  average  daily  attendance. 

"What  does  it  all  mean?"  asks  Mr.  Trenham. 
"What  are  we  coming  to?  The  implications  are 
simple;  they  are  inescapable;  and  something  must 
be  done  about  them.  If  there  are  to  be  less  and 
less  children  in  California,  then  there  must  be  a 
contraction  of  the  public  school  system  to  fit  the 
changed  conditions.  There  will  be  less  need  for 
teachers,  less  need  for  buildings,  less  need  for 
everything  that  is  used  in  the  educational  process. 
The  process  of  restricting  the  output  of  teachers 
by  the  training  institutions  cannot  start  too  soon. 
We  cannot  "plow  under"  the  great  surplus  of 
teachers  that  already  exists,  but  we  can  stop 
adding  to  it.  It  is  simple  common  sense  to  curb 
the  output  of  teachers  if  we  shall  not  need  them. 
Rather  should  those  unnecessary  ones  be  redirect- 
ed into  other  channels  before  they  spend  several 
years  preparing  for  a  profession  that  cannot  use 
them. 

"The  decline  in  school  population  is  an  added 
argument  for  larger  school  districts  because  small 
schools  will  become  still  smaller.  The  need  for 
mergers  to  keep  up  reasonably  good-sized  schools 
becomes  more  insistent."

Fire  Prevention  Week 

FORTY-FIVE  years  ago  Mrs.  O'Leary's  cow 
kicked  the  lantern  that  started  the  Chicago 
fire,  a  constant  reminder  that  many  conflagrations 
result  from  accidents  or  carelessness.  The  annual 
observance  of  Fire  Prevention  Week  is  set  during 
the  anniversary  week  of  the  Chicago  fire,  October 
7,  and  continues  until  October  13th. 

Participation  by  elementary  junior  and  senior 
high  schools  is  asked  by  the  Fire  Prevention 
Bureau  in  connection  with  the  San  Francisco  ob- 
servance. Instead  of  inviting  outside  speakers  into 
the  school  as  was  done  in  former  years,  it  is 
suggested  that  the  message  of  Fire  Prevention 
be  delivered,  in  each  school  by  a  student  selected 
by  the  principal ,  at  a  regular  school  assembly  to 
be  held  during  the  week. 

Without  interfering  with  the  planned  assign- 
ments, teachers  of  English,  civics,  and  history  may 
make  the  subject  of  Fire  Prevention  the  basis 
for  class  discussion  or  composition.  The  local 
committee  has  adopted  as  a  slogan  "Make  Your 
Home  Safe  From  Fire"  suggesting  that  like  war, 
fire  takes  a  disasterous  toll  of  life  and  property 
and  causes  uncounted  injuries  and  suffering.  Suc- 
cess in  the  war  on  fire  demands  constant  vigilance 
and  preparedness  for  emergency.  The  three  point 
campaign  includes  preventing  the  start  of  fire  by 
watching  every  possible  fire  cause;  eliminating  all 
unnecessary  combustible  material  on  which  flame 
may  be  fed;  and  keeping  alarm  and  extinguishing 
means  ready  for  instant  use.

Physical  Education  Achievement  Scales 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  just 
published  a  book  entitled  "Achievement  Scales  in 
Physical  Education  Activities"  for  boys  and  girls 
in  elementary  schools  and  junior  high  schools, 
written  by  N.  P.  Neilson,  formerly  Chief  of  the 
Division  of  Health  and  Physical  Education,  and 
Frederick  W.  Cozens,  professor  of  physical  edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles.  Copies  of  the  book  are  being  sent  to  the 
elementary  schools  and  junior  high  schools.  The 
purpose  of  the  book  as  outlined  by  the  author 
follows: 

"There  are  a  number  of  uses  to  which  achieve- 
ment scales  in  physical  education  activities  may 
be  put.  Their  use  should  encourage  pupils  to  im- 
prove their  skills  in  certain  activities  and,  by  tak- 
ing pentathlon  and  decathlon  tests,  to  secure  an 
all-round  development;  they  should  assist  the 
teacher  in  adapting  the  physical  activity  program 
to  individual  needs;  pupils  may  be  grouped  ac- 
cording to  achievement;  and  the  intra-mural  and 
interschool  athletic  programs  may  be  made  more 
interesting  and  beneficial.  Classroom  teachers  in 
elementary  schools  and  physical  education  teaeh- 
ers  in  elementary  and  junior  high  schools  should 
find  this  volume  a  distinct  asset  in  their  attempt 
to  carry  out  a  worth  while  physical  education 
program."

Modification  of  Rule 

The  attention  of  principals  and  janitors  is 
called  to  the  following  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Education  on  October  9,  modifying  an 
existing  rule: 

Res.  328.  RESOLVED:  That  the  following  schedule 
of  pay  for  evening  work  by  janitors  be  established  by 
the  Board  of  Education  for  such  cases  as  the  janitor  is 
properly  to  be  paid  by  the  organization  using  the  school 
building: 

Minimum  rate  —  $2.50 

For  over  2^2  hours'  service,  per  evehing,  $3.00 

NOTE:  The  above  covers  janitorial  service  for  occa- 
sions where  an  admission  charge  is  made  or  where  the 
service  is  for  non-educational  functions. 

This  compromise  rate  was  reported  to  the  Board 
as  acceptable  to  the  various  Parent-Teacher 
groups  and  is  in  accordance  with  Charter  provi- 
sions for  part-time  work  for  the  City. 

Janitors  will  be  paid  for  such  service  only 
where  they  have  already  rendered  a  full  day's 
service;  and  have  not  been  given  time  off  from 
their  regular  hours  of  duty. 
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Hetch-Hetchy  Mountain  Water  Supply  Reaches  City 


?HEN  the  first  glistening  waters  of  Hetch 
Hetchy  pour  into  a  city  reservoir  on  Sun- 
day, October  28,  a  twenty  year  old  story  will  have 
been  completed.  Thousands  of  San  Franciscans 
will  celebrate  the  first  delivery  of  the  mountain 
waters  by  attending  the  exercises  and  watching 
the  clear  waters  gush  out  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Pulgas  Tunnel,  through  a  specially  designed  and 
constructed  water  temple  into  the  south  end  of 
the  Crystal  Springs  Lake 
Reservoir,  in  San  Mateo 
County. 

Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior Harold  Ickes  will 
make  a  special  trip  to 
San  Francisco  to  speak 
at  the  dedication  cere- 
monies and  other  federal, 
state  and  city  officials 
will  participate.  Loud 
speaker  equipment  will 
carry  the  voices  of  the 
speakers  and  the  music 
of  the  Municipal  Band  to 
the  spectators  at  the 
ceremonies.  A  nationwide 
radio  hook-up  will  also 
broadcast  the  event  to 
listeners  all  over  the 
country. 

Hetch  Hetchy  is  the 
name  given  to  a  great 
water  supply  system, 
built,  owned  and  main- 
tained by  the  city  of  San 
Francisco.  The  city,  be- 
cause of  its  unique  posi- 
tion on  the  tip  of  a  penin- 
sula, has  had  to  search 
far  and  wide  for  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  water. 

After  investigating 
many  sources   of  water, 
mountains,  glaciers,  riv- 
ers  and  lakes,   the   city 
decided,  in  1900,  to  build 
a  system  reaching  from 
the    high     Sierras,     168 
miles  away,  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. Applications  had  to  be  made  to   Congress 
to  use  the  watersheds,  valleys  and  lakes  in  this 
region,  because  it  lay  within  boundaries  of  the 
Yosemite  National  Park. 

The  actual  construction  of  Hetch  Hetchy  con- 
sumed twenty  years.  Solid  granite  walls  in  the 
high  Sierras  and  shifting,  swelling  ground,  quick- 
sands, subterranean  springs  and  the  presence  of 
a  highly  explosive  gas  in  the  Coast  Range  were 
encountered  in  the  driving  of  tunnels. 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  region  was  a  wild,  unin- 
habited and  inaccessible  area  in  the  high  Sierras.

Roads  had  to  be  cut,  a  seventy-two  mile  railroad 
built  and  complete  construction  camps  established 
before  work  on  the  project  could  be  begun. 

The  engineers  who  built  Hetch  Hetchy  poured 
more  than  cement  and  concrete,  copper  and  steel 
into  the  undertaking.  Years  of  "paper  planning" 
representing  hours  on  end  of  hard  mental  labor 
must  be  computed  along  with  the  tangible  sub- 
stances utilized.  A  simple  recital  of  the  materials 
used  in  the  construction 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  Supply  system 
gives  a  slight  clue  to  the 
magnitude  of  the  project: 
3,200,000  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  rocks  were 
excavated;  concrete  used 
totalled  1,400,000  cubic 
yards  and  cement,  1,700,- 
000  barrels;  85,000  tons 
of  steel  went  into  the 
construction,  290  tons  of 
copper,  and  450  tons  of 
aluminum.  The  quantity 
of  lumber  used  was  200,- 
000,000  board  feet. 

Ultimately  the  supply 
developed  through  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  system  will 
be    approximately    10  0

gallons  per  person  per 
day  for  a  population  of 
4,000,000  people.  Only 
ten  men  will  be  required 
for  the  operation  of  the 
entire  aqueduct.  This 
economy  is  possible  be- 
cause gravity  eliminates 
the  need  for  pumping 
stations. 

Enough  water  for  seven 
days  will  be  maintained 
in  reservoirs  within  city 
limits  and  in  peninsula 
reservoirs  for  600  days, 
an  equal  supply  will  also 
be  maintained  at  Cala- 
veras Dam.  Lake  Merced 
will  hold  an  emergency 
supply  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Lake  will  contain  a  1200 
day  supply  of  water. 

The  entire  length  of  the  aqueduct  is  155  miles 
of  which  66  miles  are  tunnels,  and  the  balance 
pipe  lines.  The  longest  tunnel  ever  constructed 
by  man  is  the  25  mile  Coast  Range  bore. 

The  path  of  the  mountain  waters  from  the  high 
Sierras  to  San  Francisco  will  be  as  follows:  the 
water  from  Lake  Eleanor  and  Cherry  River  flows 
through  concrete  canal,  tunnel  and  pipe  to  meet 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  at  Early  Intake,  12  miles 
down  Tuolumne  River  from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam.

Delay  in  Salary  Rolls 

BECAUSE  a  half  holiday,  Saturday,  November 
3,  and  Sunday,  November  4,  occur  before  the 
day  for  the  distribution  of  teachers'  checks,  (No- 
vember 5),  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the 
October  time  rolls  for  teachers,  and  the  semi- 
monthly time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors,  de- 
livered to  the  Division  of  Accounts,  Tuesday 
morning,  October  30.  Services  for  Wednesday, 
October  31,  must  be  anticipated.  The  absence  of 
any  teacher,  or  any  clerk,  or  any  janitor,  on 
October  31,  must  be  reported  to  the  Division  of 
Accounts  promptly  on  November  1.  Principals 
will  insert  on  the  time  rolls  the  names  of  teachers 
who  have  been  assigned  after  the  time  roll  was 
made,  and  also  report  the  resolution  number. 
There  are  twenty-two  teaching  days  in  October. 
The  Division  of  Accounts  submits  the  following 
statement  for  consideration  of  principals: 

"Principals  are  asked  to  make  the  necessary  entries 
on  their  time  rolls  each  day.  The  number  of  errors  dis- 
covered on  recent  time  rolls  would  indicate  that  some 
of  the  time  rolls  are  hurriedly  or  carelessly  made.  An 
incorrect  time  roll  delays  the  completion  of  the  neces- 
sary clerical  work,  until  the  principal  can  be  contacted, 
and  also  contributes  to  an  interdepartmental  delay. 

"Because  of  the  limited  time  allowed  to  check  and 
figure  the  time  rolls,  the  closest  cooperation  is  necessary 
to  avoid  delay  in  the  issuance  of  warrants.  Every  time 
roll  must  be  in  the  Division  of  Accounts  office  at  the 
time  requested  in  the  Bulletin  each  month  or  the  entire 
roll  is  delayed  because  of  routine  required  to  handle  it 
through  the  Superintendent's,  Civil  Service  and  Con- 
troller's offices.  Even  when  every  roll  is  on  time,  night 
work  is  required  to  prepare  the  rolls  within  the  time 
available. 

"Instruct  your  janitor  or  messenger  to  deliver  time 
rolls  as  requested  and  not  to  allow  any  other  errand  to 
interfere  with  the  delivery."

"Visitors  will  see  in  the  elementary  classes  ex- 
amples of  fine  educational  interpretation  of  a 
modern  school  program.  The  school  will  aim: 

"To  reflect  health  instruction  and  health  stand- 
ards :  a  healthy  body  and  mind. 

"To  show  the  fundamental  skills  of  reading,  writ- 
ing and  arithmetic  as  they  occur  naturally  in  pupil 
activities. 

"To  express  through  song,  rhythm,  art  and  crea- 
tive expression  the  opportunities  offered  boys  and 
girls  which  develop  appreciations  and  interests 
which  in  turn  lead  to  a  wise  use  of  leisure. 

"To  reflect  daily  character  building  which  devel- 
ops a  happy,  wholesome  citizen." 

Plans  as  outlined  for  American  Education  Week 
in  the  junior  high  schools  were  described  by  Wal- 
ter C.  Nolan,  deputy  superintendent,  as  follows: 

"There  will  be  no  special  days  for  open  house 
and"  no  specially  prepared  exhibits  displayed.  The 
every  day  work  of  the  pupil  will  be  on  display.  The 
only  change  in  the  program  will  be  the  inclusion 
in  the  week's  work  of  the  various  school  extra  cur- 
ricular  activities  which  are  spread  normally  over 
a  month's  program.  We  believe  that  under  this 
plan  the  taxpayers  may  obtain  a  clearer  conception 
of  what  the  junior  high  schools  are  offering  to 
the  average  child  than  by  arranging  programs  and 


exhibits  which  are  the  product  of  the  exceptional 
child  and  serve  as  show  work  only. 

"We  invite  and  urge  the  attendance  of  all  people 
interested  in  education  at  the  junior  high  school 
level. 

"Junior  high  school  music  pupils  will  feature  in 
the  program  on  two  nights,  and  also  in  the  physical 
education  program  to  be  held  one  of  the  afternoons 
on  the  High  School  of  Commerce  Field." 

Deputy  Superintendent  John  C.  McGlade,  in 
charge  of  high  schools,  outlined  a  series  of  activ- 
ities which  are  included  in  the  tentative  programs. 

"The  observance  of  American  Education  Week 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  schools  themselves 
will  revolve  about  their  daily  activities",  said  Mr. 
McGlade.  "Classes  in  action  will  be  the  special  ex- 
hibition of  the  week. 

"The  one  great  purpose  of  a  tax-supported  school 
is  the  production  of  better  citizens.  Attitudes  based 
on  knowledge  of  the  past  and  the  present  will 
heighten  one's  pride,  patriotism  and  zeal  in  acting 
to  make  American  into  what  she  ought  to  be  and 
is  to  be.  Study  of  foreign  countries  through  their 
languages  and  their  history  broadens  the  base  of 
one's  judgments  of  society.  Common  English 
speech,  culture  and  ideals  and  a  love  of  reading 
will  unify  the  peoples  of  our  land. 

"The  great  objective  is  to  send  our  pupils  out 
with  a  feeling  that  the  exclamation  'I  am  an  Amer- 
ican' is  the  proudest  claim  on  earth."

The  San  Francisco  Teachers  Classroom  Associa- 
tion, since  its  inception  in  May,  1917,  as  the  Grade 
Teachers  Association,  has  worked  enthusiastic- 
ally for  the  advancement  of  the  position  of  the 
teacher,  professionally,  socially,  educationally  and 
economically.  Miss  Louisa  McDermott,  recently 
retired  founder  of  the  Association,  dreamed  of 
an  "organization  for  the  self-expression  of  the 
teacher,"  which  the  Association  has  indeed  become. 
From  the  small  group  that  saw  the  Association 
established,  the  first  Teachers  Bulletin  published 
in  1918  and  the  first  club  rooms  arranged,  the 
Association  now  includes  almost  1,000  teachers 
in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.

"A  New  Dinosaur  Kingdom" 

Following  three  years  of  field  work  excavating 
dinosaur  skeletons,  Dr.  Barnum  Brown,  Curator 
of  fossil  reptiles  at  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  New  York  City,  will  come  to  the 
University  of  California  to  tell  of  his  latest  findings' 
in  a  lecture  entitled  "A  New  Dinosaur  Kingdom." 

The  lecture,  to  be  illustrated  by  motion  pictures, 
will  be  given  Tuesday  evening,  November  27,  at 
8:00  P.M.  in  Wheeler  Auditorium  on  Berkeley 
campus,  according  to  the  announcement  today  of 
Professor  Leon  J.  Richardson. 

In  a  letter  to  Professor  Richardson,  Dr.  Brown 
states,  "During  the  past  three  years  my  excava- 
tion parties  in  Montana,  Wyoming  and  South  Da- 
kota have  unearthed  sixteen  skeletons  of  dinosaurs. 
These  dinosaurs  are  new  to  science.  They  represent 
a  distinct  fauna  embracing  new  species,  genera 
and  families  before  unknown,  and  some  of  extra- 
ordinary appearance." 

Dr.  Brown,  who  has  been  with  the  American 
Museum  since  1897,  excavated  the  first  dinosaur 
ever  to  be  housed  in  that  institution.

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Need  of  Unified  Laws 

IF  THE  United  States  is  to  enjoy  financial  and 
industrial  recovery,  one  feature,  of  necessity, 
will  be  the  shortening  of  man's  years  of  remuner- 
ative employment,  according  to  a  statement  made 
by  Miss  Eugenie  Schenk,  director  of  the  County 
Welfare  Department,  addressing  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Coordinating  Council  of  San  Francisco  con- 
cerning dependent  children. 

"Our  child  dependency  laws  and  our  school 
laws  lack  unity,"  said  Miss  Schenk.  "The  school 
law  requires  compulsory  education,  with  certain 
exemptions,  until  18.  Under  the  dependency  law 
aid  is  discontinued  to  needy  children  at  16. 

"Recent  studies  in  San  Francisco  show  that 
approximately  262  children  are  dropped  yearly 
from  the  State  and  County  Aid  list.  Very  few 
of  these  children  are  immediately  independent 
through  work.  It  has  been  found  that  80%  of  the 
16-year-old  group  have  no  work  at  all;  71%  of 
the  17-year-old  group  are  also  without  work.  One- 
third  of  those  working  full  time  were  found  to 
be  in  the  20-year-old  group;  one-fourth  in  the 
19-year-old  group  and  one-fifth  in  the  18-year-old 
group. 

"Too  few  of  the  children  remained  at  school. 
At  a  time  when  the  establishment  of  the  habits 
of  industry  is  the  most  important  feature,  children 
were  often  left  rudderless. 

"Those  who  had  received  aid  through  the  County 
Welfare  Department  and  were  living  with  their 
widowed  mothers,  were  in  a  somewhat  favored 
position  because  of  the  sacrifices  which  the  mother 
was  ready  to  make.  Children  for  whom  aid  was 
vacated  through  the  Juvenile  Court  and  who  had 
been  in  foster  homes,  were  very  often  returned 
to  unfit  homes  from  which  they  had  been  taken. 

"If  we  are  to  have  financial  and  industrial  re- 
covery, one  feature  of  necessity  will  be  the  short- 
ening of  man's  years  of  remunerative  employ- 
ment. He  will  go  to  work  later  and  will  be  better 
prepared  for  his  trade  or  profession.  He  will  also 
retire  earlier,  and  will  be  physically  and  mentally 
able  to  fill  his  years  of  leisure  with  some  type  of 
activity  which  will  bring  him  satisfaction.  He 
must  be  better  prepared  for  his  productive  and 
for  his  leisure  years. 

"In  California  we  spend  a  great  deal  of  money 
and  put  a  great  deal  of  intelligent  effort  into  the 
care  of  the  dependent  child  until  it  is  16,  and 
it  is  our  present  policy  to  abandon  this  child  at 
16  to  more  or  less  haphazard  care.  Ultimately 
the  community  does  pay  for  his  care  until  he  is 
18,  but  not  very  satisfactorily  under  our  present 
system. 

"We  have  been  told  that  legislation  is  always 
one  lap  behind  progress.  Human  needs  indicate 
the  legislation  which  is  necessary,  and  when  we 
have  shaped  our  legislative  tools  they  are  often 
inadequate.  Laws  are  static  and  life  is  dynamic. 
It  is  quite  apparent  that  life  has   made  our  de-

CLASSROOM  teachers  should  play  a  large  part 
in  the  contemplated  revision  of  the  secondary 
school  curriculum,  according  to  a  consensus  ex- 
pressed at  a  meeting  of  more  than  30  city  school 
superintendents  held  at  Stanford  University  on 
Friday  evening,  November  9. 

Dr.  John  C.  Almack,  professor  of  education  at 
Stanford  University,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
discussion  panel,  has  accepted  an  invitation  from 
the  San  Francisco  Teachers'  Association  to  address 
a  meeting  of  that  body  on  Monday  afternoon, 
November  19  at  4:00  o'clock.  All  members  of  the 
certificated  staff,  whether  members  of  the  associa- 
tion or  not  are  invited  to  attend,  according  to  Miss 
Genevieve  Carroll,  president.  Dr.  Almack's  sub- 
ject will  be  "The  Proposed  State  Reorganization 
and  Its  Relation  to  the  Education  System". 

Discussion  at  the  Stanford  conference  revealed 
that  the  program  for  a  statewide  revision  of  the 
curricula  of  secondary  schools  is  gaining  momen- 
tum and  that  the  actual  drafting  of  a  suggested 
plan  of  revision  awaits  only  definite  agreement 
as  to  objectives. 

One  definite  thought  seemed  to  motivate  the 
superintendents  in  their  discussions  at  Stanford; 
that  the  new  program  should  be  designed  to 
eliminate  the  so-called  "perscription"  methods  of 
teaching  as  far  as  possible.

Death  of  Anna  Orr 

fISS  ANNA  ORR,  principal  of  the  Farragut 
Elementary  School,  and  for  25  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Schools,  died  at  her  home,  759  Thirty-first 
Avenue,  on  Saturday  morning,  November  10,  from 
the  effects  of  a  heart  ailment. 

Although  ill  since  September,  it  was  believed  that 
Miss  Orr  was  on  the  way  to  recovery  but  a  sudden 
relapse  set  in  Friday  resulting  in  her  death. 

Children  and  teachers  at  the  Farragut  School 
were  saddened  by  the  news  of  the  passing  of  their 
devoted  principal,  where  she  was  assigned  in  1927 
from  the  principalship  of  the  Kate  Kennedy  Ele- 
mentary School. 

Miss  Orr  was  born  in  San  Francisco,  June  13, 
1878.  She  was  graduated  from  the  Girls  High 
School  and  the  San  Francisco  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege. She  began  teaching  at  the  Kate  Kennedy 
Elementary  School  in  1911. 

"In  the  death  of  Miss  Orr,  the  schools  have  lost  a 
faithful  teacher  whose  service  found  recognition  in 
her  elevation  to  a  principalship",  said  Dr.  Lee. 
"In  her  dealings  with  her  professional  associates 
and  the  children  as  well  she  was  always  kind  and 
competent.  Her  death  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  com- 
munity which  she  served  so  well".

Whether  or 
not  "David  Copperfield"  will  be  completed  or  the 
filming  of  other  Dickens'  stories  begun  will  depend 
upon  the  public's  reception  of  "Great  Expectations". 

The  Parent  Teacher  committee  deems  encourage- 
ment of  good  pictures  to  be  a  civic  duty  and  respect-

Exhibit  at  Francisco  Jr.  High 

AN  EXPERIMENT  in  fusion  and  integration  at 
Francisco  Junior  High  School,  sponsored  by 
the  central  office  will  be  assessed,  in  terms  of  re- 
sults, in  a  graphic  exhibit  of  work  and  a  stage 
program  to  be  given  at  the  school  on  next  Thurs- 
day, November  22  at  1 :30  o'clock. 

The  experiment,  which  has  been  conducted  since 
the  beginning  of  the  term,  represents  an  attempt 
to  fuse  the  art  and  social  science  courses  of  High 
Nines,  and  to  integrate  or  correlate  the  work  of 
other  school  subjects  with  which  the  class  has  come 
in  contact.  In  this  manner  it  is  hoped  that  the 
work  of  various  departments  in  the  school  will  be 
fused  so  that  the  endeavor  of  the  child  is  one 
related  whole  rather  than  a  collection  of  numerous 
unconnected  subjects.

of  three  parts — history  of  costume,  characteristic 
songs  and  dances  and  a  puppet  show. 

The  program  will  be  given  on  Monday,  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  of  this  week  for  the  benefit  of 
pupils  in  the  school  and  on  Thursday  evening  at 
7:30  o'clock  parents  will  be  guests  of  the  school.

Lowell  High  School. 
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Leroy  Stephens  to  Succeed  Francis  E.  Crofts  As  Lowell  Principal 


LEROY  STEPHENS,  vice-principal  at  Lowell 
High  School,  was  named  on  Tuesday,  Novem- 
ber 20,  by  the  Superintendent,  to  become  principal 
of  Lowell  on  December  28,  at  which  time  Francis  E. 
Crofts,  principal  since  1930,  leaves  his  post  on  ac- 
count of  having  reached  the  retirement  age  as  set 
by  the  City  Charter. 

In  the  same  announcement  Miss  Alice  Walsh, 
principal  of  the  Rincon  Elementary  School,  was 
nominated  for  promotion  to  the  same  position  in 
the  Farragut  Elementary  School  succeeding  to  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  recent  death  of  Miss  Anna 
C.  Orr.  Both  appointments  have  been  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Education. 

The  action  of  Dr.  Lee  in  promoting  from  within 
the  ranks  of  the  school  system  was  seen  as  a 
recognition  of  service  rendered  by  Miss  Walsh  and 
Mr.  Stephens,  in  addition  to  the  high  educational 
qualifications  possessed  by  both  nominees. 

Mr.  Stephens  is  regarded  by  teachers,  alumni 
and  parents  of  Lowell  High  School  students  as  one 
of  the  most  efficient  and  popular  administrators  in 
the  system.  He  was  graduated  from  Stanford  Uni- 
versity in  1903  and  has  attended  the  University  of 
Dresden,  the  University  of  Grenoble,  France,  and 
tlie  University  of  Seville,  Spain.  From  1904  to  1909 
he  served  as  principal  of  the  Truckee  High  School. 
He  has  been  a  teacher  at  Lowell  for  twenty-five 
years.  He  was  made  head  of  the  modern  language 
department  at  the  school  in  1921  and  vice-principal 
in  1930. 

Miss  Walsh,  although  a  native  of  San  Francisco, 
attended  Columbia  University,  New  York,  after 
having  been  graduated  from  San  Francisco  Teach- 
ers' College.  She  served  successfully  as  vice-prin- 
cipal of  the  Bryant  Elementary  School  in  1925,  as 
principal  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Elementary  School  in 
1930  and  as  principal  of  the  Rincon  School  in  1933. 
She  entered  the  department  in  1918. 

The  retirement  of  Mr.  Crofts  will  take  from  the 
Lowell  faculty  a  teacher  and  administrator  who 
has  served  the  school  since  1891,  forty-three  years, 
and  who  is  known  to  thousands  of  residents  of  San 
Francisco,  now  in  middle  age,  as  their  teacher  of 
boyhood  days. 

Coming  to  California  as  a  young  man  from  Mus- 


kingan  College  in  Ohio,  Mr.  Crofts  took  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  California  and  was  em- 
ployed as  a  teacher  in  1887  at  Salinas  and  in  1888 
at  San  Rafael  where  he  remained  until  1891  when 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Lowell  faculty.  In  1901 
he  was  named  head  of  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment at  the  school  and  five  years  later,  in  1906,  was 
named  vice-principal.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Frederick  H.  Clark,  Mr.  Crofts  was  named  prin- 
cipal of  Lowell  in  1930. 

In  his  letter  of  retirement  to  Superintendent  Lee, 
Mr.  Crofts  writes : 

"I  regret  that  I  shall  not  have  the  chance  to 
work  longer  under  you  and  be  actively  present  in 
taking  some  part  in  the  development  that  is  as- 
suredly to  come  during  your  administration."

State  Board  Ruling  On  Credentials

not  be  renewed,  and,  according  to  a  ruling  of  the 
Attorney  General,  a  new  credential  may  not  be 
issued  bearing  an  earlier  date  than  the  date  upon 
which  the  application  reaches  the  Sacramento  office. 
Therefore,  when  a  credential  is  allowed  to  expire, 
the  State  Department  cannot  antedate  the  new 
credential  to  cover  any  lapse  in  certification. 

Teachers  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  are 
urged  to  comply  with  the  above  ruling,  in  order  to 
avoid  any  lapse  in  salary.

Institute  Requirements 

COMPLETE  programs  for  the  annual  session  of 
the  Teachers'  Institute  at  the  Civic  Auditorium, 
December  17,  18  and  19  to  be  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  meetings  of  the  California  Teachers'  As- 
sociation, are  now  being  prepared  for  distribution. 

The  opening  session  will  be  presided  over  by 
Superintendent  Lee  and  the  principal  address  will 
be  delivered  by  Hon.  Vierling  Kersey,  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction. 

Under  the  law  governing  teachers  institutes 
(School  Code  sections  5.580-5.622)  every  teacher 
employed  in  a  school  district  must  attend  the  in- 
stitute for  teachers  called  under  the  sections  cited. 
Full-time  attendance  at  six  half-day  sessions,  so 
distributed  that  such  attendance  will  not  comprise 
more  than  two  meetings  on  each  of  the  three  days 
of  the  Institute,  will  fulfill  the  legal  requirement 
for  each  teacher  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools. 

Any  certificated  employee  knowing  he  is  to  be 
absent  from  Institute  must  notify  the  Office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Department  of  Person- 
nel, not  later  than  8:30  a.m.  on  the  day  of  the 
anticipated  absence. 

All  substitute  teachers  who  have  been  appointed 
by  Board  resolution  to  serve  in  the  place  of  an 
absent  teacher  for  a  period  covering  the  Institute 
days,  must  attend  the  Institute  and  will  be  paid  at 
the  regular  rate  of  the  substitute's  pay.  All  sub- 
stitutes who  are  serving  on  assignment  from  the 
Superintendent's  Office,  Department  of  Personnel, 
on  a  day  to  day  basis  in  the  place  of  a  teacher 
absent  on  account  of  illness  for  a  period  including 
the  days  of  the  Institute,  must  attend  the  Institute 
and  will  be  paid  for  this  attendance  at  the  regular 
rate  of  the  substitute's  pay. 

Institute  requirements  as  related  to  evening 
school  teachers  will  be  satisfied  by  attendance  upon 
two  evening  institute  sessions  and  by  adding  there- 
to attendance  at  either  a  morning  or  an  afternoon 
session  of  the  institute  or  at  a  recognized  evening 
meeting  associated  with  the  Institute.

Project  in  School  Journalism 

A  project  in  school  journalism  has  been  planned 
by  the  National  Education  Association  Division  of 
Publications,  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  National  Association  of  Journalism 
Advisers. 

This  project  aims  to  help  make  school  publica- 
tions more  effective  mediums  for  school  interpre- 
tation and  to  help  editors  and  advisers  keep  in  touch 
with  events,  movements,  and  plans  related  to  school 
life. 

This  project  will  include  the  founding  and  devel- 
opment of  the  National  Association  of  Student 
Editors,  whose  official  organ  will  be  known  as 
Vitalized  School  Journalism. 

This  new  organization  is  to  be  a  medium  for  the 
dissemination  of  education  ideals  among  the  stu- 
dents of  the  nation  and  a  clearinghouse  of  informa- 
tion and  ideas  relating  to  school  life  and  journal- 
ism. It  will  keep  editors  and  advisers  in  touch  with 
current  movements  and  events  which  should  be  in- 
terpreted to  students  and  parents  and  encourage 
the  study  and  publication  of  local  school  history. 
With  the  help  and  direction  of  the  N.  E.  A.  Division 
of  Publications,  it  will  carry  out  various  activities 
in  creative  school  journalism  and  research  for  the 
benefit  of  members. 

Some  of  the  plans  for  school  interpretation  dur- 
ing 1934-1935  deal  with  the  300th  Anniversary 
Celebration  of  the  Beginning  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion; the  Horace  Mann  Centennial  Celebration;

Equipped 
with  specially  made  desks  with  attachments  for  leg 
and  arm  support  and  adjustable  backs  and  seats, 
the  classroom  will  accommodate  about  twenty 
students,  not  including  those  who  attend  classes 
in  wheel  chairs. 

Mrs.  Susie  Connell  and  Miss  Alice  McDonald  of 
the  certificated  staff  are  assigned  to  the  Shriner's 
Hospital  school.  All  grades  are  taught  from  kinder- 
garten to  high  school,  the  age  of  the  children  ad- 
mitted to  the  hospital  ranging  up  to  14  years. 

The  hospital  school  is  fully  accredited.  It  receives 
reports  from  the  child's  original  home  school,  and 
his  education  is  continued  on  the  basis  of  the  re- 
ports. When  he  leaves  the  hospital  his  reports  go 
with  him  to  his  new  school.  Mothers  and  teachers 
writing  back  to  the  hospital  have  praised  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  children's  schooling. 

Children  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  regardless 
of  race  or  creed,  provided  their  parents  are  finan- 
cially unable  to  have  them  treated  elsewhere.  They 
come  from  California,  Nevada,  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona.

Criticism  of  the  Schools 

"San  Francisco  has  remarkable  record  in  its 
school  expenses.  Not  a  child  has  been  denied  in- 
struction, not  a  school  has  been  closed  because  of 
lack  of  funds,  not  a  teacher  has  been  denied  sal- 
ary. The  reduction  in  expenses  is  accounted  in 
large  part  by  reduction  in  teacher's  salaries,  and 
by  the  elimination  of  automatic  increases  in  the 
salary  schedule  for  years  of  experience.  Operat- 
ing costs  have  likewise  been  pruned  wherever 
possible." 

"Criticism  of  the  cost  of  education  is  proper 
when  such  criticism  is  for  the  purpose  of  elimi- 
nating waste  and  extravagance.  The  advocates  of 
school  economy,  however,  wish  to  deprive  the 
pupil  of  what  we  call  the  present  day  advantages, 
if  they  wish  to  eliminate  courses  of  study,  if  they 
wish  to  further  overcrowd  classrooms,  or  stop 
building '  necessary  schools  then  such  criticism 
must  be  exposed  as  destructive  and  reactionary. 

"A  teacher  can  only  impart  instruction  to  a 
limited  number  of  pupils.  When  the  size  of  a  class 
becomes  such  that  personal  contact  is  lost,  when 
there  are  so  many  children  in  a  room  that  the 
necessary  bond  of  intimacy  between  pupil  and 
teacher  is  lost,  then  the  instruction  loses  its  effect." 
— From  an  address  by  Commissioner  C.  H.  Caulfield.

A  Worthy  Institution 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  desires  to  enlist  the 
aid  of  all  members  of  the  certificated  staff  in 
calling  to  the  attention  of  all  pupils  the  manner  in 
which  the  Shriners  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children 
is  supported. 

Annually,  from  $75,000  to  $80,000  is  expended  to 
maintain  the  hospital,  according  to  figures  released 
by  John  D.  McGilvray,  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

This  hospital,  operated  for  the  benefit  of  crippled 
children  of  all  races  and  sects  under  fourteen  years1 
of  age,  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  treat- 
ment, receives  no  support  from  the  Community 
Chest  but  is  solely  maintained  by  the  Shrine 
through  endowments,  assessments  on  its  members 
and  to  a  large  extent  by  the  proceeds  from  the 
annual  East-West  Football  Game,  which  will  be 
played  for  the  tenth  year  at  Kezar  Stadium  on 
New  Years  Day. 

Since  the  first  game  in  1925  the  annual  East- 
West  classic  has  netted  the  hospital  approximately 
$320,000. 

Children  from  the  states  of  Nevada,  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico,  as  well  as  from  California  are  taken 
care  of  at  the  hospital,  and  are  accepted  in  order 
of  application. 

The  hospital  at  present  accomodates  60  beds. 
These  are  always  full  with  a  waiting  list  of  several 
hundred. 

The  children  remain  in  the  hospital  until  cured, 
and  then  in  some  cases  are  transferred  to  the 
Stanford  Hospital  for  convalescent  children  until 
their  normal  vitality  has  been  fully  restored.  Ap- 
proximately 360  crippled  children  are  treated  each 
year  at  the  Shriners  Hospital. 

A  striking  feature  of  the  great  work  accom- 
plished by  the  Shrine  through  the  hospital  is  that 
in  only  one  case  since  the  hospital  was  founded  has 
a  Shriner's  child  received  treatment  there.  And 
although  it  is  run  as  a  public  benefit,  the  public  has 
never  been  asked  to  support  it  except  through  its 
loyalty  to  the  Shrine  East-West  games  at  Kezar 
Stadium  each  New  Years  Day.

Writer's  Cramp  A  Hurdle 

WRITER'S  CRAMP,  not  the  kind  which  has 
been  defined  as  "a  temporary  paralysis  of 
certain  local  muscles  of  the  hand  and  arm  which  is 
caused  by  continued  over-exertion  in  wielding  a 
quill  or  pen,"  but  the  peculiar  distress  caused  by  a 
curious  inability  to  exert  oneself,  is  an  experience 
faced  by  all  writers,  good  or  bad.  This  view  was 
expressed  by  Dr.  Donald  D.  Cameron,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  English  in  the  University  of  California. 

Still  another  type  of  writer's  cramp,  he  points 
out,  which  often  causes  considerable  alarm,  arises 
from  the  conviction,  based  on  experience,  that  it 
never  seems  to  get  any  easier  to  write  well.  Writ- 
ing, he  says,  is  like  going  to  the  dentist  to  have  a 
tooth  filled.  It  is  sure  to  produce  a  few  bad  moments. 

"Whenever  I  hear  of  a  person  who  writes  with 
great  readiness  on  any  and  all  subjects  proposed 
to  him,  who  is  facile  and  voluminous  in  his  pro- 
duction, I  am  prompted  to  inquire  whether  he 
really  has  so  much  to  say,  or  whether  he  is  actually 
saying  a  thing  at  all  that  is  his,  pr  whether,  in  the 
last  analysis,  it  is  worth  saying  at  all. 

"The  greatest  men  of  letters  have  consistently 
warned  us  that  there  is  no  way  of  writing  well  and 
writing  easily. 

"It  matters  little  what  pain  and  suffering  a  writer 
may  be  called  upon  to  endure,  how  many  and  varied 
the  forms  of  writer's  cramp  he  must  survive,  be- 
cause the  thrill  of  accomplishment,  the  supreme 
achievement  of  authorship,  is  always  there  to  chal- 
lenge and  inspire  him."

Obligation  To  Join  N.  E.  A* 

ON  THE  EVE  of  the  departure  of  Willard  E. 
Givens,  superintendent  of  Oakland  Public 
Schools,  to  become  secretary  of  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association,  E.  G.  Gridley,  secretary  of  the 
Bay  Section,  California  Teachers  Association  has 
issued  a  timely  statement  wherein  he  reminds  all 
members  of  the  teaching  profession  of  the  obliga- 
tion to  maintain  memberships  in  the  national  or- 
ganization. 

Mr.  Gridley  points  out  that  Mr.  Givens  has 
served  as  president  of  the  California  Teachers 
Association  faithfully  and  loyally  and  that  we 
should  do  our  part  by  working  to  forward  the  pro- 
gram of  the  national  association. 

"This  is  the  time  of  year  when  you  are  collecting 
membership  dues  for  professional  organizations. 
While  we  are  anxious  to  secure  all  dues  possible 
for  California  Teachers  Association,  we  are  also 
anxious  to  turn  in  a  good  enrollment  for  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association. 

"The  National  Education  Association  has  suffer- 
ed a  drop  in  1933  of  nine  per  cent  below  1932,  and 
fourteen  per  cent  below  the  peak  figure  of  1931. 
Although  there  are  189,173  members,  the  need  for 
a  larger  enrollment  is  very,  very  critical.  Many 
departmental  budgets  have  been  reduced  and  your 
N.  E.  A.  officials  have  been  working  on  reduced 
salaries  and  at  times  in  the  face  of  partial,  and  in 
some  cases,  total  closing  of  schools. 

"We  are  sending  this  appeal  for  National  Educa- 
tion Association  support  asking  you  to  send  dues, 
sending  the  name,  address,  and  school  of  each 
teacher,  paying  to  N.  E.  A.  Headquarters,  1201 
Sixteenth  Street,  Washington,  D.  C.  Books  close 
January  1,  1935." 

The  National,  the  State,  and  the  local  organiza- 
tions of  teachers  must  be  well  supported  in  order 
that  a  unified  progressive  program  may  be  carried 
forward.

approximately  3,600  children  are  treated  each  year 
at  these  clinics. 

Thirty-four  leading  specialists  are  consultants 
at  the  hospital.  These  give  their  surgical  and  med- 
ical knowledge  without  cost  to  the  re-building  of 
little  crippled  bodies.  Dr.  S.  L.  Haas  is  chief  sur- 
geon and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Folendorf  is  superinten- 
dent. 

The  yearly  average  of  children  discharged  from 
the  hospital  is  360,  and  a  total  of  2,626  children 
who  otherwise  would  probably  have  gone  through 
life  crippled,  have  been  made  whole  again  during 
the  eleven  years  since  the  Shrine  established  the 
San  Francisco  unit. 

Additional  funds,  derived  from  the  East-West 
game,  have  made  it  possible  to  care  for  more 
children  as  the  years  have  passed.  It  is  the  aim 
of  the  Shrine  to  enlarge  the  hospital  capacity  when- 
ever funds  are  available. 
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Realistic  Civic  Teaching 

HNSTITUTIONS  of  higher  learning  have  a  spe- 
cific and  important  obligation  to  influence  civic 
education  in  the  schools,  where  much  of  the  effort 
hitherto  has  been  directed  toward  an  emotional 
exaltation  of  symbolic  traditions. 

This  characterization  of  the  future  trend  of  real- 
istic civic  teaching  was  expressed  recently  by 
Professor  Samuel  C.  May,  director,  Bureau  of 
Public  Administration,  University  of  California. 

He  urged  prospective  teachers  to  equip  them- 
selves with  an  understanding  of  the  processes  of 
modern  government  sufficient  to  create  among 
young  people  an  atmosphere  of  realistic  interest 
in  current  problems,  and  to  encourage  an  idealism 
looking  forward  to  intelligent  civic  activity  as  a 
desirable  and  fruitful  experience. 

"A  conscious  effort  should  be  made,"  he  contends, 
"to  dispel  our  traditional  distrust  and  sense  of 
futility  concerning  government.  Rather  should  we 
encourage  the  development  of  those  incentives  for 
social  action  which  have  remained  dormant  in 
American  youth  because  of  the  lack  of  favorable 
circumstances  for  their  adequate  expression  in 
public  affairs. 

"This  implies  an  understanding  of  the  poten- 
tialities of  particular  types  of  activity.  Opportunity 
for  the  individual  voter  to  affect  government  ma- 
terially through  the  ballot  is  usually  limited  to  a 
very  restricted  choice  of  alternatives  concerning 
general  attitudes  or  personalities."

State  Council  Report 

UTLINING  the  functions  of  the  junior  col- 
leges, the  teachers  colleges,  and  the  University 
of  California,  the  report  of  the  State  Council  on 
Educational  Planning  and  Coordination  was  made 
public  by  Will  C.  Wood,  chairman.  The  council, 
under  provisions  of  the  last  legislature,  investigated 
the  situation  and  needs  of  California  as  regards 
higher  education,  and  the  report  has  been  sent  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Regents  of 
the  University  of  California. 

The  Council,  created  by  the  legislature  of  1933, 
was  appointed  jointly  by 
Vierling  Kersey,  state  su- 
perintendent of  Public  In- 
struction, and  Robert  G. 
Sproul,  president  of  the 
University.  Allen  T.  Archer, 
of  Los  Angeles,  represented 
the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  Chester  Rowell 
was  ex-officio  member  for 
the  Regents.  The  other  five, 
lay  members  were :  Will  C. 
Wood,  Oakland;  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam J.  Hayes,  Burlingame; 
Miss  Annie  Florence  Brown 
of  Oakland;  Charles  Albert 
Adams,  San  Francisco ;  Gur- 
ney  Newlin,  Los  Angeles. 

The  report  recommends 
as  the  junior  college  func- 
tions: strong  semi-profes- 
sional and  vocational  cur- 
ricula designed  to  give  the  student  in  two  years 
sufficient  skill  to  meet  the  demands  of  employers; 
curricula  for  life  needs,  covering  in  an  explanatory 
way  entire  fields  of  thought;  one  or  more  lower 
division  curricula  modeled  after  those  of  the  higher 
institutions  to  which  the  particular  junior  college 
sends  most  of  its  students  to  complete  a  four-year 
course;  and  adult  education  such  as  that  now  pro- 
vided in  several  junior  colleges.  It  recommends 
strongly  against  adding  two  years  at  the  top  to 
the  junior  college  as  at  present  constituted.

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Broader  Teacher  Training 

(5(jP7piEACHERS  should  be  specialists  in  child 
'_[  growth  and  development  rather  than  in  mere 
subject  matter.  As  such  they  need  preparation  in 
many  broad  fields  of  experience,  and  skill  in  using 
new  tools  of  instruction." 

This  was  the  advice  given  to  University  of  Cali- 
fornia student  teachers  recently  by  Dr.  E.  W.  Jacob- 
sen,  newly  appointed  superintendent  of  the  Oak- 
land public  schools,  in  discussing  the  situation  now 
facing  the  beginning  teacher.  He  pointed  out  the 
ever-lessening  opportunity  for  those  whose  train- 
ing is  specialized  and  narrow. 

At  the  present  time,  he  said,  the  elementary 
school  enrollment  in  Oakland  is  decreasing  at  the 
rate  of  1,000  a  year.  Displaced  elementary  school 
teachers  are  moving  up  to  high  school  positions. 
Many  high  school  teachers  are  being  shifted  to  new 
departments  and  to  unaccustomed  subject  matter 
fields. 

Suggesting  that  integration  of  courses  may  be  a 
fad,  Dr.  Jacobsen  believes  nevertheless  that 
teachers  should  understand  and  use  it.  He  notes 
three  tendencies  in  its  development  including:  in- 
troduction of  new  and  elimination  of  old  materials ; 
broadening  of  narrow  subject  matter  to  include 
several  allied  fields;  building  of  new  courses  to 
meet  present  needs  of  students. 

Replacements  indicate  that  too  many  teachers  are 
trained  in  English  and  the  social  studies  but  are 
not  prepared  for  other  types  of  instruction,  Super- 
intendent Jacobsen  reports.  Libraries,  he  adds, 
must  be  able  to  respond  to  teachers'  requests  for 
materials  whether  they  be  for  textbooks,  visual 
aids,  radio  programs,  or  talking  pictures.

to  prepare  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools,  for 
the  intermediate  or  junior  high  schools  and  for  such 
phases  of  supervision  of  instruction  and  adminis- 
tration in  the  elementary  schools  as  do  not  involve 
courses  on  the  graduate  level,"  says  the  report, 
adding  that  the  "teachers  college  should  perform  in 
its  region  those  functions  of  the  junior  college  for 
which  a  part  of  its  program  is  well  adapted." 

"As  a  distinctly  minor  function,  the  teachers  col- 
leges should  prepare  students  for  special  high 
school  credentials  as  long  as  there  is  no  other  ade- 
quate provision,  and  should  serve  as  centers  for 
adult  education  in  their  regions. 

"Neither  educational  theory  nor  public  policy 
would  seem  to  justify  the  conversion  of  teachers 
colleges  into  liberal  arts  colleges  in  name  or,  to 
any  great  degree,  in  purpose,"  says  the  report. 

The  report  concludes  by  saying  the  University 
should,  through  its  extension  division  and  in  co- 
operation with  other  educational  agencies,  extend 
its  opportunities  as  widely  as  possible  among  per- 
sons of  all  ages,  regardless  of  their  geographical 
distribution.

Astronomy  Class  at  Galileo 

A  class  in  popular  astronomy  will  be  organized 
next  Tuesday  evening,  January  8,  at  7 :00  o'clock,  at 
the  Galileo  High  School,  under  the  direction  of 
Henry  Raphael,  a  member  of  the  Astronomical 
Society  of  the  Pacific,  and  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Variable  Star  Observers.

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Liberalism  in  Education  Elementary  School  Conference 


By  VIERLING  KERSEY 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 

SN  this  present  period  of  active  national  recon- 
struction during  which  many  changes  of  a  social, 
civic,  and  economic  nature  are  taking  place,  there 
is  a  trend  toward  a  new  liberalism  in  education. 
This  liberalism  is  directed  to  securing  freedom  from 
certain  artificial  restraints  imposed  by  tradition 
which  have  dominated  school  policies  and  pro- 
cedures and  this  liberalism  is  directed  to  more  free- 
dom from  indoctrination.  In  considering  the  nature 
of  the  liberalism  which  should  characterize  educa- 
tion it  is  necessary  to  recognize  two  things.  On 
the  one  hand,  certain  inhibitions  and  restraints  of 
personal  and  group  conduct  are  essential  to  indi- 
vidual and  general  welfare  in  any  social  order.  On 
the  other  hand,  too  great  a  restraint  upon  indi- 
vidual initiative  and  decision  is  contrary  to  the  best 
interests  of  both  the  individual  and  the  social  whole. 
This  may  be  particularly  true  when  such  restraints 
are  exercised  for  the  benefit  of  any  minority  group. 
Education  should  attempt  to  preserve  those  in- 
stitutions, customs,  and  practices  of  traditional 
significance  which  racial  experience  has  proved  to 
be  of  importance  and  value  to  the  individual  and 
to  the  group.  At  the  same  time,  education  should  be 
entirely  free  from  those  restraints  which  are  im- 
posed by  vested  minorities  (within  or  without  the 
profession),  or  which  derive  solely  from  tradition. 
The  minds  of  children  and  youth  should  be  free  to 
initiate  and  originate  without  the  preconditioning 
influence  of  dominating  indoctrination  based  on 
meaningless  tradition.  The  individual  in  a  demo- 
cratic society  has  the  right  to  form  his  own  con- 
clusions. The  school,  of  course,  must  provide  that 
basic  background  of  factual  information  and  in- 
terpretation necessary  to  intelligent  exercise  of 
individual  initiative.  Furthermore  the  school  should 
attempt  to  develop  certain  basic  attitudes  and 
ideals  consistent  with  the  dominant  beliefs,  desires, 
and  aspirations  of  the  whole  social  group.  Social 
values  will  at  times  transcend  individual  rights.  A 
true  liberalism  in  education  must  be  based  on  a 
carefully  preserved  balance  of  social  and  individual 
values,  rights,  and  obligations.

TENURE,  present  residence  or  present  salaries 
of  members  of  the  certificated  staff  are  not 
in  any  way  involved  in  the  resolution  passed  at 
the  Tuesday,  January  15  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education  calling  for  the 
appointment  of  a  commit- 
tee "to  make  a  study  of 
and  examine  into  the  advis- 
ability of  adopting  a  yearly 
contract  system  for  the  em- 
ployment of  the  certificated 
force." 

The  only  purpose  of  the 
resolution  was  to  clarify 
the  yearly  salary  paid 
every  teacher  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  avoid  misunder- 
standing or  confusion  in 
later  years  over  the  salary 
paid  in  any  one  year. 

The  full  text  of  the  res- 
olution as  presented  by 
Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon, 
commissioner  of  education, 
is  as  follows: 
WHEREAS,  At  the  present 
time  a  large  number  of  teach- 
ers in  the  School  Department 
are  engaged  in  court  litigation 
with  the  Board  of  Education 
involving  their  salary  status; 
and 

WHEREAS,  It  has  become  in- 
creasingly more  apparent  that 
large  groups  of  teachers  failed 
to  comprehend  the  mechanics 
of  our  present  system  of  place- 
ment on  the  salary  schedules; 
and 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of 
this  Board  that  a  number  of 
school  districts  throughout  the 
country   enter   into   a    yearly 

written  contract  with  their  certificated  staff;  and 
WHEREAS,   It  is  the  sincere  desire  of  the  Board  of 
Education    to   eliminate  any   source   of   friction    which 
might  tend  in  the  future  to  disrupt  harmony  between

LOSING  100  YEARS 

'  F  your  great-great-grandfather  went 

to  school  in    1776,  his  instruction 

was  limited   to  six  subjects.   When 

your    great-grandfather    Was    ready 

for  his  education  in  1  825,  the  number  had 

risen   to  eleven.   It   was  eighteen   in   your 

grandfather's  time. 

V  Steadily  the  curriculum  was  enriched  and 
standards  of  instruction  lifted  until,  in 
1929,  the  number  of  subjects  in  elementary 
schools  ranged  from  twenty  in  some  States 
to  thirty-one  in  others. 

V  Even  more  impressive  was  the  record  in 
the  high  schools.  You  'remember  how  ear- 
nestly the  women's  clubs  worked  and  agi- 
tated to  introduce  cultural  and  vocational 
training,  and  to  bring  the  life  of  the  young 
people  more  nearly  into  conformity  with 
the  world  outside.  One  by  one,  highly 
skilled  teachers  were  added  in  music  and 
drawing,  in  home  economics  and  manual 
training,  in  health  education,  in  psychology 
and  sociology,  in  the  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  the  arts.  The  number  of 
subjects  from  which  high  school  students 
might  choose  ranged  from  fifty  to  well 
over  a  hundred. 

»  Education  is  more  important  than  any 
of  the  so-called  economic  problems.  If  we 
lose  billions,  we  shall  some  day  recover  the 
loss.  But  woe  to  the  United  States  if  the 
future  historian  writes:  "In  a  few  months 
of  depression  the  nation  impoverished  its 
future  by  casting  away  the  educational  gains 
of  a  hundred  years." — By  Bruce  Barton. 


Firing  Blank  Cartridges 

THE  following  paragraphs  taken  from  an  edi- 
torial "Firing  Blank  Cartridges  at  the  Moon" 
by  Chester  Rowell  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle 
of  January  15,  is  particularly  apropos  at  this 
time.  The  Superintendent 
commends  it  to  the  staff. 
v  High  in  the  list  of  those 
which  would  accomplish 
nothing,  because  they  are 
aimed  at  something  which 
does  not  exist,  is  the  pro- 
posal in  a  bill  by  Assem- 
blyman Charles  W.  Lyon 
making  it  a  felony  for  any 
teacher  in  a  public  or  pri- 
vate school  to  advocate 
the  use  of  violence  to  over- 
throw the  government." 
v  If  there  were  any  such 
teacher,  who,  in  any  school, 
advocated  the  use  of  vio- 
lence to  overthrow  the 
government,  the  remedy 
against  him  as  a  teacher, 
should  of  course  be  his  in- 
stant discharge.  There  is 
not  a  college  president  or 
governing  body,  or  a  school 
superintendent  or  board  of 
education,  in  California, 
that  would  hesitate  to  ap- 
ply this  remedy.  Then,  for 
further  remedy  against  the 
offender  as  a  citizen,  the 
penalty  should  be  the  same 
as  that  against  any  other 
citizen. 

v  But  the  point  is  that 
there  is  no  such  person. 
Diligent  investigation,  by 
the  presidents  of  all  the 
universities  and  colleges 
in  California,  has  failed  to 
discover  one  college  teach- 
er who  in  these  colleges  ever  even  once  "advocated 
the  use  of  violence  to  overthrow  the  government." 
If  there  was  ever  a  school  teacher  so  insane  as  to 
do  this  in  any  of  the  high  schools  or  common

IN  CIVIC  and  political  achievement  San  Francisco 
compares  favorably  with  any  great  city  in  the 
United  States,  and  it  has  come  through  adversity 
to  a  new  position  of  courage  and  hope  for  the  com- 
ing year,  according  to  George  W.  Fitch  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  appear- 
ed on  the  Community  Forum,  last  Tuesday  with 
Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger.

The  pre- 
paid second  tax  installment  runs  3.2  per  cent,  as 
against  2.94  per  cent  a  year  ago. 
v  "The  citizens  of  San  Francisco  should  attach  the 
greatest  importance  to  some  of  the  enlightening 
statements  made  in  the  annual  message  from  the 
Honorable  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  Mayor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. While  achievements  of  every  department  in 
the  city  government  passed  in  review  before  the 
Board  in  his  forty-five  page  message,  he  called 
particular  attention  to  San  Francisco's  fiscal  sta- 
bility; its  balanced  budget;  its  record  low  tax  rate; 
the  low  level  of  tax  delinquencies;  and  the  city's 
cash  reserve,  a  fund  of  $2,015,070  as  of  June  30, 
1934,  and  the  city  faced,  he  said,  the  new  year 
with  better  reason  for  renewed  confidence.

»  "As  a  result  of  the  unique  and  carefully  planned 
organization  set-up  by  the  committee  in  charge 
of  San  Francisco's  Better  Housing  Program  and 
the  remarkable  financial  results  accomplished,  the 
local  plan  has  been  chosen  by  the  Federal  Housing 
Administration  in  Washington,  D.  C.  as  a  model  for 
the  4,000  odd  other  campaigns  of  similar  nature 
throughout  the  nation. 

«  "San  Francisco  possesses  some  2,500  manufactur- 
ing institutions,  sixty-three  of  which  are  branches 
of  national  concerns.  These  2,500  plants  employ 
45,000  wage  earners  who  receive  in  excess  of  $66,- 
460,000  annually  and  the  value  of  these  manufac- 
tured products  exceeds  $475,600,000  yearly.  In  the 
number  of  manufacturing  plants,  San  Francisco 
ranks  tenth  among  a  total  of  3,073  counties  in  the 
United  States."

schools  of  California,  we  may  be  very  sure  that 
we  would  have  heard  of  it,  in  the  form  of  action  by 
the  school  authorities.

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The  Activity  Movement  Tercentenary  of  High  Schools 


DT  seems  that  as  soon  as  an  educational  move- 
ment, which  has  become  distinct  enough  to  ac- 
quire a  name  of  its  own  is  made  the  subject  of  a 
special  study,  the  name  turns  out  to  be  a  mystery 
signifying  everything  in  general  and  nothing  in 
particular.  Thus,  when  W. 
A.  Brownell  investigated  the 
"Supervised  Study  Move- 
ment," he  listed  some  four- 
teen different  types  of  tech- 
nique, each  of  which  was 
designated  as  "supervised 
study."  It  looked  as  though 
the  term  had  no  concept  be- 
hind it.  A  more  recent  ex- 
ample is  the  treatment  giv- 
en the  "Activity  Movement" 
in  the  thirty-third  Yearbook 
of  the  National  Society  for 
the  Study  of  Education.  A 
student  who  expects  to  gain 
an  idea  of  the  activity  move- 
ment from  this  study  is 
likely  to  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  "perhaps  there 
ain't  no  such  animal." 
•  If,  however,  we  turn  to 
the  history  of  education  we 
get  a  much  broader  view  of 
reforms  and  reformers  and 
we  see  that  all  our  so-called 
movements  are  nothing 
more  than  attempts  to  bring 
learning  into  closer  contact 
with  real  life  as  it  is  carried 
on  from  day  to  day.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  human 
race,  schools  were  not  need- 
ed. All  that  was  to  be 
learned  came  through  par- 
ticipation in  the  social  pro- 
cess itself.  Education  and 
life  were  one.  But  as  society 
progressed  and  the  business  of  living  became  more 
complex,  there  accumulated  so  large  a  body  of 
knowledge  and  skills  which  had  to  be  mastered

Industrial  Arts  Teachers' 
Responsibility 

O  MEMBER  of  the  teaching  staff 
of  the  secondary  school  has  a  greater 
opportunity  to  influence  youth  than  has 
the  industrial  arts  teacher.  He  only  is  to 
blame  if  he  "muffs"  the  opportunity, 
either  because  he  is  asleep  or  out  of  step. 
The  industrial  arts  teacher  is  challenged 
to  keep  abreast  of  technology,  economics, 
sociology,  government  and  politics,  and 
current  trends  as  is  no  other  instructor. 
He  should  be  better  read  in  these  fields 
than  any  of  his  colleagues.  He  should 
speak  with  more  authority  concerning 
their  implications  as  they  relate  to  youth 
than  any  other  member  of  the  secondary 
staff.  To  do  this  means  ceaseless  study 
and  continuous  investigation.  Like  Alice 
in  Wonderland  he  more  than  any  other 
teacher  must  run  so  as  to  stay  where  he 
is,  for  in  the  fields  of  knowledge  and 
activity  represented  by  the  subjects  he 
teaches  will  be  found  most  profound  and 
significant  changes,  changes  which  in 
their  impact  upon  society  bid  fair  to 
change  a  civilization.

THE  tercentenary  of  the  establishment  of  the 
first  seconday  school  in  the  United  States  has 
been  recognized  in  a  statement  issued  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  which  is  as  follows: 
#  The  year  1935  ushers  in  an  important  anniversary  in 
the  life  of  the  American  people. 
Three  hundred  years  ago  the 
first  American  high  school — 
the  Boston  Latin  School — was 
founded.  It  was  established  in 
1635  only  fifteen  short  years 
after  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims. 
From  a  small  beginning  with 
one  instructor  and  a  handful  of 
students  has  grown  the  splendid 
service  now  provided  for  more 
than  6,000,000  young  Amer- 
icans by  26,000  public  and  pri- 
vate high  schools.  These  schools 
are  developing  the  most  precious 
resource  of  our  Nation,  the  la- 
tent intelligence  of  our  young 
people.  It  is  worth  noting  that 
social  progress  in  the  United 
States  is  following  swiftly  on 
the  heels  of  the  remarkable  ex- 
pansion of  educational  oppor- 
tunity at  the  high-school  level. 
9  I  hope  that  the  young  people 
of  every  high  school  in  the 
United  States  will  celebrate  this 
three  hundredth  anniversary.  I 
hope  they  will  celebrate  it  in 
a  manner  which  will  bring 
vividly  before  parents  and  fel- 
low townsmen  the  significance, 
the  contribution,  and  the  goals 
of  their  schools. 
•  The  New  York  Sun  re- 
ports that  several  hundred 
requests  have  been  received 
by  the  United  States  Post- 
office  asking  the  Postmaster 
General  to  issue  a  special  stamp  in  commemoration 
of  the  founding  of  the  Boston  Latin  School.  A 
decision  on  the  subject  will  be  made  later.

before  they  could  be  used  that  schools  and  formal 
education  became  a  necessity.  Finally,  education 
was  cut  off  completely  from  life  and  became  an 
artificial,  lifeless  preparation  for  life.  More  and 
more  the  school  built  up  a  place  for  itself  outside 
of  the  real  world — a  place  in  which  there  grew  up 
a  decided  bias  toward  the  verbal  and  the  abstract. 
Books  and  words  became  the  subject  of  instruc- 
tion— bare  symbols  took  the  place  of  real  things. 
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University  Domination  of  High  School  Curricula  Criticized 


A  CHALLENGE  to  secondary  school  curricula 
makers  was  contained  in  a  statement  made 
by  Dr.  Walter  V.  Kaulfers  of  Stanford  University 
before  the  Public  Education  Society  and  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel 
on  last  Monday,  to  which  all  members  of  the  cer- 
tificated staff  were  invited.  Dr.  Kaulfers  said: 

•  "The  extent  to  which  an  enriched  program  of 
foreign  language  instruction  can  be  realized  in 
the  American  high  school  will  depend  upon  how 
soon  the  institution  can  reorient  itself  toward  the 
fulfillment  of  the  purpose 

for  which  it  was  originally 
intended — that  of  fitting 
students  for  active  life, 
rather  than  that  of  pre- 
paring them  exclusively 
for  the  University — and 
upon  how  readily  it  can 
free  itself  from  the  un- 
motivated credit  -  gather- 
ing time-serving  proced- 
ures imposed  upon  it  by 
university  domination,  and 
prevailing  mass-production 
methods  in  public  educa- 
tion. 

•  "The  foreign  language 
program  of  the  future  will 
attempt  to  provide  for 
all  interested  students  the 
opportunity  to  obtain 
through  foreign  language 
study  as  nearly  as  possible 
the  same  abilities,  atti- 
tudes, and  interests,  as 
might  be  obtained  from  a 
well -planned  period  of 
residence  abroad.  It  will 
not  be  a  mere  preparation 
for  travel,  but  an  intrin- 
sically worthwhile  substi- 
tute therefor.  It  will  not 
be  a  course  in  English 
about  the  foreign  language 
— but  a  program  of  activ- 
ities in  the  foreign  langu- 
age itself.  The  student  will  learn  to  speak,  read, 
or  write,  not  through  grammar  and  syntax,  but 
through  contacts  with  the  customs,  arts,  music, 
and  literature  of  a  foreign  people,  and  their  con- 
tributions to  our  national  life,  and  to  world  cul- 
ture. In  this  program  language  will  be  conceived 
only  as  a  vehicle  for  conveying  thought,  and  the 
emphasis  from  the  start  will  be  on  the  essential 
worth-whileness  of  the  information  and  ideas  ex- 
pressed. In  the  final  analysis,  language  is  but  a 
means  of  communication,  yet  little  that  has  been 
read  or  said  in  lower-division  foreign  language 


The  Teacher's  Personality 

THE  TEACHER,  like  the  skillful  ex- 
tractor, proceeds  to  some  extent  upon 
his  personality.  It  is  not  altogether  the  gas 
or  the  novocaine  which  makes  the  job  ac- 
ceptable, but  the  reclining-chair  manner  of 
the  administrator. 

•  What  you  are  depends  to  a  large  extent 
upon  the  conditioning  which  you  received 
in  classrooms.  I  do  not  mean  that  anybody 
fresh-hatched  from  Yale  should  get  it  into 
his  head  that  he  is  equipped  with  all  the 
facts  of  life.  One  should  leave  college  as  he 
leaves  a  dinner  table,  wanting  a  little  some- 
thing more.  It  is  only  the  successfully  edu- 
cated man  who  carries  with  him  into  life 
a  curiosity  and  inquisitioeness  about  the 
truth  and  its  approximations. 

0  So  why  should  the  teaching  of  the  young 
be  left  in  any  part  to  the  dull  and  dispirited? 
Teachers  of  America  unite.  You  are  the 
great  ones  of  our  civilization.  Swagger  into 
your  classroom  even  if  your  function  is 
merely  to  talk  about  vulgar  fractions.  Walk 
always  with  your  chin  up.  Look  into  the 
palm  of  your  right  hand  every  weekday 
morning  when  the  school  bell  rings.  See  if 
it  is  not  true  that  you  are  carrying  a  flaming 
torch.  Then  pass  it  on. — Heywood  Broun. 


classes  has  even  been  worth  communicating. 
•  "In  organization  the  offering  will  not  be  a  mere 
self-sacrificing  preparation  of  the  student  in  the 
hope  of  an  ill-defined  future  reward,  but  a  pro- 
gram of  meaningful  educative  experiences,  com- 
plete in  itself,  and  worthwhile  to  the  extent  to 
which  it  is  pursued.  At  no  time  will  the  needs 
and  interests  of  the  ninety-two  per  cent  of  high 
school  freshmen  who  are  destined  to  enter  active 
life  as  home-makers,  tradespeople,  merchants,  and 
artisans  be  subordinated  to  those  of  the  eight  per 
cent  who  will  graduate 
from  college.  For  this  vast 
majority  of  future  citizens 
the  program  will  yield  not 
only  such  linguistic  abil- 
ities as  may  be  of  service 
in  contacts  with  foreign 
people  or  literature,  or  in 
extending  the  range  of  the 
individual's  occupational 
efficiency,  but  also  such  a 
background  in  interest  and 
appreciation  as  will  en- 
able him  more  fully  to  en- 
joy the  evidences  of  for- 
eign culture  in  daily  life, 
whether  these  occur  in  the 
form  of  news-reels  or 
moving  pictures  contain- 
ing foreign  dialogue,  radio 
broadcasts,  operas  or  re- 
citals sung  in  the  foreign 
language,  or  merely  for- 
eign names  and  expres- 
sions occurring  in  books, 
periodicals,  or  menus. 
•  "The  ultimate  worth  of 
this  program  will  not  be 
judged  exclusively  in  terms 
of  the  linguistic  skills  ac- 
quired, since  these,  as  in 
instrumental  music,  will 
vary  widely  with  the  in- 
terests, abilities,  and  in- 
dustry of  the  learners,  but 
also  in  terms  of  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  field  in  developing,  along  with 
other  branches  of  the  curriculum,  a  more  intelli- 
gent interest  in  foreign  affairs,  a  more  genuine 
patriotism  founded  on  an  appreciation  of  the 
origins  of  our  national  culture,  and  the  attitudes 
of  tolerance  and  open-mindedness  characteristic 
of  the  educated  man  or  woman."

Education  Cannot  Be  Postponed 


EDUCATION  IS  THE  ONLY  THING 
that  cannot  be  postponed.  If  we  do  not 
get  a  certain  new  road  this  year,  we  go  with- 
out it  until  we  can  get  it.  When  we  do  get 
it,  we  have  it.  Bat  the  education  that  is  not 
got  now  is  gone  forever.  The  generation 
now  growing  up,  in  schools  and  colleges, 
may  be  of  little  importance  in  the  present 
life  of  the  State.  If  all  the  young  people 
were  illiterate,  or  even  if  they  were  all  dead, 
the  generation  now  in  possession  could  carry 
on — while  it  lasted.

Unless  it  is 
educated  now,  the  progress  and  civilization 
of  the  future  will  be  handicapped.

•  The  Superintendent  will  appreciate  a  brief  note 
from  each  principal  telling  of  the  success  of  the 
school  observance  as  outlined. 
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The  Community  Functions  of  the  Principal 


By  W.  C. 

THE  MODERN  school  principal  is  a  product  of 
community  life.  The  position  is  a  development 
of  school  consolidation  and  the  urbanization  of  our 
population.  Thus,  in  village,  town,  and  city  school 
systems  the  principal  has  attained  a  prominence 
in  education  entirely  unknown  in  rural  areas.  The 
unique  character  of  the  position  with  respect  to 
the  community  served  has  given  rise  to  four  im- 
portant community  functions  which  must  be  as- 
sumed by  the  principal. 

O  The  principal  of  a  school  is  the  director  of  a 
community  institution.  The  implication  of  this 
duty  is  not  fully  understood  by  some  principals. 
It  implies  that  the  school  must  work  in  harmony 
with  the  community  served.  Harmonious  relations 
require  mutual  understanding  and  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  school  and  community.  It  thus  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  principal  to  interpret  the  school 
to  the  community,  and  not  infrequently  the  com- 
munity to  itself. 

•  This  function  of  the  principal  requires  that  he 
organize  both  the  agents  and  the  agencies  of  public 
relations  to  the  end  that  his  leadership  is  asserted. 
Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  the  assumption  of 
leadership  by  a  psuedo  leader  incompetent  to  pro- 
vide the  kind  of  leadership  needed. 

•  The  purpose  of  the  school  in  the  community  will 
be  best  realized  if  it  is  conceived  and  organized  by 
the  principal  as  a  laboratory  for  the  training  of 
the  pupils  in  the  responsibilities  of  community 
life.  The  laboratory  idea  calls  for  provisions  which 
make  possible  the  acquisition  of  necesary  social 
experience,  and  the  activity  of  training  implies 
"fixing  through  practice."  It  is  therefore  not  suffi- 
cient merely  to  instruct  pupils  about  the  duties  of 
community  life.  They  must  have  the  opportunity 
to  practice  their  duties  with  guidance  under  con- 
ditions as  real  to  them  as  are  the  duties  of  adult 
life  to  adults. 

0  The  organization  of  the  school  as  a  laboratory 
for  the  improvement  of  citizenship  involves  both 
direct  and  indirect  control  by  the  principal.  He 
should  organize  his  school  so  that  the  pupils  may 
acquire  direct  training  through  practice  in  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  group  membership,  and  he  should 
influence  the  community  so  that  the  experiences 
of  the  pupils  in  their  community  life  are  in  har- 
mony with  the  direct  teachings  and  experiences  of 
the  school.  This  means  that  the  principal  must 
create  on  the  part  of  the  parents  a  favorable  and 
cooperative  attitude  toward  both  the  class  and 
extra-class  activities  of  the  pupils. 

•  The  principal  is  responsible  for  transmitting  to 
his  community  a  sound  philosophy  of  public  edu- 
cation. He  must  inform  the  community  regarding 
the  basic  functions  of  public  education;  he  must 
show  the  people  that  the  constitutional  delegates 
who  framed  the  early  state  constitutions  were  vir- 
tually   unanimous    in    their    beliefs    that    public 


REAVIS* 
schools  were  essential  to  the  perpetuity  and  eco- 
nomic prosperity  of  the  state  and  to  the  social 
progress  of  the  people.  He  must  convince  the  com- 
munity that  social  conditions  today  justify  the 
value  attributed  to  education  even  more  than  at 
the  time  the  public  school  system  was  ordered 
to  be  established  by  constitutional  injunctions.  The 
formation  of  sound  public  opinion  with  respect 
to  public  education  in  a  school  community  requires 
positive  action  by  the  principal.  He  must  crystal- 
lize the  thinking  of  his  community  through  public 
addresses,  written  statements,  individual  and 
group  contacts,  and  open  school  functions. 

•  Negative  action  or  no  action  by  the  principal 
may  result  in  lack  of  understanding  of  school  pur- 
poses and  services  or  misunderstanding  and  the 
inevitable  result,  namely,  loss  of  confidence  in  the 
school  and  forfeiture  of  community  support.  The 
community  will  soon  cease  to  hold  in  a  high  regard 
the  principal  whose  main  interest  appears  to  be 
the  collection  of  cash  dividends  on  the  job. 

•  The  principal  must  be  an  interpreter  of  school 
policy  to  his  community  and  of  community  inter- 
ests and  aspirations  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools.  This  function  is  easily  realized  if  the  prin- 
cipal has  established  himself  as  the  leader  of 
public  opinion  with  respect  to  education  in  his  com- 
munity. The  community  will  want  to  know  the 
established  policies  of  the  school  system  and  will 
look  to  the  principal  for  the  interpretation  of 
policies. 

•  This  dual  responsibility  to  superintendent  and 
community  makes  an  exacting  demand  on  the 
principal.  He  must  be  actuated  by  the  highest 
professional  purposes  in  order  to  avoid  conflicts 
in  loyalty.  The  function  requires  a  careful  differ- 
entiation between  responsibilities  and  rights.  He 
can  be  loyal  to  superintendent  and  community 
both  in  interpretation  and  execution  of  responsi- 
bilities without  abdicating  his  rights  to  his  own 
thoughts  and  convictions. 

•  When  will  the  principal  find  the  time  to  perform 
these  community  functions  ?  The  answer  is  simple 
— when  he  conceives  it  to  be  his  duty  to  perform 
such  functions.  The.  functions  are  as  essential  to 
his  success  as  are  building  administration  and 
supervision.  In  fact,  the  welfare  of  the  schools  de- 
pends  more  fully  on  the  success  of  the  principal  as 
a  community  leader  than  on  any  other  single  en- 
deavor in  public-school  administration.

FIXED  RULES  and  the  dogmatism  of  text  books 
are  not  the  courts  of  last  resort  in  determining 
good  English  in  the  eyes  of  modern  scholarship, 
Dr.  Holland  D.  Roberts,  chairman  of  the  public 
relations  committee  of  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English,  said  in  a  recent  address  be- 
fore the  San  Francisco  Center,  Public  Education 
Society  lecture  series  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel. 

•  "Correct  English,'*  said  Dr.  Roberts,  "is  the  En- 
glish used  or  approved  by  recognized  authors, 
editors  and  authorities  in  the  field  of  language.  The 
answers  to  our  questions  in  grammar,  punctuation, 
and  usage  may  be.  found  by  studying  the  speech 
and  writing  of  our  recognized  leaders  in  the  use 
of  English.  Those  rules  now  in  use  have  existed 
only  200  of  the  1500  years  during  which  English 
has  been  spoken. 

•  "To  make  your  meaning  clear — that  is  the  secret 
of  good  punctuation,  good  usage,  good  speech,  and 
good  writing."

Suggested  Legislation 

THE  "Trustees  Bulletin,"  official  organ  of  the 
California  School  Trustees  Association,  has 
set  forth  the  legislative  aims  and  objectives  of  the 
organization  in  the  current  issue  of  the  publication 
with  the  explanation  that: 

"So  many  requests  have  been  received  for  infor- 
mation as  to  the  proposed  legislative  activities  of 
this  Association  that  it  has  been  decided  to  give 
general  publicity  to  certain  measures  which  will 
be  supported,  or  opposed.  (This  is  not  to  be  con- 
sidered as  the  complete  program.)  Suggestions  and 
recommendations  from  members  are  solicited. 

"This  Association  will  support  efforts  to  maintain 
the  constitutional  provisions  for  State  financial 
support  of  schools,  and  will  combat  any  effort  to 
reduce  the  apportionment  to  either  elementary  or 
secondary  schools.     . 

"Legislation  will  be  proposed  which  will  more 
clearly  define,  and  limit  the  public  liability  of  the 
school  district,  and  the  trustees  as  individuals. 

"We  will  oppose  any,  and  all,  efforts  to  transfer 
control  of  school  budgets  to  any  body,  or  group, 
other  than  the  local  trustees. 

"We  will  seek  the  elimination  of  the  5%  limita- 
tion on  school  budgets. 

"At  the  present  time  we  continue  our  efforts  to 
effect  a  modification  of  the  present  Tenure  law, 
which  will  be  acceptable  to  both  trustees  and  teach- 
ers. It  is  hoped  that  the  bill  may  be  completed 
within  the  next  week,  at  which  time,  further  infor- 
mation may  be  obtained  from  officers  of  the 
Association. 

"Legislation  will  be  proposed  to  permit  the  se- 

Legislation  will  be  proposed  to  permit  the  se- 
curing of  State,  or  Federal,  or  both,  financial  aid 
for  rehabilitation. 

"The  possibility  of  further  consolidation  and  re- 
organization of  *  school  districts  is  recognized,  and 
this  organization  will  support  any  reasonable  en- 
abling act,  provided  always,  that  provision  is  made 
for  the  matter  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  residents 
of  the  districts  affected. 

"We  will  oppose  any  effort  to  charge  tuition  to 
either  elementary  or  secondary  schools."

Dr.  Loeb  is  giving 
a  course  of  lectures  on  "Religion:  Its  Origin  and 
Development,"  in  the  University  Extension  Build- 
ing, 540  Powell  Street,  every  Wednesday  evening. 
Author  of  many  scientific  works  on  the  religions 
of  primitive  people,  Dr.  Loeb  intends  to  show  in 
his  lectures  that  primitive  ideas  of  the  super- 
natural have  penetrated  not  only  the  philosophies, 
cults,  and  national  aspirations  of  the  classical 
times,  but  our  own  as  well.

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Interpreting  Realities* 

By  DR.  HAROLD  C.  HAND,  Associate  Professor 
of  Education,  Stanford  University 

THERE  are  three  basic  facts  or  forces  with 
which  the  theory  and  practice  of  public  educa- 
tion at  all  levels  must  be  harmonized.  These  are 
(1)  the  fact  of  the  American  dream,  tradition  or 
aspiration  as  a  moving  force  in  American  life,  (2) 
the  promise  of  a  freer,  more  beautiful,  and  more 
abundant  life  for  all  of  our  people  inherent  in  the 
fact  of  our  advanced  technology  and  rich  original 
endowment,  and  (3)  the  fact  of  transition  in  Am- 
erican life. 

•  No  teacher  worth  her  salt  will  ever  lose  sight 
of  the  basic  values  which  constitute  the  essence  of 
the  "good  life"  in  American  democracy.  She  will 
always  incorporate  in  her  teaching  the  ideals  of 
liberty,  equality,  popular  sovereignty,  belief  in 
universal  education  rather  than  armed  force  as 
the  creator  of  newer  and  finer  ways  of  life,  and 
belief  in  the  principle  that  human  happiness  may 
best  be  promoted  by  advancing  the  common  man  to 
a  continually  higher  level. 

•  Similarly,  no  teacher  who  believes  in  the  Amer- 
ican principle  of  progress  will  neglect  to  sketch 
for  her  students  the  outlines  of  the  civilization  of 
beauty,  abundance,  and  freedom  now  physically 
possible  of  realization  in  America.  She  is  guilty  of 
intellectual  dishonesty  and  untrue  to  her  trust  if 
she  fails  to  lead  her  pupils  to  appreciate  the  full 
significance  of  the  undebatable  fact  that  America 
has  at  her  disposal  in  her  technology,  in  her  energy 
resources,  in  her  soil,  in  her  climate,  and  in  her 
flora  and  fauna  every  major  material  necessity  for 
the  building  of  a  great  civilization.  The  socially 
minded  teacher  believes  that  education  should  be 
for  life  as  it  may  be  lived  as  well  as  for  life  as  it  is 
at  the  moment. 

•  Education  will  be  relatively  barren  until  teach- 
ers come  more  fully  to  appreciate  the  significance 
of  our  transition  from  a  simple,  loosely-knit,  pre- 
industrial  society  to  the  highly  complex,  interde- 
pendent, industrial  order  into  which  we  are  so 
rapidly  moving.  The  grand  task  of  education  in  the 
next  decades  is  suggested  in  the  following  lines: 
We  are  today  living  in  a  society  in  which  the  ap- 
plication of  the  social  controls  devised  under  pre- 
industrial  conditions  brings  wide-spread  unneces- 
sary suffering  to  great  masses  of  our  people.  Our 
deepseated  democratic  aspirations  can  be  realized 
for  all  of  our  people  if  and  when  an  economic  sys- 
tem, a  legal  code,  a  system  of  mores  and  civic  at- 
titudes, and  a  system  of  education  in  harmony 
with  the  new  conditions  (industrialism  and  collec- 
tivism) can  be  devised  and  substituted  for  those 
which  have  been  inherited  from  an  age  which  is 
irretrievably  gone. 


Objectives  of  Guidance 

I  CONOMIC  conditions  have  not  only  rendered 
certain  occupations  obsolescent  but  have 
made  impossible  the  entry  of  youth  into  any  occu- 
pation," Dr.  Clyde  P.  Finger,  principal  of  the  Frick 
Junior  High  School  in  Oakland,  said  in  an  address 
prepared  for  delivery  at  3:30  o'clock  Monday  after- 
noon before  the  San  Francisco  Center  at  the  St. 
Francis  Hotel  under  the  auspices  of  the  Public  Edu- 
cation Society  and  the  Parent  Teachers  Associa- 
tion. 

•  "Until  this  condition  clears  up  it  is  futile  to  put 
major  emphasis  upon  the  vocational  aspect  of 
guidance  when  increased  leisure,  the  influx  of 
youth  into  our  schools  and  an  increasing  complexity 
of  our  social  life  emphasize  the  need  of  recreational, 
health,  educational  and  social-civic  guidance. 

•  "In  the  secondary  school  population  itself,  these 
phases  of  guidance  far  outweigh  the  need  for 
strictly  vocational  guidance  and  indicate  the  need 
for  vocational  information  based  upon  our  chang- 
ing economic  and  social  structure,  rather  than  em- 
phasizing the  selection  of  and  the  training  for  any 
one  life  activity. 

•  "A  fundamental  objective  of  guidance  in  the 
secondary  school  is  to  aid  students  in  forming  their 
own  judgments  in  conformity  with  modern  stand- 
ards, and  to  allow  the  student  to  build  his  life  pat- 
tern accordingly,  even  if  it  conflicts  with  the  coun- 
selor's ideas  of  what  the  good  life  should  be. 

•  "We  should  remember  that  we  are  living  in  an 
age  of  gasoline  and  gangsters,  of  electric  lights  and 
white  lights,  and  must  see  that  youth  learns  to  dis- 
criminate between  real  values  and  those  things  that 
are  superficial  and  valueless." 


An  Unlimited  Field 


^From  an  address  before  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Council. 


"It  is  in  the  field  of  services,  of  work  that 
does  not  require  any  significant  amount  of 
mechanical  power  and  raw  material,  that  the 
only  potentially  unlimited  field  of  human 
labor  exists.  A  very  large  expansion  of  this 
field  is  the  only  practical  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem of  employment  for  the  men  displaced  by 
machines.  The  improvement  of  living  condi- 
tions, of  health,  knowledge,  and  art,  the  beau- 
tification  of  city  and  country,  modern  methods 
of  treating  criminals  and  defectives,  the  elimi- 
nation of  agricultural  pests,  the  provision  of 
recreation  facilities  and  a  host  of  other  'cul- 
tural' or  quasi-cultural  improvements,  with 
all  the  various  grades  of  labor  and  manage- 
ment required,  must  be  the  field  of  occupation 
in  the  future  for  most  of  our  population."

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Why  Blame  the  Schools?  Adult  Education  Committees 


EI  CHARD  WELLING,  former  Civil  Service, 
Commissioner  of  New  York,  writing  in  The 
New  York  Herald  Tribune,  blames  the  Public 
Schools  for  failure  of  the  nation  to  end  the  spoils 
system  of  appointment  to  offices.  Mr.  Welling's 
utterances  were  in  connection  with  activities  of  the 
National  Civil  Service  Repeal  Association  which  is 
now  conducting  a  campaign  to  "return  to  the  old 
order  of  individual  merit  when  making  appoint- 
ments." 

What  has  brought  this  repeal  Association  about?, 
asks  Mr.  Welling.  The  leaders  of  the  Democratic,  Repub- 
lican and  Socialist  parties  are  each  at  the  head  of  a  lot  of 
office  seekers. 

•  But  you  let  them  grow  up  believing  that  the  "public 
office"  trough  was  their  trough  and  to  the  victor  belong 
the  spoils?  The  answer  is  plain — a  public  school  system 
vhich  gives  a  one-year  anemic  course  in  civics  and  has 
failed  to  develop  an  alert  public  sentiment  against  attacks 
on  the  merit  system.  These  civics  courses  give  the  student 
but  a  limited  grasp  of  the  mechanism  and  framework  of 
government,  perhaps  a  casual  mention  of  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice law,  but  no  real  enthusiasm  for  this  law  as  the  back- 
bone of  honest  government.  Why  are  these  potential 
voters  not  told  how  the  laws  are  twisted  and  turned  to 
suit  the  tricks  of  scheming  politicians?  Why  are  they 
not  told  that  the  flouting  of  the  merit  system  has  made 
the  spoils  of  office  the  main  goal  of  elections  at  the  ex- 
pense of  party  principles? 

•  Governor  Lehman  held  the  fort  against  bills  to  ex- 
empt employees  from  examinations.  Judge  Samuel  Sea- 
bury  has  explicitly  said  "Laws  cannot  cure  this  evil  and 
there  is  no  panacea  but  public  education."  This  is  a 
terrible  indictment  of  our  public  schools.  Was  there  any 
uproar  in  the  public  schools  and  colleges  or  in  the  great 
public  that  was  trained  in  these  schools  when  Senators 
Nunan  and  Kleinfeld  in  the  New  York  Legislature 
stabbed  the  merit  system,  and  brought  in  bills  exempting 
from  examination  the  liquor  control  officers?  Not  a 
ripple.  Yet  Franklin,  Washington,  Adams,  Jefferson 
and  many  others  expressly  planned  a  new  kind  of  public 
school  education  that  should  have  raised  such  an  uproar. 
They  foresaw  that  this  new  democracy  must  have  this 
perfectly  new  kind  of  public  school. 

0  Although  the  Fathers  explicitly  put  citizenship  first, 
the  teachers  forthwith  started  off  on  the  wrong  foot 
and  have  been  unable  to  change  step  since.  They  fell  into 
the  old  rut  of  European  standards,  syntax,  cube  root, 
and  other  frills,  and  the  political  bosses  have  had  their 
own  way.  The  founders  planned  that  we  should  be 
wise  to  the  tricks  of  politicians  and  be  posted  on  current 
events,  as  Jefferson  said:  "To  know  what  is  going  on.

THE  educational  dream  of  all  San  Francisco 
became  a  reality  when  the  Board  of  Education, 
acting  on  the  recommendation  of  Superintendent 
Lee,  approved  creation  of  a  Junior  College,  headed 
by  Archibald  J.  Cloud  as  president. 

The  new  college  is  to  be  established  with  the  aid 
of  the  University  of  California,  and  pending  the 
erection  of  permanent  quarters,  will  be  housed  in 
the    University    Extension 
Building,   located  at   540 
Powell  Street. 

In  establishing  the  College, 
the  Board  of  Education 
adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

WHEREAS:  Hundreds  of 
high  school  graduates  are 
attending  neighboring  junior 
colleges  each  year;  and 

WHEREAS:  Hundreds  of 
high  school  graduates  resid- 
ing in  San  Francisco  are 
unable  to  attend  any  higher 
institutions;  and 

WHEREAS:  It  is  costing 
San  Francisco  County 
approximately  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  a  year  to 
pay  the  tuition  charges  of 
resident  students  in  attend- 
ance at  junior  colleges  in 
other  counties  of  the  State;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  time  has  come  when  it  seems 
advisable  for  the  San  Francisco  City  and  County 
School  District,  to  offer  junior  college  courses  of 
study  to  the  high  school  graduates  of  the  City; 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved:  That  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  San  Francisco  City  and  County 
High  School  District  create,  in  accordance  with 
the  California  School  Code,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 
DEPARTMENT  of  the  San  Francisco  City  and 
County  High  School  District;  and, 

Be  it  Further  Resolved:  That  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation immediately  request  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation that  it  approve  a  Junior  College  Department 


Be  it  Further  Resolved:  That  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  be  authorized  to  prepare  at  once- 
—AN  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM  ON  A 
JUNIOR  COLLEGE  LEVEL,  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  for  submittal  to  the- 
Board. 

The  agreement  drawn  up  with  the  University  of 
California  includes  the  following  points : 

1.  The  University  of  Cali- 
fornia will  assist  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  most  mod- 
ern, effective  program  of 
junior  college  education  which 
the  best  thought  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  San  Francisco 
School  Department  working 
together  can  devise. 

2.  The  San  Francisco 
Department  will  provide  fa- 
cilities for  the  practice-teach- 
ing of  graduate  students  in 
training  at  the  University  of 
California  for  the  junior  col- 
lege credential. 

3.  Specifically  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  will  make 
available  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco School  Department  for 
junior  college  purposes  for 
two  years,  with  the  privilege 
of    renewal,    the    University 

Extension  Building  located  at  540  Powell  Street, 
without  cost  to  the  San  Francisco  School  Depart- 
ment, except  only  the  increased  cost  of  heat,  light, 
and  janitorial  service  made  necessary  by  the  use 
of  the  building  during  the  hours  8  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m. 
daily.  The  building  has  a  capacity  of  approxi- 
mately 2,500  students. 

4.  Further,  the  University  will  lend  to  the  San 
Francisco  School  Department  for  an  indefinite 
period  the  services  of  its  specialist  in  junior  college 
education,  Dr.  Merton  E.  Hill,  on  the  basis  of 
approximately  two  days  per  week  without  cost  to 
the  School  Department.

The  appointment  of  A.  J.  Cloud,  for  thirty  years 
in  the  service  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools, 
and  now  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent,  was  recom- 
mended by  Superintendent  Lee  in  his  original  re- 
quest to  the  Board  of  Education  for  establishment 
of  the  college.  When  informed  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  making  the  appointment,  Superintendent 
Lee  wired  Mr.  Cloud  that  he  sent  "congratulations 
both  to  you  and  the  city." 

During  his  long  term  of  service  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools  he  has  been  teacher,  head  of 
the  English  Department  of  Lowell  High  School, 
Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  now  Chief 
Deputy. 

Mr.  Cloud  has  been  a  member  of  the  Department 
of  Superintendence  of  the  National  Education 
Association  since  1923;  has  been  a  representative 
on  the  California  Council  of  Education,  govern- 
ing body  of  the  California  Teachers  Association, 
continuously  since  1911;  secretary  of  the  Califor- 
nia Teachers  Association,  Bay  Section,  from  1910 
to  1916;  president  of  the  California  Teachers  Asso- 
ciation, Bay  Section,  1916-1917;  president  of  the 
California  Society  of  Secondary  Education,  1924- 
1932 ;  and  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Western  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  since 
its  formation  in  1928. 

His  appointment  was  hailed  by  educators 
throughout  the  state  as  being  the  best  move  pos- 
sible to  insure  success  of  the  new  institution.

[AMES  of  towns  that  were  then  flourishing 
centers  for  mining  districts,  and  that  have, 
some  of  them,  now  disappeared  even  from  modern 
maps  of  the  state,  appear  in  a  roll  of  students 
attending  the  College  of  California  and  the  Oak- 
land College  School  compiled  for  the  office  of  the 
registrar  of  the  University  of  California  by 
Eward  Ryce. 

•  The  College  of  California,  incorporated  in  April, 
1855,  did  not  receive  students  until  1860,  because  it 
was  necessary  to  provide  an  academic  training  pre- 
paring them  for  college  studies.  This  preparation 
was  provided  by  the  Oakland  College  School,  oper- 
ated in  conjunction  with  the  College  of  California, 
and  which  remained  in  existence  for  16  years. 

•  The  report  prepared  by  Ryce,  first  compilation 
of  students  attending  the  two  schools  from  1855 
through  1869,  shows  that  in  the  period  1,200  stu- 
dents attended  the  College  School,  and  that  from 
I860,  when  the  first  classes  were  held,  until  1870 
when  it  became  the  University  of  California,  59 
students  attended  the  College  of  California. 

•  During  its  first  year,  the  Oakland  College  School 
attracted  an  enrollment  of  56  students;  24  from 
San  Francisco,  14  from  Oakland  and  the  remainder 
from  15  other  communities.  Popularity  of  the 
school  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in  its  second 
year  the  number  of  communities  from  which  it 
attracted  students  increased  to  33,  and  in  its  third 
year,  to  47  various  communities. 

•  During  its  first  three  years,  it  attracted  students 
from  such  distant  places  as  Port  Orford,  Oregon 
territory;  Virginia  City,  Nevada  territory;  Paris, 
France;  Acupulco,  Mexico;  and  San  Antonio, 
Texas.  During  the  16  years  of  its  existence,  it 
drew  students  from  170  cities  and  towns,  including 
15  towns  in  Mexico;  14  in  Nevada,  two  in  China, 
three  in  Oregon,  three  in  Washington,  four  com- 
munities in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  then  called 
"the  Sandwich  Islands,"  and  from  such  distant  east- 
ern cities  in  the  United  States  as  Brooklyn,  New 
York. 

•  Early  history  of  California  is  recalled  by  such 
town  names  as  Bear  Valley,  Snelling  Landing, 
Susanville,  Sonora,  Columbia,  Rockville,  Dutch 
Flat,  Penn  Valley,  Jackson,  Markleeville,  Silver 
Mountain,  Table  Rock,  North  San  Juan  and  Ban- 
gor Butte,  which  were  given  by  registering  stu- 
dents as  their  "home  towns."  Ryce,  who  compiled 
the  roll,  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  received  his  degree  of  master  of  arts 
in  the  School  of  Education  in  1933.

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Building  Program  Moves  Forward 


A  BUILDING  PROGRAM,  developed  by  a  com- 
mittee of  experts  in  the  spring  of  1924,  has 
been  carried  systematically  forward  for  the  past 
eleven  years,  until  today,  San  Francisco  is  able 
to  boast  of  one  of  the  finest  arrays  of  scientifically 
located  schools  in  the  nation. 

In  1924,  the  Reviewing  Committee  on  the  Reor- 
ganization and  Housing  Program  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools,  consisting  of  Will  C.  Wood, 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction;  Ell- 
wood  P.  Cubberley,  dean  of  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, Stanford  University;  Fred  M.  Hunter,  city 
superintendent  of  schools,  Oakland;  H.  B.  Wilson, 
city  superintendent  of  schools,  Berkeley;  George 
A.  Merrill,  principal  Lick-Wilmerding  and  Lux 
Schools,  San  Francisco;  and  F.  W.  Hart,  professor 
of  education,  University  of  California,  recom- 
mended a  drastic  change  in  policy  with  regard  to 
the  location  of  school  buildings. 

As  for  high  schools,  the  committee  advised  that 
instead  of  a  group  of  city-wide  specialized  insti- 
tutions, there  should  be  built  a  ring  of  regional 
high  schools  of  the  cosmopolitan  or  comprehensive 
type.  Two  years  later,  in  a  report  prepared  by  the 
deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  physical  prop- 
erties, it  was  recommended  that  a  high  school  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  city,  and  one  in  the  Rich- 
mond District  should  be  the  first  two  constructed. 

The  first  recommendation  was  fulfilled  in  1931 
with  the  completion  of  the  Balboa  High  School, 
and  the  second  is  well  on  its  way  to  fulfillment, 
with  construction  of  George  Washington  High 
School  already  progressed  to  the  point  where  the 
concrete  is  "out  of  the  ground."  The  third  step 
necessary  to  complete  the  plan  proposed  in  1924 
is  the  construction  of  Abraham  Lincoln  High 
School,  in  the  Sunset  District,  and  the  land  for 
this  institution  has  already  been  purchased. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Reviewing  Committee's 
plan  centered  around  the  establishment  of  a  junior 
high  school  system.  In  1924,  only  three  junior  high 
schools  were  operating,  and  all  of  these  were  in 
old  buildings,  with  inadequate  facilities — in  the 
Horace  Mann,  Crocker  and  Hamilton  Schools. 

A  scientific  plan  was  outlined,  dividing  the  city 
into  sixteen  districts,  and  providing  for  the  estab- 


lishment of  a  junior  high  school  in  each.  This  work 
has  steadily  progressed,  until  today  the  program 
is  almost  complete.  Since  1924,  there  have  been 
constructed  Francisco  Junior  High,  in  the  North 
Beach  District;  Portola  Junior  High  in  Bayview; 
Everett  Junior  High  in  the  Inner  Mission;  Pre- 
sidio Junior  High  in  the  West  Richmond;  Roosevelt 
Junior  High  in  the  East  Richmond;  Aptos  Junior 
High  in  St.  Francis  Wood;  and  James  Lick  in  Noe 
Valley. 

Last  year's  bond  issue  included  provision  for 
construction  of  Marina  Junior  High  in  the  Marina 
District,  and  this  school  has  progressed  to  the 
point  where  the  contract  is  being  let.  Land  has 
been  purchased  for  construction  of  Bernal  Junior 
High  School,  and  preliminary  plans  have  been 
completed  for  a  school  to  take  1,000  students.  A 
survey  is  being  made  preparatory  to  the  erection  of 
a  junior  high  in  the  extreme  southern  section  of 
the  city,  and  this,  together  with  three  junior  high 
schools  in  the  Sunset  District  and  one  each  in  the 
Western  Addition  and  Pacific  Heights  sections 
will  round  out  the  program. 

Work  with  the  elementary  schools  has  centered 
mainly  around  the  task  of  eliminating  old  build- 
ings, and  replacing  them  with  modern  structures. 
In  the  Municipal  Record  of  November  16,  1922, 
President  Fred  Dohrmann,  Jr.,  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  made  the  following  statement: 

"Thirty  schools  must  be  replaced  immediately — 
they  are  antiquated,  of  old  type  wood  construction, 
too  small,  and  poorly  equipped." 

How  well  this  recommendation  has  been  carried 
out  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  at  present 
only  seven  of  the  thirty  "antiquated"  schools  then 
in  existence  are  still  in  use. 

The  old  elementary  schools  that  have  been  de- 
stroyed in  the  past  thirteen  years  are  Bernal, 
Columbia,  Crocker,  Dudley  Stone,  Edison,  Everett, 
Haight,  Hamilton,  Hawthorne,  Horace  Mann, 
James  Lick,  Noe  Valley,  Roosevelt,  Sherman, 
Hunter's  Point,  Lafayette,  LeConte,  and  Rocham- 
beau.

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Effect  of  Movies  on  Children  Said  to  be  Important 


LOCAL  motion  picture  houses  cannot  be  dis- 
missed as  merely  places  of  entertainment. 
Studies  indicate  that  along  with  the  schools,  but 
in  less  degree,  they  play  an  important  part  in  the 
educating  of  the  nation's  youth. 

This  is  the  general  conclusion  reached  by  Dr. 
Harold  E.  Jones,  director  of  research  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Institute  of  Child  Welfare, 
in  a  report  prepared  for  the  quarterly  journal  of 
the  American  Association  of  University  Women, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

First  he  cites  studies  made  by  himself  and  other 
scientists  to  show  that  the  percentage  of  the  popu- 
lation and  particularly  of  the  minor  population, 
attending  movies  tends  to  be  considerable.  In  one 
study  it  was  found  that  approximately  one-fifth  of 
a  city  of  some  75,000  attended  one  motion  picture 
house  in  the  course  of  a  week. 

The  number  of  children  represented  was  about 
one-third  of  the  average  daily  school  attendance, 
with  children  above  10  years  represented  in  num- 
bers 70  per  cent  greater  than  would  be  expected 
from  their  proportion  of  the  general  population. 
In  other  studies  in  the  San  Francisco  bay  area 
it  was  found  that  the  average  child  spent  about 
10  or  15  per  cent  as  much  time  at  the  movies 
as  in  school.  For  many  children  this  percentage 
amounted  to  30  or  40. 

Because  of  this  popularity,  Dr.  Jones  points  out, 
the  motion  picture  is  deserving  of  consideration  as 
an  influence  for  good  or  bad.  With  the  cooperation 
of  Dr.  Herbert  Conrad  he  tested  the  memory  of 
a  thousand  individuals  for  information  provided 
in  five  different  films.  Contrary  to  the  popular  be- 
lief that  all  people,  including  children,  are  passive 
and  mentally  dormant  during  a  moving  picture,  it 
was  found  that  a  surprising  amount  of  information 
was  remembered  later. 

Tests  were  made  without  telling  the  people  in 
advance  that  they  would  be  required  to  answer 
questions.  Twelve  and  thirteen-year-old  children 
often  turned  in  perfect  memory  scores.  Further 
experiment  revealed  that  the  memory  score  after 
the  lapse  of  a  week  was  80  per  cent  as  high  as  it 
would  have  been  immediately  after  the  picture  was 
shown.  Ordinary  lectures,  even  to  a  college  audi- 
ence, usually  are  only  60  per  cent  retained  after 
the  lapse  of  a  week.  This  indicated  that  young  peo- 
ple are  in  a  highly  assimilative  state  at  a  motion 
picture,  and  the  impression  left  is  durable. 

Similar  studies  on  the  question  of  race  preju- 
dice showed  that  certain  films  had  a  pronounced 
effect  on  preference  for  or  prejudice  against  defi- 
nite racial  groups.  Dr.  L.  L.  Thurstone  of  Chi- 
cago, for  example,  found  that  the  film,  "The  Birth 
of  a  Nation,"  led  to  a  marked  rise  of  prejudice 
against  negroes  in  a  middle  western  town.  "The 
Big  Parade"  and  "What  Price  Glory,"  were  found 
to  be  associated  with  prejudice  against  Germans  in 
a  study  made  by  the  League  of  Nations  Union, 


while  "The  Four  Sons,"  was  found  by  Dr.  Thurs- 
tone to  have  just  the  opposite  effect. 

Concerning  the  type  of  material  contained  in 
the  average  motion  pictures,  Dr.  Jones  cited  a 
study  by  Dr.  Edgar  Dale  of  Ohio  State  University. 
In  a  list  of  115  pictures  selected  at  random,  it  was 
found  that  there  were  depicted  59  cases  of  assault 
and  battery,  17  holdups,  21  kidnappings,  and  71 
deaths.  Dr.  Jones  says:  "This  preoccupation  with 
combat  and  carnage  should  not  be  interpreted  di- 
rectly as  an  indictment  of  the  motion  picture  pro- 
ducers, for  to  a  large  extent  they  are  providing 
only  what  experience  has  shown  to  be  attractive  to 
the  greatest  number  of  people." 

In  conclusion,  he  says:  "No  one  wishes  to  turn 
entertainment  into  propaganda,  nor  to  gain  arbi- 
trary goals  through  censorship;  and  yet  it  would 
be  a  desirable  thing  to  develop  some  wisely 
grounded  plan  for  controlling  the  effects  of 
movies."

Building  Program  Moves  Forward 

(Concluded  from  Page   1  ) 

Parent-Teacher  Association;  Moulder  and  Henry 
Durant  Schools,  which  are  used  by  relief  agencies; 
and  Ethan  Allen  and  Michelangelo,  which  have 
been  turned  over  to  the  Recreation  Commission. 

Of  those  old  schools  still  in  use,  Fremont  has 
been  reduced  from  a  three  to  two  story  building, 
and  completely  rehabilitated;  Irving  M.  Scott  is 
located  in  the  industrial  district  of  San  Francisco 
and  houses  only  about  two  hundred  students;  Rin- 
con  School  is  about  to  be  destroyed  to  make  way 
for  one  of  the  piers  of  the  Bay  Bridge;  Douglas 
School  is  still  in  use;  Buena  Vista  is  to  be  replaced 
with  money  from  the  1934  bond  issue;  and  Agassiz 
School  is  used  as  an  annex  to  Humboldt  Evening 
High,  housing  equipment  for  teaching  such  trades 
as  welding,  electric  welding  and  plumbing. 

In  addition,  at  the  present  time,  concrete  is  being 
poured  for  an  elementary  school  in  Visitacion  Val- 
ley, plans  have  been  approved  for  Francis  Scott 
Key  School  in  the  Sunset  District,  work  is  ready 
to  start  on  Lawton  School,  also  in  the  Sunset  Dis- 
trict, and  all  is  in  readiness  for  commencement  of 
work  on  the  Glen  Park  School. 

San  Francisco's  school  building  program  has 
gone  forward  on  an  even  keel  for  the  past  eleven 
years,  and  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  the  physical 
properties  of  the  system  will  be  second  to  none  in 
the  nation. 
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Extracts  Dr.  Sprout's  Report 

THE  prime  purpose  of  education  is  to  fit  youth 
better  to  take  its  place  in  the  social  order, 
wherever  that  place  may  be.  This  declaration  is 
made  by  Dr.  Robert  G.  Sproul,  president  of  the 
University  of  California,  in  his  biennial  report  to 
Governor  Frank  F.  Merriam.  Dr.  Sproul,  develop- 
ing his  statement,  says: 

"This  means,  in  a  democracy,  that  for  all  citizens 
up  to  a  certain  age-level  there  should  be  a  general 
training  designed  to  raise  the  level  of  intelligence 
and  to  prepare  them  for  living  and  making  a  living. 
This  is  the  highly  important  task  of  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools,  including  the  junior  col- 
leges. The  university  and  the  four-year  college 
should  be  for  those  who  are  attracted  to  and  show 
proficiency  in  scholarship,  either  for  itself  or  as 
preparation  for  a  profession.  Here  the  people 
should  be  satisfied  with  nothing  less  than  the  best 
attainable  institutions,  the  best  attainable  stu- 
dents— institutions  supplied  with  fine  scholars  and 
adequate  facilities;  students  who,  through  interest, 
application  and  performance,  show  themselves  cap- 
able of  effective  use  of  the  opportunities  offered. 

"It  is  in  the  constant  aim  of  the  University  of 
California  to  furnish  the  best  in  higher  education 
to  every  promising  young  man  or  young  woman, 
free  of  tuition  and  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.  So, 
also,  we  try  to  make  it  easy  for  a  capable  and 
faithful  student  to  profit  from  higher  education, 
and  difficult  for  an  indolent  or  unfit  student  either 
to  enter  or  remain  in  the  University.  Every  pub- 
licly supported  four-year  college  in  California 
should  do  likewise,  for  surely  there  is  no  valid 
reason  why  a  state  should  reward  mediocrity  with 
free  tuition  as  long  as  it  chooses  to  stay  in  some 
school. 

"All  applicants  meeting  the  entrance  require- 
ments are  admitted  to  the  University.  There  is  no 
problem  of  overcrowding  either  in  the  University 
as  a  whole  or  in  individual  classes,  except  tempo- 
rarily. Where  students  have  not  qualified  for 
admission,  they  are  given  suggestions  as  to  how 
they  can  qualify,  being  directed  to  the  University 
of  California  Extension  Division,  or  the  inter- 
session,  summer  session  and  post  sessions;  and 
many  have  availed  themselves  of  these  University 
opportunities.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  University 
of  California  has  satisfactory  facilities  to  offer 
every  student  seeking  admission." 


Limitations  of  Radio 

THE  future  of  education  by  radio  is  not  at  all 
promising,  according  to  the  results  of  experi- 
ments on  this  subject  which  have  just  been  com- 
pleted at  the  Harvard  Psychological  Laboratory  by 
Prof.  G.  W.  Allport  and  Dr.  A.  H.  Cantril,  Jr. 

Experimental  comparisons  of  the  presentation 
of  material  to  the  ears  and  to  the  eyes  indicate 
that  difficult  material  is  better  understood  and 
remembered  when  it  is  read  than  when  it  is  heard. 

For  this  investigation,  one  of  a  series  of  studies 
in  the  psychology  of  radio  by  Prof.  Allport  and  Dr. 
Cantril,  the  attempt  was  made  to  get  a  sample 
radio  audience.  The  subjects,  or  listeners,  80  in 
number,  were  equally  divided  according  to  sex, 
and  represented  various  occupational,  educational 
and  age  levels. 

From  their  responses  Dr.  Allport  concluded  that 
a  series  of  radio  lectures  cannot  satisfactorily  sup- 
plant a  textbook  or  an  educational  moving  picture 
as  a  means  of  education. 

The  radio  has  a  dulling  effect  on  the  higher  men- 
tal processes  of  the  listeners,  Dr.  Allport  found. 
The  listener  is  definitely  less  critical,  less  analytic, 
more  passively  receptive,  when  listening  to  the 
radio  than  when  he  is  face  to  face  with  the  speaker. 
Up  to  a  certain  point  it  is  true  that  the  higher  the 
cultural  level  of  the  listener,  the  greater  is  his 
capacity  to  respond  to  auditory  presentation. 

One  test  showed  that  listeners  solved  problems 
of  mental  arithmetic  more  accurately  when  pre- 
sented by  a  speaker  in  the  room  than  when  broad- 
cast. 

In  another  test  two  different  stories  were  read 
simultaneously,  one  being  broadcast,  the  other  read 
by  a  speaker  in  the  room,  and  the  subjects  asked 
to  write  the  story  they  remembered.  Far  more 
of  them  remembered  the  story  read  by  the  speaker 
present,  although  he  was  not  in  sight  of  his 
listeners. 

Simple  material  that  has  been  seen  or  heard 
before  was  found  to  be  more  easily  recognized 
when  the  presentation  was  auditory.  Material  of 
average  difficulty  sr.owed  no  significant  difference 
between  the  two  methods  of  presentation.

U.  C.  Summer  Session

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Loyalty  to  Government  is  Keynote  of  Convention 


LOYALTY  to  the  American  form  of  government, 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  great  ideals 
of  human  betterment  toward  which  America 
strives,  was  the  keynote  of  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  Department  of  Superintendence,  National 
Education  Association,  held  at  Atlantic  City,  Feb- 
ruary 24  to  28. 

The  resolutions  also  "reaffirm  our  unqualified 
belief  in  the  principle  of  academic  freedom  for 
all  workers  in  education  and  favor  the  active  co- 
operation of  the  Department  of  Superintendence 
with  the  National  Education  Association  in  the 
study  of  problems  of  academic  freedom." 

The  full  text  of  the  resolutions  is  as  follows: 
I.  The  Public  Schools  and  American  Ideals.  In  order 
that  the  United  States  of  America  may  rapidly  and 
fully  achieve  its  goal  of  economic,  social,  and  spirit- 
ual well-being  for  all,  and  in  order  that  the  schools 
may  be  an  effective  agency  for  the  realization  of 
this  democratic  goal,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  an 
educational  program  for  all  which  will  stress : 

1.  Knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  great 
ideals  of  human  betterment  toward  which  Amer- 
ica strives. 

2.  Loyalty  to  the  American  form  of  democratic 
government  which  acts  for  and  with  the  people 
to  realize  those  ideals. 

3.  The  ability  and  desire  to  use  intelligence 
rather  than  pressure  and  force  in  making  such 
social  and  economic  changes  as  are  needed  for  the 
improvement  of  American  life. 

4.  Understandings  that  will  help  to  build  a  sound 
economic  order  planned  for  human  welfare. 

5.  The  development  of  the  capacity  to  live  on 
as  high  a  level  as  our  potential  economic  resources 
will  permit. 

6.  Vocational  competence  of  each  individual  to- 
gether with  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
the  contributions  of  other  workers. 

7.  Conditions  which  promote  sound  and  stable 
physical  and  mental  health. 

8.  Advance  in  emotional  stability  and  spiritual 
strength  which  results  in  poise  and  control  of  con- 
duct essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  individual  and 
society  as  a  whole. 


9.  An  understanding  of  other  peoples  of  the 
world  and  a  desire  to  bring  about  a  feeling  of  good 
will  among  the  nations. 

II.  Federal  Participation  in  American  Education. 
In  order  that  such  an  educational  program  may  be 
made  available  to  all  citizens  in  every  state  of  the 
Union,  we  ask  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  the  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress 
assembled : 

1.  Emergency  Aid.  We  ask  that  the  emergency 
aid  necessary  in  distressed  areas  to  keep  the  schools 
open  in  order  that  children  may  not  suffer  the  loss 
of  educational  opportunity  be  based  upon  a  pro- 
gram similar  to  that  which  the  federal  government 
has  provided  in  other  vital  areas  of  our  life;  and 
that  this  program  be  administered  through  the 
Office  of  Education,  and  the  regularly  constituted 
educational  officers  of  the  various  states. 

2.  National  Equalization  of  Educational  Oppor- 
tunity. In  those  areas  where  it  is  not  possible  for 
local  or  state  resources  to  give  every  child  an 
adequate  educational  opportunity,  we  ask  that  a 
program  of  federal  support  be  instituted,  which 
will  insure  the  provision  of  adequate  education  for 
all  children,  and  that  this  program  be  administered 
through  the  Office  of  Education  and  the  depart- 
ments of  education  of  the  various  states. 

3.  Greater  Service  from  the  Office  of  Education. 
In  order  that  the  Federal  Government  may  be  able 
to  cooperate  more  effectively  in  an  American  educa- 
tional program  we  ask  that  the  personnel  of  the 
Office  of  Education  be  restored  immediately  to 
that  which  obtained  before  the  depression,  and 
that  its  staff  be  increased  gradually  to  meet  the 
need  for  research  and  service  which  changing 
conditions  demand. 

4.  A  Comprehensive  National  Survey.  In  order 
that  all  school  districts  may  cooperate  most  effec- 
tively in  the  effort  to  meet  the  ideals  and  standards 
for  American  education,  we  ask  that  provision  be 
made  for  a  comprehensive  national  survey  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  Office  of  Education; 
that  in  the  survey  all  aspects  of  the  educational 
program  in  each  state  upon  which  there  is  no  recent

5.  Provision  for  Unemployed  Youth.  Whereas, 
the  present  unemployment  situation  of  American 
youth,  especially  those  from  sixteen  to  twenty- 
three  years  of  age,  constitutes  a  national  problem 
of  first  magnitude  with  implications  of  great  sig- 
nificance for  the  future  welfare  of  the  nation,  we 
ask  that  adequate  allocation  be  made  from  any 
fund  providing  for  relief,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding immediately  for  these  unemployed  youth  a 
program  of  work  and  education. 

We  believe  that  the  educational  phase  of  such 
a  program  should  be  administered  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Office  of  Education  and  the  state 
departments  of  education. 

III.  Improvement  Within  the  Schools.  In  order  to 
meet  the  new  social  and  economic  conditions  the 
public  schools  must  continue  to  improve.  To  bring 
about  this  improvement  we  favor: 

1.  A  Greater  Emphasis  of  Mental  Hygiene.  With 
the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  psychopathic 
adults  in  the  United  States,  more  attention  should 
be  given  to  mental  hygiene  in  the  public  schools. 

2.  Better  Preparation  for  Citizenship.  An  im- 
provement in  the  public  school  program  which  will 
better  prepare  for  citizenship  in  its  broadest  sense. 
The  political,  social,  and  economic  problems  are 
so  complex  today  that  only  a  well  informed  and 
socially  minded  citizenry  can  hope  to  cope  with 
them.  Democracy  must  justify  itself  by  intelli- 
gence at  the  polls. 

3.  More  Adequate  Teachers'  Salaries.  Of  all  pub- 
lic servants  the  teacher  has  suffered  the  greatest 
material  loss.  With  the  federal  government  lead- 
ing the  way  in  the  complete  restoration  of  salary 
rates,  we  believe  that  salaries  for  workers  in  edu- 
cation should  likewise  be  restored. 

4.  Provision  for  Physically  Handicapped  Chil- 
dren. Increased  medical  and  physical  care  of 
crippled  children  as  provided  for  in  H.E.  4120  and 
S.  1130.  We  recognize  also  the  need  for  increased 
educational  facilities  not  only  for  crippled  children 
but  for  all  types  of  physically  handicapped  children. 
We  therefore  urge  that  there  be  included  in  the  bill 
definite  provisions  under  which  states  will  be  as- 
sisted in  improving  educational  facilities  for  phys- 
ically handicapped  children,  and  that  any  educa- 
tional responsibilities  involved  in  the  bill  be  placed 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Education  in  the  United 
States  Office  of  Education. 

5.  Greater  Emphasis  on  a  Phase  of  Traffic  Safety. 
Realizing  that  each  year  thousands  of  children  and 
adults  are  killed  or  injured  by  those  whose  driving 
skill  has  been  affected  by  intemperance,  we  urge 


a  greater  emphasis  upon  the  knowledges  and  atti- 
tudes that  will  lead  to  an  intelligent  solution  of 
this  problem. 

6.  Academic  Freedom  for  Workers  in  Education. 
We  reaffirm  our  unqualified  belief  in  the  principle 
of  academic  freedom  for  all  workers  in  education, 
and  favor  the  active  cooperation  of  the  Department 
of  Superintendence  with  the  National  Education 
Association  in  the  study  of  the  problems  of  aca- 
demic freedom. 

IV.  Movements  Favorable  to  Education.  We  recog- 
nize the  significance  of  those  movements  outside  of 
the  school  seeking  to  improve  conditions  affecting 
education,  and  seeking  to  bring  about  the  educa- 
tional program  necessary  to  realize  American 
ideals,  we  therefore  favor: 

1.  Legislation  abolishing  child  labor  in  machine 
industry  and  in  all  other  employment  in  which  the 
health  and  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  well-being 
of  children  is  sacrificed. 

2.  Taking  the  profit  out  of  war  and  war-making 
as  originally  presented  in  the  American  Legion 
plan  to  perpetuate  peace. 

3.  The  abolition  of  compulsory  block-booking 
and  blind-selling  which  the  motion  picture  industry 
has  forced  upon  local  exhibitors,  and  urge  legisla- 
tion which  will  give  communities  the  freedom  and 
the  opportunity  of  selection  of  the  motion  pictures 
presented  to  their  people. 

4.  A  provision  for  better  radio  programs  with 
more  time  for  education  and  the  establishment, 
if  necessary,  of  a  United  States  government  net- 
work of  radio  stations  with  control  of  programs 
under  the  direction  of  a  committee  representing 
the  foremost  non-profit  national  educational  and 
cultural  agencies,  these  agencies  to  be  designated 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

V.  Commendation  of  Agencies  Effective  in  Sup- 
port of  Schools.  1.  We  commend  the  activities 
of  the  Joint  Commission  on  the  Emergency  in 
Education  and  we  believe  that  the  Commission 
has  served  effectively  as  a  rallying  point  for  the 
forces  interested  in  the  well-being  of  public  edu- 
cation. We  recommend: 

a.  That  this  Commission  be  continued  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  projects  it  may  now  have 
under  way. 

b.  That  it  continue  to  collect  and  disseminate 
facts  concerning  the  effects  of  the  depression  on 
schools  with  the  end  in  view  of  arousing  the  Amer- 
ican people  to  a  recognition  of  the  gravity  of  the 
present  educational  crisis. 

c.  That  it  continue  its  emphasis  on  the  prepara- 
tion and  distribution  of  materials  in  the  field  of 
public  relations.  We  particularly  commend  the 
Commission  for  the  publication  of  the  bulletin  en- 
titled "Evaluating  the  Public  Schools"  the  Report 
of  the  National  Conference  on  Financing  Educa-

tion  and  other  similar  publications. 

d.  That  the  Commission  be  commended  for  its 
vigorous  defense  of  the  principle  of  universal  edu- 
cational opportunity  and  for  its  aggressive  attack 
on  those  who  would  use  the  depression  to  make 
education  the  privilege  of  few  rather  than  the  right 
of  the  many. 

e.  That  the  Commission  be  encouraged  in  its 
recent  efforts  to  stimulate  interest  in  long-term 
educational  planning  in  the  several  states. 

2.  We  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation 
which  the  schools  throughout  the  country  have 
received  from  lay  organizations  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  children  and  in  the  development  of  the 
American  citizen  of  tomorrow,  and  we  commend 
those  newspapers,  periodicals,  and  broadcasting 
companies,  which  have  actively  supported  public 
education. 

VI.  Expression  of  Appreciation.  We  desire  to  ex-

Report  On  U.  C. 

ACCEPTING  the  duty  of  leadership  required 
of  it  by  the  state  in  matters  pertaining  to 
higher  education,  and  pointing  out  that  not  only 
is  the  University  of  California  one  of  the  largest 
but  also  one  of  the  greatest,  President  Robert 
Gordon  Sproul  recently  made  his  annual  report  to 
Governor  Frank  F.  Merriam.  Summing  the  work 
of  the  year  just  ended,  and  looking  to  the  future, 
President  Sproul  says  the  situation  is  this: 

•  "With  the  largest  number  of  regular  students  in 
its  history,  with  the  greatest  and  most  insistent 
demands  upon  it  for  service,  the  University  has 
been  obliged  during  the  present  biennium  to  oper- 
ate on  a  drastically  reduced  appropriation  from 
the  state — amounting  to  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent 
in  state  support,  compared  to  that  given  in  1931- 
33,  or  19  per  cent  if  appropriations  for  capital 
expenditures  are  excluded.  The  University  almost 
alone  among  state  agencies  has  been  forced  by 
budget  cuts  to  lower  salaries. 

•  "In  spite  of  hardships  and  handicaps  imposed 
by  this  severe  shrinkage,  the  University  commun- 
ity has  risen  to  the  occasion,  and  the  institution 
has  made  shift  to  function  with  efficiency  virtually 
unimpaired;  though  candor  impels  me  to  state  my 
belief  that  continued  denial  of  the  life-blood  of 
adequate  support,  and  further  attempt  to  operate 
the  University  with  attenuated  means,  soon  will 
result  in  a  lessening  of  efficiency  in  all  its  parts 
and  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  people  of  California. 

•  "It  is  because  of  this  that  the  University,  while 
recognizing  the  need  for  wise  economy,  has  ex- 
pressed its  intention  to  ask  the  state  legislature 
of  1935  for  restoration  of  a  share  of  that  financial 
support  which  was  withdrawn  two  years  ago.  This 
increase  requested  for  maintenance  is  approxi- 
mately 10  per  cent  of  the  present  appropriation. 
The  moderateness  of  this  proposal  will  be  apparent, 
it  is  believed,  in  the  light  of  the  University's  re- 
sponsibilities and  necessities  as  brought  out  in  this 
report. 

•  "This  University,  in  which  our  people  have  taken 
justifiable  pride,  for  it  is  of  their  own  creation  and 
has  been  carefully  nurtured  by  them  for  three  gen- 
erations, represents  an  investment  of  the  public 
funds  which  so  far  has  yielded  rich  dividends.  But 
the  point  of  diminished  returns  may  be  perilously 
close  if  the  investment  should  not  be  wisely 
protected. 

•  "It  can  still  be  truthfully  stated,  however,  that 
the  end  is  not  yet.  So  far,  the  University's  first- 
class  position  has  been  sustained,  and  the  people 
of  California  can  feel  gratified  that  they  are  receiv- 
ing, as  they  have  received,  their  money's  worth."

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A  Vocational  Viewpoint 

ggVf  y?  yITH  the  increase  in  the  age  at  which  young 
Y/Y7  people  may  enter  employment  there  is  no 
longer  any  point  in  the  junior  high  school  attempt- 
ing vocational  training,"  declared  Dr.  Wm.  M. 
Proctor,  professor  of  education  at  Stanford  Uni- 
versity, in  a  recent  address.  "Vocational  guidance 
in  the  junior  high  school  at  the  present  time  can 
safely  be  confined  to  the  exploration  of  aptitudes, 
interests  and  abilities,  and  to  the  giving  of  informa- 
tion about  related  groups  of  occupations  in  which 
pupils  manifest  a  lively  interest. 

•  "Instead  of  urging  pupils  to  make  selection  of 
a  vocation,  during  their  junior  high  school  course, 
they  should  be  encouraged  to  postpone  selection 
of  a  specific  vocation  just  as  long  as  possible.  They 
should  be  encouraged  to  investigate  all  sorts  of 
vocational  possibilities,  and  also  to  study  their 
own  capacities  with  relation  to  those  fields  in  which 
they  find  themselves  most  interested,  but  final 
decisions  should  be  delayed  until  nearer  the  time 
when  a  decision  will  have  greater  significance. 

•  "Growing  out  of  the  decreased  emphasis  upon 
vocational  guidance  in  the  junior  high  school,  there 
has  been  an  increased  emphasis  on  such  other 
phases  of  guidance  as  social,  health,  curricular,  and 
recreational  or  avocational  guidance  in  this  unit  of 
the  school  system.  The  tendency  to  think  in  terms 
of  the  whole  child  and  all  of  his  needs  is  becoming 
more  and  more  evident.  This  means  that  there  is 
greater  emphasis  upon  the  necessity  for  providing 
all  those  services  which  shall  enable  the  pupil  to 
find  himself  in  relation  to  his  total  environment 
and  to  make  successful  adjustment  to  the  various 
aspects  of  that  environment. 

•  "Since  the  junior  high  school  in  this  state  has 
been  freed  from  responsibility  in  the  matter  of 
college  preparation,  all  the  colleges  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  having  expressed  a  willingness  to  accept 
students  for  admission  on  the  basis  of  work  done 
in  the  senior  high  school  alone,  it  is  possible  for 
the  junior  high  schools  to  develop  their  curricular 
offerings  and  enlarge  their  guidance  services  with 
a  view  to  becoming  in  fact,  as  well  as  in  theory, 
exploratory,  or  broadening  and  finding  institutions, 
where  the  motto  is  'the  largest  possible  measure 
of  freedom  to  the  pupil,  under  careful  guidance.' 

•  "Another  trend  in  present  day  secondary  educa- 
tion, which  in  turn  affects  the  program  of  pupil 
guidance,  is  that  which  is  relegating  the  vocational 
courses  to  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  of  the 
senior  high  school  and  to  the  junior  college."

2.  To  appreciate  the  traditions  and  social  history  of 
our  country  as  exemplified  in  our  literature  and  the 
lives  of  our  great  leaders. 

3.  To  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  fundamental 
documents  upon  which  American  Government  is  based, 
to  wit,  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

4.  To  have  an  understanding  and  respect  for  Ameri- 
can law,  its  inception,  formulation  and  administration. 

5.  To  have  an  appreciation  of  the  American  standard 
of  living. 

6.  To  be  acquainted  with  the  advantages  of  our 
American  system  of  government,  and  the  wisdom  of 
the  lawful  determination  of  changes  in  governmental 
policies. 

7 .  To  take  a  greater  part  and  interest  in  civics,  social 
and  governmental  affairs  and  problems. 

8.  To  be  self-reliant,  intellectually  honest,  and  to 
accept  social  and  individual  responsibilities. 

9.  To  have  a  finer  evaluation  of  American  ideals. 
10.    To  have  an  understanding  of,  and  an  appreciation 

for  the  American  Public  Schools,  and  loyally  to  support 
them.

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Memory  of  Mrs,  Mary  Prag  Honored 


A  MEMORIAL  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  was  held  on  Tuesday, 
March  19  to  honor  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Mary  Prag, 
dean  of  the  commissioners  of  education,  who  died 
at  her  Webster  Street  home  here  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, March  17.  Said  President  C.  Harold  Caulfield 
in  calling  the  meeting  to  order: 

"Not  within  the  memory  of  any  present  Commissioner 
of  Education  has  this  Board  been  faced  with  the  sad  duty 
of  hatting  its  business  in  a  sincere  and  honest  tribute  to  a 
worthy  woman  and  an  honored  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  As 
we  stand  as  individuals  on  occasions  of  this  kind  and 
beat  with  unavailing  hands  at  the  door  of  the  tomb,  we 
learn  to  understand  the  value  of  those  virtues  and  those 
elements  of  character  that  have  endeared  Mrs.  Prag,  not 
only  to  her  fellow-commissioners,  but  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  The  grief  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation expresses  this  afternoon  is  a  selfish  grief.  We  mourn 
oyer  the  loss  that  has  come  to  the  School  Department  and 
we  commiserate  with  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  on 
the  loss  that  is  theirs;  and,  almost  hesitatingly,  we  ven- 
ture to  express  our  sympathy  and  to  extend  the  hand 
of  fellowship  to  those  of  her  blood  who  grieve  at  her  loss. 

Death  comes  stealthily,  and,  sometimes,  speedily;  but 
on  this  occasion  it  seemed  to  withhold  its  hand,  as  if 
hesitating  to  take  from  a  sphere  of  useful  and  earthly 
activity,  so  splendid  a  character." 

Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon,  vice-president  of  the 
Board,  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  and  con- 
cluded the  meeting: 

Whereas:  Divine  Providence  called  from  this  life 
on  March  seventeenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  Mrs.  Mary  Prag,  Dean  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools, 
and 

Whereas:  Mrs.  Prag  devoted  her  entire  adult 
life  to  the  cause  of  youth  and  education  beginning 
as  a  classroom  teacher  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four  and  later  as  head  of  the  history  de- 
partment at  Girls  High  School  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and 

Whereas:  Mrs.  Prag's  high  influence  upon  girl- 
hood and  her  rich  intellectual  gifts  were  recognized 
in  her  appointment  as  vice-principal  of  Girls  High 
School  in  nineteen  hundred  and  five  and  in  that 
capacity  her  progressive  educational  methods 
found  favor  throughout  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  long  after  her  withdrawal  from  active  ser- 
vice as  a  teacher  in  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty, 
and 

Whereas  :  In  recognition  of  her  service  to  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  and  because  of  the 
brilliant  talents  she  had  ceaselessly  devoted  to  the 
cause  of  education,  the  Honorable  James  Rolph, 
Jr.,  some-time  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  named  Mrs.  Prag  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 


dred and  twenty-one,  a  position  which  she  filled 
with  such  distinction  and  credit  that  she  was  re- 
nominated and  reelected  for  successive  seven  year 
terms  beginning  in  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  and  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and 

Whereas:  Mrs.  Prag  was  possessed  of  a  rich  ex- 
perience and  a  keen  insight  into  the  high  purposes 
of  public  education  to  which  gifts  were  added  a 
power  of  achievement,  a  tenacity  of  purpose,  a 
remarkable  vitality,  and  a  keen  sense  of  humor, 
which  were  invaluable  in  solving  the  many  prob- 
lems which  confronted  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  during  her  years  of  service,  and 

Whereas:  Mrs.  Prag  devoted  a  life  time  of  earn- 
est endeavor  to  the  welfare  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools,  both  as  a  teacher  and  as  an  admin- 
istrator, having  been  one  of  the  earliest  advocates 
of  teacher  rights,  being  foremost  in  the  prolonged 
struggle  to  obtain  an  adequate  tenure  and  retire- 
ment system  through  legislation, 

NOW  THEREFORE  be  it 

Resolved:  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  in  regular  session  this  day  assembled 
lament  and  mourn  the  death  of  this  distinguished 
citizen  and  devoted  friend  of  youth  who  gave  her- 
self without  thought  of  return  to  the  service  of  the 
schools  she  loved  so  well,  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved:  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation express  sincere  sympathy  to  Hon.  Florence 
Prag  Kahn,  and  other  surviving  members  of  the 
family  in  their  bereavement,  and  that  this  Board 
approve  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee,  Sup- 
erintendent, that  classes  in  all  San  Francisco 
public  schools  shall  be  dismissed  prior  to  the  hour 
of  the  conduct  of  sacred  services  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  Prag,  and  further  as  a  mark  of  honor  to  the 
memory  of  our  late  colleague,  order  that  the  flags 
on  all  public  schools  be  lowered  to  half  staff  until 
the  hour  when  the  last  rites  shall  have  been  said 
for  our  beloved  associate,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved:  That  when  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education  adjourn  today,  it  do  so  out  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Mary  Prag  and  further, 
that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Board  this  day  and  that  suitably 
engrossed  copies  be  presented  to  the  family  of  our 
departed  Commissioner. 

Superintendent  Lee  said: 

"It  has  been  my  privilege  to  know  Mrs.  Mary 
Prag  only  since  coming  to  San  Francisco.  Never- 
theless this  brief  acquaintance  revealed  to  me  one 
of  the  most  interesting  personalities  I  have  ever 
met — a  brilliant  intellect  that  had  become  keener 
as  the  years  passed,  a  comprehension  of  local  and 
national  affairs  that  was  extraordinary,  a  vitality 
both  physical  and  mental  which  cried  denial  to  the 
fact  that  she  was  an  octogenarian,  an  experience 
in  educational  affairs  that  more  than  covered  the 
Biblical  span  of  three-score-and-ten,  and  a  memory 
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for  persons  and  events  which  made  any  contact 
with  her  a  rare  experience. 

"San  Francisco  has  lost  one  of  its  most  colorful 
public  women." 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  described  Mrs. 
Prag  as: 

"A  pioneer  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  she 
saw  the  city  of  her  adoption  rise  from  an  humble 
beginning  to  a  city  of  world-wide  importance.  The 
end  of  a  career,  rich  in  accomplishments,  found 
her  still  active  in  her  chosen  vocation,  after  a 
continuous  service,,  extending  over  sixty-four  years. 
"Until  the  last,  her  rich  intellectual  gifts,  keen 
sense  of  humor  and  remarkable  vitality,  remained 
undiminished.  Few,  if  any  public  servant  in  our 
civic  history  labored  so  long  or  so  unselfishly  as 
this  remarkable  woman.  Thousands  of  our  fellow- 
citizens  were  the  fortunate  recipients  of  her  teach- 
ing. I  join  them,  her  hosts  of  friends  and  our  citi- 
zenship, generally,  in  tendering  my  sincere  and 
heartfelt  sympathy  to  those  who  mourn  the  passing 
of  this  truly  distinguished  citizen." 

Hon.  Julian  I.  Goodell,  judge  of  the  superior 
court,  adjourned  court  on  Monday  out  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Prag. 

Miss  Genevieve  Carroll,  in  adjourning  a  meeting 
of  the  Teachers  Association  of  San  Francisco,  as 
president  said: 

"Mrs.  Prag  was  a  beacon  light  in  the  educational 
life  of  San  Francisco.  The  teaching  profession  has 
lost  its  most  outstanding  member  in  her  death." 
Before  a  congregation  of  dignitaries  and  states- 
men of  diverse  faiths,  sprinkled  with  children  and 
teachers  from  the  Public  Schools  she  loved  so  well, 
the  body  of  Mrs.  Mary  Prag  was  tenderly  borne 
from  Temple  Emanu-El,  on  last  Wednesday  to  the 
family  plot  in  Home  of  Peace  Cemetery.  The  im- 
pressive, but  simple  service  of  Mrs.  Prag's  faith 
was  read  by  Dr.  Reuben  Rinder. 

Mrs.  Prag  had  been  ill  for  the  past  three  months 
and  the  end  came  to  this  patriarch  of  education  at 
her  Webster  Street  home  in  the  presence  of  her 
daughter,  Congresswoman  Florence  Prag  Kahn  and 
her  two  grandsons,  Conrad  Kahn  and  Julius  Kahn, 
Jr. 

Thus  closed  was  the  career  of  one  whose  life  was 
so  interwoven  with  the  development  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  and  her  influence  so 
marked  that  many  of  the  policies  which  she  formu- 
lated go  marching  on  in  the  cause  of  public 
education. 

At  Girls  High  School,  scene  of  Mrs.  Prag's  work 
as  a  teacher  for  33  years,  a  special  assembly  was 
held  on  last  Monday  at  which  the  entire  student 
body  paid  tribute  to  the  memory  of  this  beloved 
educator.  Before  the  hour  of  the  service  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  were  dismissed  in  honor 
of  her  memory.

George  C.  Kyte,  professor  of  education,  Univer- 
sity of  California,  has  explained  the  historical  ob- 
jectives of  the  Association  as  follows: 

"In  1921  and  1922,  educational  research  and 
guidance  were  given  considerable  impetus  in  Cali- 
fornia due  to  the  movements  under  way.  City 
school  bureaus  of  educational  research  and  guid- 
ance were  being  established,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland 
and  Berkeley  having  taken  the  lead.  The  bureau 
of  juvenile  research  at  Whittier  State  School  was 
already  rendering  excellent  service.  Bureaus  of 
research  were  being  developed  in  the  University 
of  California  and  San  Jose  State  Teachers  College. 
The  National  Educational  Research  Association 
had  been  organized,  including  in  its  membership 
research  workers  in  California  as  well  as  elsewhere. 

"The  time  was  opportune,  therefore,  for  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Pacific  Coast  Division  of  the 
Educational  Research  Association.  Dr.  W.  W. 
Kemp,  then  President  of  San  Jose  State  Teachers 
College,  Dr.  John  K.  Norton,  Dr.  Corinne  Davis  and 
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Dr.  James  C.  DeVoss,  members  of  the  College 
staff;  Dr.  R.  S.  French,  Dr.  F.  W.  Hart,  and  Profes- 
sor C.  E.  Rugh  of  the  University  of  California; 
Dr.  L.  M.  Terman  and  W.  M.  Proctor  of  Stanford 
University;  Dr.  V.  E.  Dickson  of  Oakland  and  Ber- 
keley, and  Dr.  J.  H.  Williams  of  the  Whittier  State 
School  were  active  in  creating  the  organization. 
The  finances  necessary  for  getting  the  association 
started  and  for  developing  a  first  program  were 
furnished  by  President  Kemp  of  the  Teachers 
College. 

"On  May  19  and  20, 1922,  the  first  series  of  meet- 
ings were  held  at  San  Jose  State  Teachers  College, 
Dr.  Kemp  serving  as  the  first  president.  Many  of 
the  persons  listed  above  and  others  presented 
papers  at  this  conference.  A  permanent  organiza- 
tion was  formed  with  a  membership  of  about  eighty 
persons.  So  successful  were  the  first  meetings 
deemed  to  be  that  steps  were  taken  to  publish  the 
proceedings.  Again  President  Kemp  came  forward 
with  the  necessary  funds — those  who  own  copies 
of  the  volume  still  cherish  them. 

"In  succeeding  years  the  California  Educational 
Research  Association  grew  in  numbers  and  in  im- 
portance until  it  became  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  Northern  Section  and  the  Southern  Section. 
During  the  early  years  of  its  growth,  the  develop- 
ment was  furthered  by  providing  one  guest  speaker 
in  addition  to  the  local  participants.  Dr.  H.  Franzen 
of  the  Des  Moines  City  Schools'  Educational  Re- 
search Bureau,  Dr.  E.  L.  Thorndike  of  Columbia 
University,  Dr.  B.  S.  Buckingham  of  Ohio  State 
University,  and  Dr.  William  E.  Bagley  of  Columbia 
University  were  prominent  guest  speakers.  In  re- 
cent years  the  large  amount  of  fine  research  studies 
by  local  members  have  made  it  unnecessary  to 
invite  others  to  perform.  The  real  problem  has  be- 
come one  of  selecting  from  the  wealth  of  local 
research  studies  which  are  available  each  year."

"This  I  would  most  respectfully  urge  every  San.

As  a  feature  of  Public  Schools  Week,  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  and  Guidance  has  arranged  a  voca- 
tional guidance  trip  for  fifty  senior  and  junior  high 
school  students  to  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay 
Bridge  on  Thursday,  April  11,  the  bridge  engineer 
to  meet  these  students  at  the  Harrison  Street  cut 
and  explain  to  them  the  bridge  construction  and 
its  approaches.  , 

Four  picked  students  from  the  senior  class  of 
each  high  school — two  boys  and  two  girls— and 
two  from  the  senior  class  of  each  junior  high  school 
— one  boy  and  one  girl — have  been  selected  for  this 
trip.  They  will  be  expected  to  give  a  report  to  their 
various  schools  of  what  they  learned  on  this  trip.

school. 
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Education  Is  Only  Cure  For  Drug  Habits,  Sheriff  Points  Out 


THAT  EDUCATION  is  the  first  step  in  com- 
bating the  narcotic  evil  as  it  exists  today  in 
San  Francisco  and  throughout  the  Nation,  was  the 
message  delivered  by  Sheriff  William  J.  Fitzgerald 
in  an  address  last  week  before  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools  Forum  at  Balboa  High  School.  The 
great  majority  of  dope  addicts  who  fall  into  the 
hands  of  peace  authorities,  said  Sheriff  Fitzgerald, 
have  never  progressed  above  the  elementary 
grades. 

Enactment  of  a  law  dealing  with  the  habitual 
narcotic  addict  in  the  same  manner  as  the  present 
law  deals  with  habitual  criminals,  has  been  advo- 
cated by  Sheriff  Fitzgerald  and  will  be  considered, 
it  is  hoped,  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. This  would  provide  that  a  person  convicted 
for  the  fourth  time  as  an  addict  could  be  imprisoned 
for  the  rest  of  his  natural  life,  subject  to  parole 
only  if  the  authorities  were  convinced  that  he  had 
been  permanently  cured. 

Eighty-one  dope  users  are  now  in  custody  of  the 
sheriff,  who  estimates  that  at  least  that  many 
more  are  wandering  the  streets,  pilfering  wherever 
possible  to  obtain  money  for  the  purchase  of  drugs. 
Addiction  is  common  among  the  wayward  classes. 
Of  those  awaiting  trial  for  felonies  ten  percent 
have  the  drug  habit  and  of  the  misdemeanants 
thirty-three  percent,  or  one  out  of  every  three! 
Drug  users  are  in  jail  because  of  some  crime,  usu- 
ally petit  theft  or  vagrancy,  or  begging  or  selling 
narcotics. 

"Perhaps  the  surest  test  of  a  narcotic  addict  is 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  pupils  of  his  eyes 
contract  and  dilate  in  reaction  to  changes  in  light," 
said  the  sheriff.  "If  there  is  no  such  reaction  it  is 
a  good  indication  that  drugs  have  been  used,  be- 
cause such  use  has  the  effect  of  paralyzing  the 
annular  muscle  surrounding  the  pupil  and  deaden- 
ing its  sensitiveness. 

"With  the  drug  addict  as  with  the  alcoholic," 
Sheriff  Fitzgerald  went  on  to  say,  "deprivation  of 
the  thing  craved  causes  great  mental  and  physical 
anguish.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  patient 
suffers  less  and  recovers  sooner  if  we  do  not  resort 
to  any  system  of  gradually  tapering  off.  During 
this  period  the  jail  physician  eases  their  distress 
by  the  administration  of  nourishment  and  medicine, 
chief  among  which  are  milk  and  asperin.  These 
unfortunates  come  to  us  usually  in  a  very  emaciated 
condition.  Drug  addiction  brings  about  inability 
to  retain  food,  with  attendant  loss  of  weight.  Ordi- 
narily in  a  few  months  time,  while  in  jail,  the 
addict  will  regain  twenty-five  or  thirty  pounds." 

Illustrating  his  remarks  with  a  number  of  very 
interesting  exhibits,  the  sheriff  pointed  out  that 
confinement  does  not  cure  the  drug  user  from  his 
or  her  craving  for  narcotics,  and  that  every  con- 
ceivable scheme  is  employed  to  smuggle  dope  into 


the  jail.  Constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  jail 
administration  is  required  to  combat  these  never- 
ceasing  efforts  to  procure  drugs. 

Narcotics  have  been  discovered  beneath  the  flaps 
of  envelopes  mailed  to  inmates,  or  beneath  the 
stamp.  Post  cards  have  been  split,  dope  deposited 
between  the  two  layers  and  the  whole  carefully 
glued  together  again.  Clothing,  paper  and  other 
absorbent  articles  have  been  soaked  in  drugs,  dried 
and  an  attempt  made  to  deliver  them  to  prisoners. 
Walnuts  have  been  opened,  the  meat  replaced  with 
a  bindle  of  morphine,  and  the  two  halves  of  the 
shell  glued  together.  The  interior  of  fruit  has  been 
used  as  a  hiding  place.  The  entire  coating  of  an 
angel  cake  has  been  of  morphine  instead  of  sugar. 
Hollowing  out  of  spaces  beneath  shoe  heels,  stuffing 
of  the  toes  of  shoes  or  of  the  lining,  replacement 
of  part  of  the  lead  of  a  pencil,  false  covers  on 
match  boxes — these  and  many  other  schemes  to 
deliver  dope  are  common  occurrances.  Even  a  ball 
of  mud  containing  a  bindle  or  two  has  been  thrown 
over  the  jail  fence  for  an  inmate  to  recover. 

"Back  of  all  our  efforts  to  combat  the  dope  evil," 
the  speaker  concluded,  "lies  the  real  solution  of  our 
problems,  education  of  our  young  so  that  they  may 
be  too  intelligent  in  later  years  to  begin  this  prac- 
tice which  blasts  hopes,  ruins  lives  and  makes  the 
addict  a  menace  to  society.  With  proper  education 
our  great  army  of  dope  addicts  will  not  receive 
the  recruits  necessary  to  maintain  their  present 
strength  of  numbers." 

Sheriff  Fitzgerald  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Rose 
H.  Haslett,  director  of  the  Forum.

LLOYD  W.  DINKELSPIEL  was  formally 
received  as  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  at  the  Tuesday,  April  16,  meet- 
ing, succeeding  to  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Mary  Prag  who  was  called  by  death  on  March 
17.  Mrs.  Dinkelspiel  was  accompanied  to  the  meet- 
ing by  Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon,  ranking  woman 
member  of  the  Board. 

The  ceremony  was  opened  upon  the  presentation 
to  Mrs.  Dinkelspiel  of  a  certificate  of  appointment 
to  membership  on  the  Board  signed  by  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi. 

In  receiving  the  new  appointee,  President  Caul- 
field  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"Mrs.  Dinkelspiel,  we  value 
the  wisdom  of  the  Mayor  in 
selecting  you  to  serve  on  this 
Board  of  Education  with  us, 
because  we  feel  that  you  bring 
to  us  something  that  this 
Board  needs.  You  bring  a 
spirit  of  willingness;  you 
bring  the  energy  of  your 
youth,  and  you  bring  your  ex- 
perience and  the  ability  of 
your  intellect.  We  know  of 
your  work  in  matters  that  ap- 
peal to  the  citizens  at  large 
and  which  are  not  selfish 
projects  but  which  are  for  the 
general  good.  We  know  of 
your  work  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Mills  College;  and 
we  feel  that  it  was  those  quali- 
ties, coupled  with  your  per- 
sonal charm  and  the  ability 
that  you  bring  here,  that  im- 
pelled the  Mayor  to  appoint 
you.  We  want  you  to  feel  that 
while  my  words  of  welcome 
are  short  and  simple,  they  are 
sincere,  and  we  hope  that  you

DinkelspiePs  appointment  to  membership  on  the 
Educational  Functions  Committee  of  the  Board, 
succeeding  to  Mrs.  Prag's  place.  Mrs.  Sheldon  was 
named  Chairman  of  the  Educational  Functions 
Committee  by  Mr.  Caulfield. 

The  new  commissioner  enjoys  the  distinction  of 

being  the  youngest  citizen  ever  named  to  sit  as  a 

member   of   the    Board    of   Education   since    that 

body   was    formed,    83   years 

ago. 

Mrs.  Dinkelspiel  is  a  San 
Franciscan  and  a  graduate  of 
Mills  College.  She  is  the 
mother  of  two  children,  Fran- 
ces, aged  six,  and  Lloyd,  Jr., 
aged  four.  For  many  years 
Mrs.  Dinkelspiel  has  been  very 
active  in  Community  Chest 
work,  is  the  President  of  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  of  Mt. 
Zion  Hospital  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Girl's  Club,  a  Chest 
agency.  She  is  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Mills  College.  Mrs.  Dinkel- 
spiel is  the  wife  of  Lloyd  W. 
Dinkelspiel,  San  Francisco  at- 
torney, and  is  the  daughter 
of  Mrs.  I.  W.  Hellman  and  the 
late  I.  W.  Hellman,  Jr.  She 
was  Chairman  of  the  Women's 
Division,  Tenth  Annual  Jewish 
National  Welfare  Fund  Cam- 
paign. 

Mrs.  Dinkelspiel  succeeds 
to  a  seven  year  term,  expiring 
January  8,  1937,  five  years  of  which  Mrs.  Prag 
had  served  at  the  time  of  her  death.  The  new 
charter  adopted  in  1931,  changed  the  length  of 
each  term  from  seven  to  five  years  but  was  not 
retroactive  in  its  provisions. 


"It  is  unhappily  true  that  friends  of  education  and 
believers  in  democracy  must  be  on  the  alert  as  they  have 
never  had  to  be  in  the  past  in  order  to  preserve  unimpaired 
this  essential  toot  of  democracy.  Apparently  there  are 
those  in  the  land  who  are  taking  advantage  of  the  eco- 
nomic strain  and  stress  under  which  we  have  been  suffer- 
ing to  dim  the  light  that  has  guided  our  course  since 
pioneer  days.  It  is  being  urged  that  we  have  spent  too 
much  money  on  education.  Those  who  thus  counsel  us 
would  turn  back  the  clock  for  more  than  a  hundred 
years.  They  do  not  seem  to  realize  that  civilization  and 
education  go  hand  in  hand." — HAROLD  L.   ICKES. 
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New  Demands  on  Education 

ADDRESSING  the  state  conference  of  Secon- 
dary School  Principals  and  Executives  here 
on  Monday,  April  15,  Vierling  Kersey,  state  super- 
intendent of  schools,  declared  provision  must  be 
made  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  education 
in  after-high  school  years  which  will  accelerate 
during  the  next  decade. 

"As  a  state  we  are  committed  to  the  obligation 
of  meeting  the  consistent  and  increasing  popular 
demand  for  after-high-rchool  and  post- junior  col- 
lege educational  opportunity  for  all  youth,"  he 
said. 

"Just  as  it  is  our  duty  to  protect  youth  against 
the  demoralizing  influence  of  a  passing  unemploy- 
ment period,  we  may  predict  that  even  though  this 
era  passes  and  jobs  are  available  for  high  school 
graduates,  these  very  graduates  as  well  as  parents 
and  employers  will  consistently  demand  more  edu- 
cational opportunities  and  training  of  and  for  all 
youth  capable  of  profiting  therefrom." 

"Technical,  vocational,  semi-professional  train- 
ing is  gradually  being  pushed  up  into  collegiate 
education  levels.  Already  two  years  beyond  high 
school  is  not  a  sufficient  training  period  for  many 
vocations.  The  high  school  has  become,  and  in 
increasing  instances  the  junior  college  is  coming  to 
be,  the  level  of  educational  maturity  required  as  a 
prerequisite  to  entrance  into  any  type  of  special- 
ized vocational,  semi-professional  or  professional 
training.  The  ordinary  citizen  now  depends  upon 
democratic  educational  opportunity  on  the  collegi- 
ate level  for  all  children  who  can  profit  therefrom. 

"A  summary  of  public  opinion  seems  to  indicate 
a  definite  demand  for  more  collegiate  educational 
opportunity  at  convenient  centers  throughout  the 
state.  Parents  do  not  desire  elaborate,  extravagant, 
expensive  collegiate  offerings.  They  are  convinced 
that  at  no  extraordinary  cost  more  college  educa- 
tional opportunity  can  be  provided  to  meet  the 
needs  of  their  children.  These  parents  demand  gen- 
eral educational  opportunities  and  they  will  demand 
the  highest  standards  of  accomplishment." 

"Such  regional  educational  opportunities  should 
not  destroy  the  junior  college  system  and  must 
not  weaken  the  University  of  California,"  Kersey 
said  in  emphasizing  that  such  added  college  edu- 
cational opportunity  should  be  located  in  accord 
with  a  plan  to  serve  the  state  for  many  years. 

"Tradition  and  the  evolution  of  public  education 
in  California  seem  to  warrant  a  university  system 
and  a  system  of  public  schools,"  he  continued.  "Ob- 
viously not  all  are  fitted  to  benefit  by  university 
training.  Probably  not  all  of  those  who  do  go 
to  university  are  fitted  to  benefit  by  the  opportu- 
nities of  four  year  college  education.  Nevertheless, 
increasing  numbers  are  being  prepared  more  and 
more  adequately  by  our  improved  high  school  and 
elementary  education  to  take  advantage  of  ex- 
tended after-high  school  and  post-junior  college 
educational  opportunities."

Need  For  Symphony 

THE  COMMITTEE  in  charge  of  the  "Save  our 
Symphony"  campaign  desires  to  express  its 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  certificated 
staff  for  the  genuine  interest  shown  in  the  educa- 
tional endeavor  to  acquaint  citizens  with  the  pur- 
pose of  Charter  Amendment  Number  3  which  will 
be  voted  upon  at  a  special  election  to  be  held  on 
May  2. 

Under  the  proposal  the  municipality  would  be 
empowered  to  make  a  contribution  not  to  exceed 
$35,000  annually  for  the  partial  support  of  the 
symphony  orchestra.

Shot  through  this 
heritage  are  the  immortal  strains  of  Beethoven,  and 
Mozart,  and  Tehaikovsky  and  all  the  great  musical 
giants  of  symphonic  literature.  It  is  unthinkable 
that  such  a  city  with  such  a  rich  background  shall 
be  without  a  symphonv. 

"We  in  the  Public  Schools  think  of  music  as  an 
essential  part  of  man's  spiritual  existence.  We  are 
teaching  the  children  of  San  Francisco  to  the  end 
that  as  they  approach  maturity  there  shall  have 
been  built  up  in  them  deep  and  abiding  apprecia- 
tions of  the  art  of  music.  We  are  consciously  trying 
to  create  a  spiritual  appetite  for  music  that  will 
not  be  denied  as  long  as  these  children  shall  live. 
What  shall  we  say  to  them  if  San  Francisco  shall 
awaken  to  the  fact  that  the  symphony  is  dead!"

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Charles  A.  Derry  Named  to  Succeed  Ira  W.  Coburn 

CHARLES  A.  DERRY,  editor  of  the  Labor 
Clarion,  was  named  a  member  of  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Education  by  His  Honor,  Mayor 
Angelo  J.  Rossi  on  Thursday,  April  24,  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Com- 
missioner Ira  W.  Coburn  because  of  ill  health. 

Mr.  Derry's  appointment,  the  second  in  two 
weeks,  completes  the  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  seven  members,  and  marks  the  return 
to  the  Board  of  Education  of  an  official  representa- 
tive of  organized  labor,  the  first  since  Senator 
Daniel  C.  Murphy  resigned  in  1932  when  he  ac- 
cepted appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

The  new  commissioner  was  introduced  to  Presi- 
dent C.  Harold  Caulfield  by  Mayor  Rossi  in  the 
Mayor's  office  on  last  Friday.  He  will  be  formally 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Education  at  a  meeting 
to  be  held  tomorrow,  April  30. 

Mr.  Derry  succeeded  the  late  James  W.  Mullen, 
as  editor  of  the  Labor  Clarion.  Mr.  Mullen  will  be 
remembered  among  the  certificated  staff  as  the 
chairman  of  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  the  Study 
of  Teachers'  Salaries  in  1929. 

Printer,  writer,  legislator,  labor  leader  and  pub- 
lisher, Mr.  Derry  brings  to  his  new  post  a  wealth 
of  experience.  For  several  years  he  was  an  official 
of  San  Francisco  Typographical  Union,  and  acted 
as  member  of  two  arbitration  boards  which  settled 
wage  controversies  between  the  Union  and  news- 
paper publishers.  He  represented  San  Francisco 
Typographical  Union  at  Seattle  convention  of  the 
International  Union  in  1929,  and  the  following  year 
was  appointed  by  President  Howard,  of  that  body, 
a  member  of  a  commission  which  met  at  Indiana- 
polis to  determine  whether  or  not  the  headquarters 
should  be  removed  from  that  city. 

Mr.  Derry  was  born  in  England  in  1870  and  came 
with  his  widowed  mother  and  younger  brother  to 
the  United  States  in  1884.  He  was  apprenticed  to 
the  printer's  trade  and  became  a  journeyman  mem- 
ber of  the  Typographical  Union  at  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  in  1888.  He  came  to  the  Pacific  Coast  in 
1889,  working  in  the  composing  room  of  the  Seattle 
"Post-Intelligencer"  for  several  years,  and  in  the 
State  Printing  Office  at  Olympia.  He  represented 
the  Seattle  Typographical  Union  at  two  conven- 
tions of  the  International  Union. 

During  the  depression  of  1892-1895  he  was  an 
itinerant  printer,  working  in  many  of  the  large 
cities  of  the  country  at  various  times.  In  1895  he 
located  in  Spokane  and  served  as  president  of  the 
union  and  also  president  of  the  Central  Labor 
Council.  He  returned  to  Seattle  in  1898  and  worked 
there  several  years,  during  which  time  he  served 
as  representative  of  the  International  Typograph- 
ical Union  in  Washington,  Oregon  and  British  Co- 
lumbia. In  1903  he  went  to  Oregon,  and  later  to

Montana,  where  in  1909  he  represented  Missoula 
County  in  the  State  Legislature.  In  1913  he  went  to 
Alaska,  where  he  was  editor  of  the  "Iditarod 
Pioneer,"  a  weekly  newspaper,  for  four  years. 
Later  he  was  editor  of  the  "Cordova  Times"  for 
two  years  and  a  half. 

In  1920  he  was  elected  by  a  referendum  of  the 
Democratic  voters  of  the  Territory  to  represent 
them  as  one  of  the  four  delegates  to  the  Democratic 
National  Convention,  held  in  San  Francisco.  He 
decided  not  to  return  to  Alaska,  and  worked  on 
various  local  newspapers  for  several  years. 

Mr.  Derry  was  married  in  San  Francisco  in  1921 
to  Flora  Backmann  who  passed  away  last  year. 

The  resignation  of  Commissioner  Coburn  who 
had  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education 
since  1924  was  received  with  regret  throughout 
the  school  system.  Mr.  Coburn  had  not  attended  a 
meeting  since  October  9  and  until  recently  was  at 
his  country  place  near  Los  Gatos  recovering  from 
a  breakdown  because  of  overwork  in  his  many 
community  activities.  Recently  he  has  been  able 
to  return  to  San  Francisco  and  to  resume  his  busi-

ness  activity  but  his  advisors  felt  that  any  attempt 
to  continue  as  a  Commissioner  of  Education  might 
overtax  his  physical  resources. 

During  Mr.  Coburn's  eleven  years  of  service  he 
exemplified  the  combination  of  successful  business 
man  and  public  spirited  citizen  so  essential  to 
volunteer  official  service  in  a  Republic.  He  served 
as  president  of  the  Board  for  two  years  and  aided 
the  Board  in  the  solution  of  many  technical 
problems,  particularly  as  related  to  the  building 
program. 


Outdoor  Girl  Competition 

TEACHERS  of  riding  classes  in  high  schools 
are  authorized  to  call  attention  of  students  to 
the  recent  letter  issued  by  Vierling  Kersey,  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  endorsing 
the  plan  for  a  statewide  competition  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selecting  California's  representative  out- 
door public  high  school  girl. 

Mr.  Kersey  writes  as  follows : 

"For  years  it  has  been  my  ambition  that  the 
youth  of  California  might  be  developed  in  a  whole- 
some, healthful  way  through  the  high  schools  with 
an  individuality  for  our  state  that  might  mean  a 
great  deal  in  time. 

"I  have  always  been  particularly  anxious  that 
our  boys  and  girls  should  know  how  to  swim  and  to 
ride  horseback,  and  I  think  the  following  plan  which 
we  will  try  out  this  year  as  an  experiment  may  be 
developed  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  not  only 
serve  greatly  to  increase  the  health  of  our  Califor- 
nia high  school  graduates,  but  will  become  of  con- 
siderable mutual  value  to  the  state's  agricultural, 
cattle  and  educational  interests.  In  many  instances 
our  youth  have  failed  to  carry  on  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  horsemanship  that  was  so  primarily  linked 
with  the  development  of  this  state. 

"Therefore,  as  an  experiment  this  year,  we  have 
arranged  to  ask  each  public  high  school  to  select  a 
representative  outdoor  girl.  The  candidate  from 
each  high  school  in  each  county  will  then  compete 
with  the  girls  from  the  other  high  schools  in 
that  county  and  the  county  representative  will  be 
selected. 

"Then  the  county  representative  will  be  that 
county's  candidate  for  the  state  selection,  who  will 
be  selected  at  the  California  Rodeo  and  Horse  Fair 
in  Salinas  on  the  opening  day,  July  18,  1935.  Each 
girl  and  her  mother  will  be  the  guests  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Rodeo  with  all  expenses  paid  while  they  are 
in  Salinas  from  the  luncheon  on  the  17th  of  July, 
the  afternoon  of  which  the  judging  for  horseman- 
ship will  take  place,  until  the  afternoon  of  the  18th. 

"We  have  also  arranged  with  the  officials  of  the 
California  Rodeo  to  allow  the  entire  student  body 
of  every  public  high  school  which  selects  a  repre- 
sentative, regardless  of  whether  or  not  she  wins 
the  county  contest,  to  be  admitted  free  on  July  18 
upon  presentation  of  their  student  body  cards  for 
1935,  or  some  other  official  evidence  given  by  the 
school  authorities. 

"The  winner  of  the  contest  in  Salinas  will  be 
declared  California's  Representative  Outdoor  Pub- 
lic High  School  Girl.  She  and  her  mother  in  turn 
will  be  guests  on  a  trip  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands, 
and  on  a  sightseeing  and  educational  trip  through 
the  Islands.  They  will  leave  San  Francisco  August 
9th,  arrive  the  14th,  leaving  for  home  the  23rd." 
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/ra  W*  Coburn  Honored 

TRIBUTE  was  paid  to  the  service  of  Ira  W. 
Coburn  as  Commissioner  of  Education  for  the 
past  10  years,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion held  on  Tuesday,  April  30,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  first  appearance  of  his  successor,  Charles  A. 
Derry,  who  was  appointed  by  Mayor  Rossi  on 
April  24. 

In  opening  the  meeting,  President  C.  Harold 
Caulfleld  said:  "Mr.  Coburn  gave  unselfishly  of  his 
time  and  of  his  great  ability  and  served  with  out- 
standing distinction.  We  regret  exceedingly  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Coburn  from  this  Board  of 
Education. 

"Our  regret,  however,  Commissioner  Derry,  is 
tempered  and  lightened  by  the  good  judgment  of 
His  Honor,  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  in  appointing 
you  to  that  post  and  we  want  you  to  know  that  we 
feel  that  he  has  acted  wisely  in  recognizing  your 
ability  as  an  outstanding  leader  in  your  life  work, 
the  field  of  labor,  the  profession  in  which  my  father 
was  a  member  for  a  number  of  years." 

Commissioner  Derry  replied  that  he  was  "over- 
whelmed by  the  welcome  that  you  and  the  members 
of  the  city  government  have  given  me.  I  pledge  to 
the  Board  and  to  the  citizens  that  I  will  devote  my 
time  and  the  best  of  my  ability  to  the  purpose  for 
which  I  have  been  chosen,  and  I  hope  and  feel  that 
I  will  be  able  to  cooperate  with  this  Board  in  the 
tremendous  work  to  which  it  is  committed." 

Commissioner  Benedict  then  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  was  unanimously  second- 
ed and  adopted: 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
has  been  formally  notified  on  this  day  that  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  has  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Hon.  Ira  W.  Coburn,  as  Commissioner  of  Education; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Commissioner  Coburn  served  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Education  from  January  Eighth, 
Nineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty  Five,  having  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  late  Hon.  James  Ralph,  Jr.,  Mayor  of 
San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Commissioner  Coburn  at  all  times  gave 
unselfishly  of  his  services  to  the  end  that  our  school  build- 
ing program  should  be  realized,  contributing  the  rich- 
ness of  his  experiences  with  large  material  enterprises  as

Capital  Outlays  in  Budget 

ENCREASE  in  the  proposed  budget  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  for  the  fiscal  year 
1935-36  from  $9,202,032  to  $9,749,176,  a  difference 
of  $547,144  is  represented  by  capital  outlays  to 
equip  new  buildings  now  being  erected  with  fur- 
nishings and  supplies,  a  detailed  review  of  the 
budget  on  Saturday  revealed.  In  addition  there  has 
been  included  in  the  tentative  budget  an  item  of 
$474,594  to  restore  salaries  of  teachers,  should  all 
other  employees  of  the  municipality  be  granted 
salary  restoration. 

A  single  item  of  $175,000  has  been  added  in  the 
special  school  tax  or  capital  outlay  fund;  $150,000 
for  the  establishment  of  the  new  junior  college; 
$30,000  for  insurance  of  school  buildings;  $20,000 
for  new  equipment  in  new  schools;  $33,000  addi- 
tional for  the  purchase  of  new  books ;  $25,000  addi- 
tional for  maintenance  of  buildings  and  grounds; 
$89,000  for  teachers  in  new  schools. 

The  items  representing  increase  are  principally 
for  capital  outlays,  according  to  Superintendent 
Lee.  One  exception  is  $30,000  for  insurance  pre- 
miums, a  new  expenditure  made  necessary  because 
of  the  discovery  of  a  section  in  the  school  code 
last  year  which  makes  insurance  of  all  school 
buildings  mandatory. 

Notwithstanding  heavy  capital  expenditures  pro- 
posed in  the  new  budget,  it  was  pointed  out  at  the 
Board  of  Education  offices  Saturday  that  the  maxi- 
mum budget,  including  salary  restoration,  still  is 
$836,000  under  the  1930-31  budget  of  the  schools 
and  that,  through  rigid  budgeting,  the  school  econ- 
omies in  the  last  three  years  total  more  than  those 
of  all  other  municipal  agencies  combined. 

A  recent  survey  from  cities  of  comparable  size 
shows  that  San  Francisco  expends  27  cents  of  its 
tax  dollar  for  schools;  Los  Angeles  expends  43 
cents;  and  Seattle  31  cents.

Many  of  the  140  courses  offered  deal  with  prob- 
lems of  interest  to  the  classroom  teacher.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  extensive  program  in  the  fields  of 
public  school  and  instrumental  music;  to  the  pro- 
gram for  the  training  of  teachers  of  adults  and 
teachers  of  speech.

WHEREAS,  In  recognition  of  his  services  to  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco,  Commissioner  Coburn  was 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  the  Board  of  Education  in 
1930  and,  because  of  the  excellent  manner  in  which  he 
discharged  his  duties  in  that  capacity  over  a  most  trying 
period,  was  re-elected  in  1931  fo  this  high  office  for 
another  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  Commissioner  Coburn  served  with  out- 
standing distinction  as  chairman  of  the  important  phys- 
ical properties  committee,  a  service  which  has  been  in- 
valuable to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  Commissioner  Coburn' s  association  with 
his  colleagues  has  always  been  harmonious  and  one  of 
mutual  trust,  having  gained  the  respect  of  his  comrades; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it

regret  over  Commissioner  Coburn  s  resignation,  and  that 
this  Board  publicly  expresses  to  Mr.  Coburn,  in  behalf  of 
all  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  sincere  thanks  for  the 
lasting  contributions  he  has  made  to  the  educational 
progress  of  our  City.

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Whither  Business  Education' 


BUSINESS  education  is  at  once  the  oldest  type 
of  public  vocational  education  and  the  most 
immature.  I  can  remember  as  a  lad  in  high  school, 
and  that  is  quite  a  time  ago,  the  commercial  de- 
partment which  was  housed  in  two  or  three  rooms 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  building.  In  one  room 
were  a  number  of  tables  and  in  the  corner  was  a 
caged-off  section  simulating  a  bank  counter.  In 
this  room  one  learned  to  keep  books  and  write  a 
business  "hand."  In  the  adjoining  room  were  the 
typewriters,  clattering  away  at  increasing  tempos 
as  the  term  wore  on.  Next  door  was  the  shorthand 
room  with  its  curious  hieroglyphics  on  the  black- 
board and  its  instructress  dressed  and  acting  as 
she  thought  a  "business  woman"  should.  That  she 
had  learned  all  she  knew  of  shorthand  in  a  few 
brief  weeks  in  a  business  college,  that  she  had 
never  actually  been  paid  by  anyone  for  taking  and 
transcribing  dictation,  that  the  bookkeeping  was 
like  unto  no  bookkeeping  done  in  store  or  factory, 
made  little  difference.  The  course  was  a  commercial 
course  and  business  would  welcome  its  graduates. 

Alas,  business  did  not,  neither  in  my  town  nor 
generally.  The  reason  even  then  was  obvious.  The 
commercial  educators  were  not  at  heart  vocational 
educators  nor  were  they  by  training  and  skill  vo- 
cational experts.  They  could  not  give  their  pupils 
more  than  they  knew  or  possessed  and  they  were 
short  vocationally  in  terms  of  both  knowledge  and 
skill.  It  is  no  wonder  that,  with  outstanding  excep- 
tions, the  average  graduate  of  the  commercial  de- 
partments of  those  early  days  was  unemployable. 
The  natural  result  was  a  searching  on  the  part  of 
commercial  teachers  for  other  than  vocational  rea- 
sons for  their  being.  So  we  witnessed  the  defense 
of  shorthand  as  a  vocabulary  builder;  as  mental 
discipline  comparable  to  mathematics  or  classical 
languages.  We  saw  the  deterioration  of  bookkeep- 
ing to  sets  of  exercises  having  no  counterpart  in 
business  life  as  it  was  lived  in  stores  or  banks  or 
factories.  And  we  heard  discussions  in  meetings  of 
commercial  teachers  revolving  around  such  topics 
as  "How  can  we  secure  our  fair  share  of  superior 
students  ?"  or  "How  can  we  have  shorthand  accept- 
ed as  a  required  subject  for  entrance  to  college?" 
The  proof  that  commercial  education  is  still  im- 
mature in  many  sections  of  our  fair  land  is  the  fact 
that  you  can  still  hear  discussions  about  such  topics, 
that  classes  are  still  taught  by  individuals  who 
could  not  last  a  week  if  they  had  to  face  the  actual 
trial  of  business  life  in  the  fields  they  are  teaching. 

The  first  answer  to  the  question  "Whither  Busi- 
ness Education?"  then  is  this. 

Increasingly  business  educators  must  accept  the 
philosophy  and  the  challenge  of  vocational  educa- 
tion. What  does  this  mean?  In  simple  terms  it 
means  classes  taught  only  by  those  who  are  thor- 
oughly qualified.  Industrial  teachers  must  first  of 
all  be  masters  of  the  trades  they  teach.  They  must 


possess  roughly  seven  years  of  successful  experi- 
ence, four  years  as  apprentices  and  three  years  as 
master  craftsmen.  The  average  experience  of 
trades  teachers  in  California,  for  example,  is  more 
than  twelve  years.  The  same  is  true  of  teachers 
of  agriculture.  Successful  farm  experience  is  a  pre- 
requisite to  professional  training  as  an  "ag" 
teacher.  Business  education  will  have  to  approxi- 
mate such  experience  in  its  teaching  staff. 

Business  education  will  have  to  accept  the  only 
true  criterion  of  efficiency  applicable  to  vocational 
education — are  those  who  are  trained  in  its  classes 
able  to  find  employment  in  the  fields  for  which 
they  have  been  trained  and  are  they  able,  once 
employed,  to  perform  so  satisfactorily  as  to  con- 
tinue on  the  pay  roll.  The  final  test  of  the  value  of 
any  vocational  class  resides  here.  No  matter  how 
splendid  the  course,  how  well-trained  the  teacher, 
how  up-to-date  the  equipment,  if  the  graduates  of 
any  program  fail  to  secure  and  to  remain  in  remu- 
nerative jobs  in  the  work  for  which  they  have  been 
trained,  that  program  is  a  failure  vocationally. 
Business  education  in  the  days  ahead  cannot  escape 
this  evaluation. 

On  the  horizon,  just  coming  into  view  as  a  re- 
sponsibility of  education,  are  four  potential  devel- 
opments which  belong  by  right  to  the  business 
educator.  He  may  have  a  large  share  in  their  re- 
finement and  evaluation,  if  he  is  alert.  If  he  is 
apathetic  or  careless,  these  fields  will  become  the 
province  of  other  teachers  and  another  golden  op- 
portunity for  business  education  will  slip  by  and 
away. 

Consumer  Education 

The  first  of  the  four  is  the  field  of  consumer 
education.  A  wise  man  is  the  one  who  purchases 
the  kinds  and  amounts  of  goods  and  services  which 
he  needs  in  terms  of  that  which  he  has  to  spend. 
We  are  subject  to  a  constant  bombardment  of  ad- 
vertising —  newspapers,  magazines,  bill-boards, 
radio.  We  make  literally  hundreds  of  purchases 
every  month.  We  face  constantly  the  problem  of 
determination  of  value,  of  separating  the  essential 
from  the  non-essential.  No  education,  in  some  ways, 
is  more  important  than  consumer  education.  Yet 
the  number  of  well-organized,  skillfully  taught 
classes  set  up  to  instruct  youths  or  adults  how  to 
buy  wisely  and  efficiently  is  to  be  numbered  on  the 
fingers  of  our  two  hands.  What  an  opportunity! 
What  a  challenge!  What  an  inescapable  necessity 
in  the  days  ahead!  No  group  of  teachers  ought  to 
be  better  equipped  or  possess  a  richer  background 
to  face  the  interesting  and  baffling  problems  in- 
volved in  consumer  education  than  our  more  skill- 
ful business  educators.  They  can  take  the  lead,  if 
thev  will.

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Summer  Session  In  Panama  Memorial  Day  Observance 


N  OLD  Spanish  proverb  says,  "He  who  would 
bring  home  the  wealth  of  the  Indies  must 
carry  the  wealth  of  the  Indies  with  him."  To  this 
old  proverb  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  added,  "So  it  is 
with  traveling.  A  man  must  carry  knowledge  with 
him  if  he  would  bring  home  knowledge."  Dr.  Har- 
modio  Arias,  the  energetic  and  progressive  presi- 
dent of  the  Republic  of  Panama,  has  determined 
to  prove  the  truth  of  the  old  Spanish  proverb  and 
of  Dr.  Johnson's  corollary. 

President  Arias  is  proud  of  his  delightful  little 
country  and  enjoys  meeting  those  numerous  Amer- 
icans who,  after  a  stay  of  a  week  or  a  month  in 
Panama,  become  even  more  enthusiastic  about  the 
climate  and  the  colorful  life  of  the  country  than 
the  average  native  of  Panama.  After  some  study  of 
these  cases,  President  Arias  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  could  win  many  more  sincere  friends  for 
his  country  by  inviting  a  group  of  intelligent  and 
thinking  Americans  to  visit  Panama  this  summer 
and  to  enjoy  its  charms  and  comforts  under  the 
guidance  of  the  most  capable  interpreters  of  Latin 
American  ideals  that  he  could  find. 

American  school  teachers,  journalists,  authors, 
professional  men  and  women  and  exporters  have 
been  invited  to  visit  Panama  this  summer  as  a 
group.  In  order  that  these  Americans  might  derive 
the  utmost  profit  from  their  vacation  there,  a  school 
is  to  be  established  at  the  National  Institute  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion. On  the  teaching  staff  of  this  school  will  be 
found  many  of  the  foremost  educators  and  out- 
standing personalities  of  the  Latin  American  coun- 
tries and  of  the  United  States.  These  include  Prof. 
John  Dewey  of  Columbia  University,  New  York; 
Diego  Rivera,  the  great  Mexican  artist;  Dr.  R. 
Grau  San  Martin,  former  president  of  Cuba;  Dr. 
Paul  Vanorden  Shaw,  professor  of  history  at  Col- 
umbia University;  Dr.  Baltasar  Isaza  y  C,  Univer- 
sity of  Madrid  in  Spain;  Dr.  Azarias  Pallais,  Uni- 
versity of  Louvain  in  Belgium;  Dr.  William  C.  Bag- 
ley  of  Columbia  University,  and  many  other  world 
leaders.  There  will  be  courses  in  history,  social 
problems,  languages,  literature,  education,  art, 
folklore,  journalism. 

Groups  will  sail  from  San  Francisco  and  from 
New  York  late  in  June  to  arrive  in  Panama  for 
the  President's  reception  to  be  held  at  the  National 
Palace  July  7.  The  summer  school  will  open  the 
following  day  and  will  continue  five  days  a  week 
until  August  17.  Saturday  and  Sunday  of  each 
week  will  be  devoted  to  week-end  excursions  to 
various  interesting  parts  of  the  Republic  under  the 
guidance  and  direction  of  a  special  commission 
appointed  by  President  Arias.  Special  group  rates 
have  been  obtained  from  the  steamship  companies 
and  provision  has  been  made  in  the  city  of  Panama 
for  board  and  lodging  at  the  minimum  rates.  As

PRAISE  for  the  consideration  given  by  teachers 
in  assigning  homework  in  elementary  grades 
and  the  live  interest  in  current  events  reflected  by 
pupils  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  is  con- 
tained in  a  letter  received  recently  by  the  Super- 
intendent from  Mrs.  Grace  Ellis  Jenness,  concern- 
ing her  son,  attending  the  Winfield  Scott  Elemen- 
tary School.  The  letter,  in  part,  is  as  follows: 

"We  have  a  ten  year  old  son  in  the  upper  fifth 
grade  at  Winfield  Scott.  Our  son  has  been  absent 
a  great  deal  but  through  the  cooperation  of  his 
teacher  and  principal  he  seems  to  have  regained 
the  lost  ground,  and  is  greatly  interested  in  his 
school  work. 

"In  our  home  life  we  try  to  make  our  conversa- 
tion at  meal  time  of  interesting  matters.  To  our 
amazement  Dick  chimes  in  with  very  decided  views 
on  all  matters  pertaining  to  our  government  poli- 
cies, and  his  teacher  has  stressed  on  the  minds  of 
these  small  but  soon  to  be  citizens  that  dishonesty 
can  only  be  eliminated  by  honest  people  becoming 
interested  in  their  political  affairs. 

"That  our  boy  has  the  luck  to  be  under  the  in- 
fluence of  a  real  patriot  is  a  great  satisfaction 
to  us.  Children  surely  have  more  knowledge  than 
ever  before  at  earlier  periods. 

"Another  thing  which  I  note  is  that  the  Western 
schools  have  less  home  work  in  the  lower  grades 
than  back  East,  and  I  am  in  full  accordance  with 
this  idea.  After  a  day  in  school  I'm  much  more 
concerned  with  a  bit  of  healthy  play  and  relaxa- 
tion to  build  a  strong  body  than  in  cramming  a 
few  extra  problems  into  a  tired  mind.  After  living 
in  a  college  town  and  seeing  the  lights  burn  around 
me  until  three  and  four  in  the  morning  and  the 
tired  and  nervous  results  in  the  conscientious 
pupils,  I  agree  it  seems  a  survival  of  the  fittest."

THE  PERENNIAL  controversy  over  the  date 
of  erection  of  the  first  house  at  Yerba  Buena 
Cove — downtown  San  Francisco — is  about  to  be 
renewed  with  the  approach  of  a  civic  celebration 
marking  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  San  Francisco. 

Ceremonies  marking  the  first  house  built  on  June 
25,  1835  by  Captain  William  A.  Richardson,  harbor 
master,  will  be  observed  on  the  100th  anniversary 
by  the  placing  of  a  plaque  on  the  site  of  the  house 
at  827  Grant  Avenue.  The  Richardson  house  was 
constructed  of  wooden  uprights  and  a  canvas  top. 
One  year  later,  July  4,  1836,  a  more  permanent 
house,  constructed  entirely  of  wood,  was  erected 
on  a  spot  near  the  intersection  of  Clay  Street  and 
Grant  Avenue,  by  Jacob  Leese. 

The  following  statement  concerning  plans  for 
the  Richardson  plaque  was  issued  by  Dr.  Frank 
Fischer,  chairman  of  the  observance  for  the  North- 
ern Federation  of  Civic  Organizations: 

"In  1822,  an  English  vessel  entered  the  harbor  of  San 
Francisco,  and,  among  other  members  of  the  crew,  the 
first  officer,  William  A.  Richardson,  landed.  He  subse- 
quently married  Maria  Martinez,  daughter  of  the  com- 
mandant of  the  Presidio.  He  remained  here  when  the 
vessel  departed.  Later  he  applied  to  the  Spanish  Governor 
for  a  grant  of  land  in  what  was  subsequently  Yerba 
Buena.  This  was  refused.  He  made  the  same  request  of 
three  successive  governors,  and  finally  was  granted  a 
site,  which  corresponds  to  the  present  No.  827  Grant 
Avenue.  There,  on  June  25,  1835,  he  built  the  first  habi- 
tation in  Yerba  Buena.  He  drew  a  map  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Governor,  showing  the  first  street  of  the 
town,  which  corresponds  roughly  to  the  present  Grant 
Avenue.  On  June  25  of  the  present  year,  which  will  be 
the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  building  of  the  first 
house  of  Yerba  Buena,  the  Northern  Federation  of  Civic 
Organizations  will  place  a  plaque  upon  the  site,  to  com- 
memorate the  event.  Prior  to  the  unveiling  of  the  plaque, 
there  will  be  a  luncheon  at  the  Grand  View  Tea  Garden, 
at  which  appropriate  ceremonies  will  take  place,  Mayor 
Rossi,  among  others,  having  signified  his  intention  of 
participating."

First  San  Francisco  House 

(Concluded  from  Page  1) 

"This  year  also  marks  the  160th  anniversary  of  the 
opening  of  the  Golden  Gate  to  the  commerce  of  the 
world.  On  the  evening  of  August  5,  1775,  the  Spanish 
vessel  San  Carlos,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Ayala  of 
the  Spanish  Navy  stood  in  from  the  Pacific  Ocean,  the 
first  vessel  to  enter  the  great  harbor. 

"On  March  27,  of  the  following  year,  1776,  Capt. 
Juan  Bautista  Anza,  the  great  Spanish  explorer,  with 
Padre  Pedro  Font,  his  secretary,  by  his  side,  stood  on 
Cantil  Blanco,  the  great  white  rock,  at  the  entrance  to 
the  port,  and  Font,  who  had  prior  thereto  visited  all  of 
the  then  known  harbors  of  the  world,  carried  away  by 
his  enthusiasm  declared  that  the  port  of  St.  Francis  was 
a  marvel  of  nature  and  truly  might  be  called  the  port 
of  ports. 

"In  October  1  777,  the  saintly  founder  of  the  Califor- 
nia missions,  Junipero  Serra,  for  the  first  time  looked 
upon  the  blue  waters  of  the  golden  gate  and  the  broad 
reaches  of  the  bay.

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Women  Deans  of  New  Junior  College  Named 


A  FORMER  SAN  FRANCISCO  GIRL,  student 
of  Lowell  High  School  and  of  the  University 
of  California,  who  has  gone  far  in  the  educational 
world,  was  nominated  last  Tuesday  by  Dr.  Edwin 
A.  Lee,  superintendent  of  schools,  to  become  vice 
president  and  dean  of  women  of  the  new  San  Fran- 
cisco Junior  College. 

Mrs.  Eugenie  Leonard,  dean  of  women  at  Syra- 
cuse University,  New  York,  the  former  Eugenie 
Andruss  of  San  Francisco,  noted  for  her  scholar- 
ship and  personality  when  she 
was  a  student  at  Lowell  High 
School,  is  the  unanimous  choice 
of  Dr.  Lee,  A.  J.  Cloud,  presi- 
dent of  the  Junior  College,  and 
Dr.  Merton  E.  Hill,  junior  col- 
lege expert  of  the  University 
of  California,  for  the  place. 

Mrs.  Leonard's  name  was  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Education  per- 
sonnel committee  Tuesday  by 
Dr.  Lee,  and,  was  acted  upon 
at  the  same  meeting. 

The  new  nominee  is  qualified 
by  educational  attainments  and 
experience  for  her  new  position. 
After  being  graduated  from  the 
University  of  California,  she 
went  to  Indiana  University  and 
later  to  Columbia  where  she  ob- 
tained a  master's  degree  and 
later  a  doctor's  degree.  She  is 
known  as  a  specialist  in  parent 
education,  and  for  several  years 
has  been  consulting  editor  of 
Parent's  Magazine.  She  is  one 
of  the  outstanding  women  deans 
of  the  country,  and  so  recog- 
nized in  educational  circles. 

Mrs.  Leonard  is  the  widow 
of  Dr.  Robert  J.  Leonard, 
former  professor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  and,  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  director 
of  the  School  of  Education  and 
Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University.  Mrs.  Leonard  is  the 
mother  of  two  children  who  are 
now  attending  university. 

Miss  Edith  Pence,  head  of 
the  modern  lauguages  department  of  Galileo  High 
School,  a  resident  of  San  Francisco  for  25  years, 
and  one  of  the  best  known  educators  in  California, 
was  also  nominated  last  Tuesday  by  Dr.  Edwin  A. 
Lee  to  become  assistant  dean  of  women  at  the 
Junior  College. 

The  appointment  is  in  recognition  of  Miss 
Pence's  leadership  as  senior  adviser  at  Galileo 
High  School  where  she  has  been  a  member  of  the

faculty  since  1922.  Miss  Pence  is  a  native  of  Colo- 
rado, the  niece  of  a  former  Congressman  in  that 
state.  She  came  to  California  when  she  was  8  years 
old,  attended  the  elementary  schools  here  and  was 
graduated  from  Lowell  High  School.  She  obtained  a 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  California 
and  later  attended  the  Sorbonne  University  in 
Paris,  the  University  of  Mexico,  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Madrid  in  Spain. 

Miss  Pence  has  always  taken  an  active  interest 
in  community  life.  At  present 
she  is  second  vice  president  of 
the  City  and  County  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs,  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Council  of  School 
Women  and  last  year  was  chair- 
man of  the  Presidents'  Council, 
comprising  the  presidents  of 
the  thirteen  teacher  organiza- 
tions in  San  Francisco. 

Miss  Pence  is  known  to  par- 
ents in  San  Francisco  for  the 
outstanding  work  she  has  done 
in  aiding  young  students  of 
high  school  age  to  make  their 
way  to  the  University  or  to 
realize  pet  hobbies  or  ambitions. 

Administrative  Set-up 

In  considering  the  adminis- 
trative salary  schedule  for 
junior  colleges,  care  must  be 
taken  to  include  the  entire  list 
of  administrative  officers,  in- 
cluding department  heads,  who 
are  part  of  the  administrative 
set-up  in  any  given  school.  The 
new  San  Francisco  Junior  Col- 
lege organization  contemplates 
NO  DEPARTMENT  HEADS. 
In  fact,  everyone  from  the 
president  on  down  will  do  some 
teaching,  thereby  saving  the 
salaries  of  five  full-time 
teachers. 

Citing  the  organization  of  the 
San  Mateo  Junior  College  with 
1500  students  in  attendance  as 
the  nearest  comparable  ex- 
ample, the  president  of  the  col- 
lege receives  an  annual  salary 
of  $6,000 ;  the  combined  salary  of  the  deans  is  $7,600 
and  ten  department  heads  receive  $30,800  per  year, 
making  a  total  administration  expense  of  $44,400. 
The  organization  of  the  Marin  Junior  College, 
with  800  students,  the  next  contiguous  example, 
shows  a  salary  of  $7,000  per  year  for  President 
A.  C.  Olney.  The  dean  of  men  receives  $3,800 
annually  and  the  dean  of  women  $3,200.  There  are 
no  department  heads  in  Marin  Junior  College.

Include  teachers  whose 
rating  is  by  county  examination.  Write  in  the  ex- 
pression "by  county  examination"  and  enter  the 
number  of  teachers  in  this  classification.  Every 
teacher  must  be  accounted  for  in  item  18. 

(e)  In  answering  item  19,  consider  vice  principals 
as  full-time  teachers. 

(f )  The  principal  will  administer  the  oath,  coun- 
tersign, and  file  with  the  Bureau  of  Research  the 
reports  of  the  teachers  of  the  school  including 
those  of  kindergarten  teachers.

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A  Tercentenary  View 

.N  THE  thirteenth  day  of  the  second  month  of 
'  the  year  1635 — April  twenty- third,  under  the 
present  calendar  —  Philemon  Pormont  was  "in- 
treated  to  become  scholemaster  for  the  teaching  and 
nourtering  of  children"  in  the  settlement  of  Boston. 
The  good  Philemon  acceded  to  that  "intreaty" — 
and  so  came  into  being  the  Boston  Latin  School, 
first  unit  in  the  great  system  of  free  education 
which  has  had  so  much  to  do  with  the  sort  of  nation 
we  have  become. 

All  Boston  is  celebrating  the  three-hundredth 
anniversary  of  that  event,  and  in  its  imposing  new 
building  out  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur  the  school 
itself  is  modestly  admitting,  if  pressed,  that  among 
its  boys  were  five  signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  (Sam  Adams,  Ben  Franklin,  John 
Hancock,  William  Hooper  and  Robert  Treat  Paine) 
and  such  nationally  known  figures  as  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson,  Wendell  Phillips,  Henry  Ward  Beecher 
and  Edward  Everett  Hale — to  mention  only  a  few. 

Not  the  least  of  our  debts  to  the  school  is  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  boys,  whose  names  are  lost  to  pos- 
terity, were  so  obstreperous  with  one  teacher — 
Phillips  Brooks,  B.  L.  S.,  '51 — that  he  took  his 
troubles  over  to  Cambridge  to  Charles  W.  Eliot, 
B.  L.  S.,  '49,  who  advised  young  Brooks  to  seek 
other  fields  for  his  talent — to  what  good  purpose 
few  need  be  told. 

Under  Master  Pormont,  English  and  Latin  and 
Greek  were  the  backbone  of  the  curriculum;  and 
straight  on  into  the  present  century,  English  and 
Latin  and  Greek  have  been  prescribed  courses — 
take  'em  or  leave  'em,  and  leave  the  school.  The  fact 
that  many  a  lad  who  has  failed  to  pass  into  the 
senior  class  has  entered  Harvard  or  some  other 
college  and  graduated  a  year  ahead  of,  instead  of 
a  year  behind,  his  former  classmates,  is  indication 
of  the  school's  standard  of  scholarship.  Latin 
School  masters  have  never  had  any  illusions  about 
the  possibilities  of  sugar-coating  the  conjunction 
of  an  irregular  Greek  verb. 

When  the  late  Justice  Holmes  remarked  that  he 
thought  every  gentleman  should  read  Thucydides 
in  the  original  sometime  before  he  died,  he  prob- 
ably had  his  tongue  in  his  cheek;  but  there  is  no

Mr.  Beswick  is  known  nationally  in  the  field  of 
vocational  education.  He  has  been  working  with  the 
San  Francisco  Public  School  executives  for  the 
past  18  years  through  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  assisted  in  organizing  the  Part-Time 
School  here  in  1920.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  in  1902,  attended  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  and  later  attended  the 
University  of  California.

Paul  Mohr,  vice-president  of  Marin  Junior  Col- 
lege since  1926  is  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Mohr, 
1449  Willard  Street,  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Mohr  was  graduated  from  Polytechnic  High 
School  in  1916  where  he  was  president  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  and  won  his  block  at  track  and  football. 
He  was  also  captain  of  the  R.  O.  T.  C. 

At  the  University  of  California  where  he  was 
graduated  with  an  AB  degree  in  1920,  Mr.  Mohr 
won  his  letters  in  the  high  hurdles  and  was  trea- 
surer of  the  University  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  was  also 
named  a  member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  honorary 
educational  fraternity.

Mary  Jane  Learnard  is  a  native  of  Gilroy,  Cali- 
fornia. After  her  graduation  from  Stanford  Uni- 
versity in  1923  she  was  employed  in  secretarial 
work,  first  in  the  commercial  field  and  later  as 
secretary  to  Dr.  Charles  C.  Hughes,  superintendent 
of  Sacramento  Public  Schools.  It  was  her  efficiency 
as  secretary  to  Mr.  Hughes  that  led  to  her  appoint- 
ment as  registrar  in  the  Sacramento  Junior  College, 
a  position  which  she  has  since  held. 

At  Sacramento  Junior  College  Miss  Learnard 
devised  a  system  of  forms  for  the  registration  and 
assignment  of  students  entering  junior  college,  and 
these  forms  worked  out  in  such  successful  fashion 
that  they  have  since  been  adopted  as  standard  in 
many  junior  colleges  throughout  California. 

Miss  Learnard  has  both  an  A.B.  and  an  A.M. 
degree  from  Stanford  and  was  president  of  the 
Roble  Club,  the  Women's  Conference  Club  and 
the  French  Club  while  she  attended  the  university.

UNPRECEDENTED  in  university  circles  in  the 
West  is  the  Shakespearean  festival  announced 
by  Stanford  University  as  one  of  the  major  fea- 
tures of  its  summer  program.  William  Thornton, 
actor  manager  of  the  Shakespeare  Guild  of  Amer- 
ica, and  formerly  with  Gilmor  Brown  and  Walter 
Hampden,  will  direct  a  program  of  courses  embrac- 
ing every  phase  of  stagecraft  and  leading  toward 
the  climax  of  the  season — a  week  of  festivities 
during  which  time  several  performances  of  Othello 
will  be  given.  Mr.  Thornton  will  be  assisted  by  the 
stage  technician  for  all  his  national  tours,  Charles 
Orville  Goldner.  Theory  and  application  will  be 
combined  in  this  training,  and  students  will  par- 
take in  every  aspect  of  it.  All  will  prepare  an 
acting  script,  delineate  character  with  suitable 
make-up,  and  assist  in  creating  authentic  costume, 
constructing  architectural  sets,  and  manipulating 
lights  for  atmosphere  and  mood.  Students  and 
teachers  who  do  not  aspire  to  acting  or  directing 
will  be  welcome  to  these  classes. 

Evening  lectures  upon  the  customs,  psychology, 
amusements,  and  politics  of  Shakespeare's  day  will 
be  given  weekly  by  faculty  members  and  such 
visiting  speakers  as  Ransom  Rideout,  dramatist, 
and  Claire  Baker  Holmes,  specialist  in  Tudor  music. 
Public  readings  of  classic  plays,  in  which  all  stu- 
dents may  take  part  through  tryouts,  will  be  offered 
every  third  week. 

In  addition  to  that  work  which  will  be  centered 
about  the  Shakespearean  program,  all  the  resources 
of  the  University  will  be  open  to  students  and 
teachers.  Unusual  advantages  in  humanities  and 
arts  will  be  available  from  such  visiting  artists 
and  authorities  as  Dr.  George  Taylor,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Robert  Arnold,  of 
the  University  of  Vienna,  Dr.  Jean  Marie  Carre,  of 
the  Sorbonne,  Dr.  Sigfrid  Prager,  director  of  the 
Madison  Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry  Cowell,  com- 
poser and  author,  and  the  Pro  Arte  Quartet  of 
Belgium.

EAFFIRMATION  of  the  independent  status  of 
a  school  district  was  contained  in  a  decision 
rendered  last  Wednesday  by  the  First  District 
Court  of  Appeal  in  sustaining  the  Superior  Court 
of  San  Francisco  in  a  ruling  that  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  had  power  to  make  rules  pres- 
cribing residence  of  teachers. 

The  appeal  was  taken  by  a  taxpayer  who  com- 
plained that  the  Board  of  Education  lacked  author- 
ity to  permit  111  teachers  who  reside  outside  of 
San  Francisco  to  continue  their  residence  in  other 
sections  of  the  metropolitan  area.  The  decision 
written  by  Judge  Burroughs,  is  in  part  as  follows : 

"The  school  system  of  the  state  is  a  matter  of 
general  concern,  as  distinguished  from  a  'municipal 
affair'  as  that  term  is  considered  in  connection  with 
chartered  cities  and  is  governed  by  its  Board  of 
Education  or  Board  of  Trustees,  and  said  boards 
have  power  to  employ  teachers  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
its  powers  and  duties.  (Esberg  v.  Badaracco,  202 
Cal.  110;  People  ex  rel.  Davidson  v.  Mertz,  89  Cal. 
Dec.  19.)  While  as  a  matter  of  tenure  and  compen- 
sation; which  are  matters  that  may  be  regulated 
by  the  charter  of  a  city,  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education  have  been  treated  as  municipal  officers, 
yet  such  members,  after  induction  into  office,  be- 
come officers  of  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state, 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  municipality  within 
whose  boundary  the  school  district  is  located. 
(Mitchell  v.  Hartman,  112  Cal.  App.  370.)  The  ter- 
ritory embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  comprises  two  separate 
school  districts,  to-wit :  the  San  Francisco  Elemen- 
tary School  District  and  San  Francisco  High  School 
District.  (Gould  v.  Santa  Ana  High  School  District, 
131  Cal.  App.  345;  Brown  v.  City  of  Visalia,  141 
Cal.  372;  Ward  v.  San  Diego  School  District,  203 
Cal.  712.) 

"Sections  134  and  139,  both  inclusive,  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
contain  the  provisions  which  concern  the  two  San 
Francisco  School  Districts.  There  is  no  provision 
among  them  dealing  with  the  residential  require- 
ments, and,  further,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  section 
7  of  the  charter  makes  no  mention  of  the  employees 
of  the  School  Department  and  that  the  school  dis- 
tricts are  separate  entities  from  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  under  the  direct  con- 
trol of  its  Board  of  Education  which  has  full  power 
of  employment  of  its  teachers  and  other  employees, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  teachers  and  em- 
ployees are  not  included  within  the  requirements, 
as  to  residence,  laid  down  for  the  employees  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  contained  in 
section  7  of  its  charter. 

"The  judgment  of  the  trial  court  is  therefore 
affirmed." 


Radio  Education 


* 


CHILDREN  are  listening  to  the  radio  so  much 
that  a  person  is  loathe  to  believe  the  figures 
until  they  are  proved.  Thus  the  children  of  the  John 
Smart  Junior  High  School  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
averaged  nearly  two  and  a  half  hours  per  day  listen- 
ing to  the  radio.  Only  a  small  part  of  this,  probably 
not  more  than  one-fifth,  is  classroom  listening,  so 
the  hundreds  of  children  in  that  school  are  listening 
to  home  radio  for  an  average  of  more  than  two 
hours  a  day.  They  are  spending  but  one-half  hour 
per  day  on  voluntary  reading.  Other  surveys  show 
similar  data. 

A  basic  fact  which  we  must  never  forget  is  that 
children  voluntarily  listen  only  to  what  they  con- 
sider interesting.  Since  nearly  all  home  listening 
is  voluntary,  a  radio  broadcast  is  nothing  to  them 
unless  it  is  interesting.  It  is  useless  to  discuss  the 
other  qualities  of  a  broadcast  that  is  uninteresting. 
However,  children  do  display  a  keen  interest,  as  is 
shown  by  the  constancy  and  amount  of  their  listen- 
ing. 

What  is  the  result  of  all  this  listening?  How 
much  of  it  is  good  ?  How  much  of  it  is  bad  ?  What 
can  be  done  about  it  ?  These  questions  are  already 
being  studied  by  thousands  of  parents  and  should 
be  studied  by  parents  everywhere.  Not  all  homes 
are  radio-equipped,  but  good  sets  are  now  available 
at  such  low  prices  that  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  with  the  passing  of  the  depression 
America  will  become  a  most  thoroughly  radio- 
equipped  nation.  There  will  be  nation-wide  mass 
meetings  of  portions  of  our  population  at  fifteen 
minute  intervals  all  day  and  through  much  of  the 
night.  This  constant  mass  meeting  will  give  in- 
formation, entertainment,  and  inspiration  to  the 
greatest  numbers  of  people  who  ever  simultane- 
ously took  part  in  anything.  This  common  posses- 
sion of  information,  developed  tastes,  and  view- 
points will  tend  to  bring  mass  infusion,  homogene- 
ity, and  united  action. 

Of  course,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  much 
listening  is  done  to  stations  which  are  not  a  part 
of  broadcasting  systems  and  which,  therefore,  have 
a  program  that  differs  from  the  chain  broadcast 
and  adds  variety.  Nevertheless,  the  fact  remains 
that  certain  favorite  broadcasts  are  heard  nation- 
wide. Perhaps  both  critics  and  defenders  of  the 
modern  supply  of  radio  programs  would  agree  that 
there  is  both  good  and  bad  in  our  present  radio 
diet.  Some  will  maintain  that  the  supply  of  good 
things  on  the  air  is  so  large  that  one  need  never 
listen  to  broadcasts  which  he  considers  objection- 
able or  of  little  worth.  Others  stoutly  maintain 
that  it  is  difficult  at  times  during  the  day  to  tune 
in  anything  other  than  the  same  type  of  unsatis- 
factory program  on  all  stations.  However  this  may 
be,  there  is  every  need  for  developing  a  discrimina- 
tion and  appreciation  on  the  part  of  childhood.

Need  for  Junior  College 

THE  COMMUNITY  need  and  demand  for  a 
junior  college  in  San  Francisco  is  not  new,  ac- 
cording to  Hon.  Daniel  C.  Murphy,  president  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  Speaking  at  the  recent 
luncheon  given  to  honor  A.  J.  Cloud,  president  of 
the  college,  Mr.  Murphy  said: 

"A  junior  college  for  our  city  was  for  a  long 
time  just  a  dream  to  those  who  are  interested  in 
educational  matters  in  this  city.  Because  of  the" 
costs,  we  were  hesitant  for  a  long  time,  even  though 
the  needs  and  the  necessity  for  a  Junior  College 
were  great.  We  did  not  rush  into  this  new  propo- 
sition. As  far  as  San  Francisco  was  concerned, 
there  was  considerable  criticism  at  the  seeming 
delay.  It  was  pointed  out  that  other  communities 
in  the  state  not  nearly  so  large  as  ours  had  had  a 
Junior  College  of  their  own  and  that  San  Francisco 
was  paying  large  sums  annually  for  the  education 
of  those  residents  of  San  Francisco  who  were  com- 
pelled to  attend  junior  colleges  in  other  localities; 
but  at  last  we  have  decided  that  the  need  was  so 
great  that  a  great  institution  of  this  type  should 
be  started  here  and  it  was  with  the  utmost  care 
that  the  person  to  head  that  institution  was 
selected."

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The  Depression  and  Books 

EVERY  TWO  YEARS  the  government  of  the 
United  States  takes  a  census  of  manufactures, 
which  includes,  among  other  things,  the  number 
of  books  published  during  the  year  the  census  is 
taken.  The  figures  for  1933  have  just  appeared. 
These  census  reports  reveal  certain  significant 
trends  in  the  reading  interests  of  the  American 
public.  One  notes,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  total 
number  of  books  published  declined  from  approxi- 
mately 235  millions  in  1929  to  120  millions  in  1933. 
For  the  four-year  period  1929-33  there  was  a  sharp 
decline  in  the  production  of  every  class  of  books 
except  sociology  and  economics.  Perhaps  the  most 
surprising  decrease  in  the  number  of  books  pub- 
lished is  in  the  field  of  fiction,  where  the  decrease 
was  from  45  to  11  millions — a  decrease  of  75  per 
cent.  The  percentages  of  decrease  in  the  number 
of  books  published  in  certain  other  subjects  were 
as  follows:  agriculture,  80;  history,  80;  fine  arts, 
70;  medicine,  65;  religion  and  philosophy,  61; 
poetry  and  drama,  36;  science  and  technology,  30. 
The  trend  in  the  production  of  textbooks  is  of 
special  interest.  For  the  two-year  period  1929-31 
the  number  of  school  textbooks  decreased  10  per 
cent,  and  for  the  periodl929-33  the  decrease  was  27 
per  cent.  This  decrease  in  the  number  of  textbooks, 
it  should  be  remembered,  took  place  at  a  time  when 
school  enrolments  were  showing  marked  increases. 
The  trend  in  the  publication  of  books  on  sociology 
a,nd  economics  shows  very  clearly  an  increasing 
general  interest  in  these  subjects.  In  1927,  875,000 
books  were  published  in  these  subjects;  by  1929  the 
number  had  increased  to  slightly  more  than  a  mil- 
lion; in  1931  it  declined  to  620,000;  and  in  1933  it  in- 
creased to  1,113,000.  For  the  two-year  period  1931- 
33  the  percentage  of  increase  in  the  publication  of 
books  on  sociology  and  economics  was  44.  In  1933, 
5  percent  more  books  were  being  published  in  these 
subjects  than  in  1929,  and  27  per  cent  more  than 
in  1927.

The  local  committee  extends  an  invitation  to  all 
teachers  to  attend  afternoon  and  evening  sessions 
of  the  conference. 


Extension  Course 

A  training  school  for  nursery  school  teachers  for 
the  S.  E.  R.  A.  has  been  established  at  University 
High  School,  Oakland. 

Persons  who  wish  to  become  nursery  school 
teachers,  or  nursery  school  teachers  at  present 
employed  in  nursery  schools  may  enter  this  school 
and  be  trained  without  expense  of  tuition  or 
supplies. 

The  school  is  established  by  the  state  for  the 
training  and  up-grading  of  nursery  school  teach- 
ers. Applications  may  be  made  to  Dr.  George  A.

A  Job  With  Every  Diploma 

Two  years  ago  we  founded  at  Babson  Park, 
Mass.,  the  School  for  Positions  which  teaches  men 
how  to  get  jobs.  If  a  student  succeeds  in  getting 
a  position,  he  gets  a  diploma;  if  not,  no  diploma. 
To  keep  the  instructors  "on  their  toes,"  when  a 
diploma  cannot  be  given,  the  tuition  is  returned 
in  full!  Eight  out  of  every  ten  men  who  have  at- 
tended this  school  have  secured  positions,  includ- 
ing many  who  had  not  had  a  job  for  three  years 
as  well  as  those  who  never  even  got  started  before. 
Moreover,  practically  all  have  held  their  positions. 

The  age  of  students  has  ranged  from  20  to  40. 
We  are  chiefly  interested  not  in  an  applicant's  pre- 
vious schooling,  but  in  his  attitude  and  ability  to 
be  of  value  to  his  employer.  The  course  is  for  two 
months,  with  five  courses  a  year.  The  first  five 
weeks  are  spent  in  helping  the  student  to  analyze 
himself  and  find  out  for  what  kind  of  work  he  is 
best  fitted.  After  that,  most  of  the  time  is  spent 
actively  applying  for  jobs  and  in  discussion  of  mis- 
takes made  and  how  resistance  can  be  overcome. 
Our  function  is  to  help  men  and  women  find  them- 
selves and  get  jobs  for  themselves  by  themselves. 
Anyone  who  knows  how  to  get  a  job  can  get  a  job. 


Industrial  Education

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Cheap  Appeals 

THERE  is  an  incredible  amount  of  nonsense 
bandied  about  the  campus  concerning  what  the 
authorities  please  to  call  social  consciousness.  Uni- 
versity notables  and  critics  in  the  big,  vital,  outside 
world  are  fond  of  giving  these  impractical  pro- 
fessor folk  frequent  fight-talks  spurring  them  on 
to  get  into  real  life,  come  to  grips  with  Social 
Problems,  and  help  us  get  out  of  this  mess.  National 
crises  always  call  forth  vast  quantities  of  such 
plausible  drool.  The  genuinely  disturbing  thing  is 
that  the  universities  swallow  it. 

They  are  seduced  by  cheap  appeals  to  sentiment. 
They  are  asked,  "How  can  you  fuss  with  this  the- 
oretical folderol  when  people  are  starving?"  In  a 
burst  of  enthusiasm,  the  academic  gentry  gallop 
off  to  do  battle  with  social  injustice,  falling  off, 
like  the  White  Knight,  first  on  one  side  and  then 
on  the  other.  If  they  would  throw  over  their  acade- 
mic pursuits  entirely,  they  would  do  no  serious 
damage.  But  they  suppose  that  they  can  inject 
"social  thinking"  into  their  various  scholastic  ac- 
tivities without  damaging  the  value  of  their  in- 
vestigations. 

If  we  let  ourselves  be  frightened  into  a  panic  of 
petty  "social  service,"  we  shall  go  clumsily  banging 
about  in  the  dark,  upsetting  everything  and  finding 
ourselves  at  length  in  a  hopelessly  chaotic  morass. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  university  can  recognize 
that  its  function  is  to  advance  understanding,  if 
its  members,  rejecting  all  considerations  of  utility 
with  the  fine  contempt  of  the  true  scientist,  can 
recapture  the  spirit  recently  branded  as  outmoded, 
namely,  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  for  the  sake  of 
knowledge,  social  advance  is  inevitable. — The  Yale 
Daily  News.

Railroad  History 

SAN  FRANCISCO  joins  other  western  cities  this 
week — June  10  to  15 — in  observing  "Railroad 
Week." 

This  period  has  been  set  aside  by  railroads  of 
the  West  as  an  opportune  time  to  call  attention 
to  the  history  the  railroads  are  making. 

The  year  1935  will  be  important  in  history  as 
marking  the  date  when  "man-made  weather,"  man- 
ufactured by  air-conditioning  mechanism,  took  the 
heat,  dust  and  most  of  the  noise  out  of  train  travel, 
bringing  the  greatest  comfort  ever  known  to  rail- 
road passengers. 

The  year  of  this  outstanding  evolution  in  rail- 
roading will  go  down  in  history  along  with  such 
memorable  epochs  as:  Invention  of  the  steam 
engine  by  James  Watt  in  1764;  Operation  in  Eng- 
land in  1825  of  George  Stephenson's  "Rocket"  as 
the  first  successful  locomotive  to  pull  the  first 
passenger  train  over  the  first  public  railroad  in  the 
world;  Operation  of  the  first  American  railroad 
in  1830;  Morse's  invention  of  the  electric  telegraph 
in  1835;  Initial  trip  of  the  first  Pullman  sleeping 
car  in  1859;  Completion  of  the  nation's  first  trans- 
continental railroad  in  1869;  Patent  for  the  first 
automatic  air-brake  taken  out  by  George  West- 
ington  in  1869;  and  perfection  of  the  first  inter- 
locking signals  in  1870. 


Life-Zone  Map 

A  Revised  Life-Zone  Map  of  California,  prepared 
by  Dr.  Joseph  Grinnell,  has  just  been  issued  by 
the  University  of  California  Press,  as  No.  7,  Volume 
40  of  the  Publications  in  Zoology.  Dr.  Grinnell, 
professor  of  zoology  and  director  of  the  Museum 
of  Vertebrate  Zoology,  presents  the  work  for  the 
benefit  of  naturalists  who  find  use  for  the  life-zone 
system  of  expressing  animal  and  plant  distribution. 
.  The  present  map  is  a  complete  revision  of  the 
one  published  by  him  in  1913.  It  outlines  four 
zones :  boreal,  transition,  upper  Sonoran  and  lower 
Sonoran.  Included  in  the  boreal  are  the  Alpine- 
Arctic,  the  Hudsonian  and  Canadian  zones. 

The  boundaries  of  the  zones,  Dr.  Grinnell  ex- 
plains, are  approximate;  there  is  rarely  any  really 
sharp  demarcation  in  faunal  or  floral  character 
where  two  zones  join. 


West  Wing  Wins  High  Award 

The  West  Wing,  student  publication  at  Mission 
High  School,  was  awarded  the  special  tercentenary 
memorial  award  by  the  National  Association  of 
Student  Editors  for  a  recent  issue  of  the  school 
newspaper  on  the  tercentenary  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  the  first  secondary  school  in  the 
United  States  in  Boston,  April  23,  1865.  The  paper 
was  issued  under  the  faculty  supervision  of  Mar- 
garet L.  Sanderson. 
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
